Devoy Says They Thus Partially Wipe 
Qut Their Stain of Blood. 


A GREAT CROWD AT BATTERY “D,” 


The Murdered Physician's Friends Express 


Their Seutiments Freely. 


THE SPEAKERS AND THEIR ADDRESSES, 


“My first attempt at public speaking was 
from the’ condemned prisoners’ dock when 
I stood-in company with my iliustrious 
friends, Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien—the 
Manochester martyrs.”’ 

The speaker was William O’Meagher Con- 
don, upon whose brow the crown of martyr- 
dom, according to the comprehension of that 
term in later Irish patriotic history, had all 
but fallen. Tne scene was the piatiorm at 
Battery D, before which sat a multitude 
such as that hall, famous for its immense 
audieuces, has seidom seen. 

From asilken banner the faces of the three 
Manchester heroes looked down upon the au- 
dience. Gilt letters and laudatory inscrip- 
tions enshrined the medallions of the trio as 
with a haio of glory. High aloft on-tne wali 
at the rear of the platform the Battery’s huge 
picture of Gen. Logau waving his hat as if to 
encourage his troops to fresh deeds of valor 
Jent a heroic touch to tLe scene. American 
fiacs and ‘Irish flags were everywhere. ~~, 

But amid the insignia of enthusiastic 
patriotism was an embiem of sorrow, real- 
istic and ominous. Mourning draperies over- 
hung the national colors wherewith the plat- 
form was draped, and resting against a 
background of black was a picture of Dr. 
Cronin. 

The companion of Allen, Larkin,and O’Brien 
in the condemned dock at Manchester, who 
bad been torn from their companionsbip only 
at che foot ot the scaffold, had come to place 
the fourth martyr’s crown on the brow of 
the victim of the conspiracy of May4. It 
Was an impressive spectacle upon which the 
audience gazed, and, as John Devoy after- 
wards declared, one that would do more than 
anything elge to wash away the stains of 
biooi from the character of the Irish people 


of Chicago. 


CRONIN’S CANONIZATION. 

The twenty-second anniversary celebra- 
tion of the execution of Allen, Larkin, and 
O’Brien was taken advantage of by the 
friends of Dr. Cronin for a monster meeting 
to publiciy add to the roll of Irish heroes the

Every available foot of space had been 
taken in the body of the hall and galleries 
when Chairman Frank Sullivan of the Cro- 
nin Committee rose to address the assem- 
blage iff the name of Irish Nationality, Amer- 
ican Freedom; Law, and Justice. His intro- 
duction of the Chairman of the meeting 
struck the keynote of the speeches 
which followed. The -celebration was the 
public canonization of Ireland’s latest mar- 
tyr. His reference to the “patriots” hold- 
ing a celebration elsewhere was replete with 
scathing allusions in which the “editor of 
the Assassin’s Screen ’and the “men whose 
cold cash had been the blood money for the 
sacrifice of May 4” came in fo~ due notice. 

P. W. Dunne opened the official proceedings 
with an address wherein he distinctly 
charged the members of the triangle with 
being the instigators of the murder, and 
characterized the men on trial as 
their dupes ard hired assassins. 
Nor. were mames omitted In many shapes 
and forms of speech the charge was reiter- 
ated, cach time in stronger language, until it 
seemed as if the power of words was ex- 
hbaustead and-the speaker’s vocabulary was 


_ powerless to express the intensity of his 


feelings. 
When Father Toomey appeared at the front

JOHN DEVOY. 

It was just 11 o’clock when John Devoy, 
whose name was last on the program, rose to 
Speak. Many were beginning to leave the 
ball, but the few first sentences of the Irish 
leader’s speech held them spellbound until 
its close. 

Of all meetings, he said, which he had 
ever attended in the name or at tne call of 
Irish patriotism, none had given him greater 
pleasure than this. None would bring 
more joy to tne hearts of their 
fellow countrymen across the ocean and to 
their fellow-citizens in this country. Had 
the meeting been a failure the world would 
have believed, and rightly so, that the Irish- 
Americans of Chicago were in sympathy with 
murder. The success of the meeting was 
the death knell of the triangle and its meth- 
ods. : 

As with the former speakers thé mén who 
were associated with the triangle faction 
came in for a_ terrible scoring by 
Mr. Devoy, who #had no — hesitancy 
in naming the men he meant. 
The reports aspersing the murdered doc- 
tor’s reputation, the speaker. declared, 
had a@ common origin and found 
vent through the mouths of men 
who bad been zealous defenders 
of English misrule in Ireland and as zealous 
political Irish patriots when 3,000 miles away 
Men who 1n public denounce 
the murder of Dr. Cronin as brutal would in 
private declare that it was deserved, hoping 
thereby to conciliate the public temper. 

“If the chief conspirator were~ reached,”’ 
continued Mr. Devoy, “1 and you, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of our fellow-citizens 
would do allin their power to liberate the 
poor dupes now on trial, and we would be 
none the less satisfied that strict justice had 
been done.”’ 

And the echoes of the cheer that met this 
deciaration will haunt the rafters of the 
Battery for vears to come. 

Among the other speakers were Pat Grant 
and E. M. Lahiff, who read appropriate reso- 
lutions embodying the views set forth in the 
different speeches. Mrs. Zimmerman, Miss 
Duell, Mr. Robertson, and Mr. F. Vinal con- 
tributed musical selections and recitations. 


RESULUTIONS PASSED. 

The Manchester martyrs gave up their lives for 
Treland on the scaffold Nov. 23, 1867. Their mem- 
ory bas been justiy honored on every recurring 
anniversary by Irish Nationalists throughout the 
world. | 

The day is recognized. as one consecrated by 
the martyrs’ blood to the cause of Ireland. In 
honoring the dead heroes we pledge anew our 
fealty to the living cause, our faith in its final 
triumph, our determination to guard its honor 
and its purity. s 

In the hour of greatest hope, when events are 
shaping themselves towards a happy termination 
of along and painful struggle, a dark crime, 
which for cold-blooded atrocity has never been 
surpassed in modern times, is committed in our 
midst. The rame of Ireland is prostituted to the 
needs of a knot of desperate adventurers, and an 
Irish petriot of stainless honoris murdered so 
that their crimes may go unpunished, 


. The murder of Dr. Cronin was a ctime against 


the cause of Ireland, which jeopardized its most 
vital interests. It was intended as a@ means of 
placing the national movementin the grasp of 
dishonest men who would continue to mar its 
progress by preying on its resources and eating 
out its life. 

Dr. Cronin was killed because he honestly dis- 
charged bis duty to the Irish cause.’ He died at 
his post, battling for Ireiand, and sealed his .de- 
yetion with his blood, as much as if that blood 
were poured out on the field of battic or tne 
scaffold. _ 

The men who plained that murder, whose 
brain conceived the diabolical plot to brand 
their victim with the infamy of the informer, 
while his naked body was lying in the sewer into 
which their dupes had flung it, are §tjll at large. 
‘Men whose hands are stained with blood, those 
who murdered Cronin to cover upthe robbery 
of funds, which had been accumulating for years 
for the benefit of the [rish people, with time- 
servers who condone murder and fraud through 
the hope of political advantage, have the effront- 
ery to claim that they represent the Irish citi- 
zeus of Chicago, and are authorized to speak for 
them. 

If that claim should be allowedto stand, in- 
delible disgrace will come upon us. Be it 
therefore 

Resolved, That we pledge anew our fealty to 
the cause for which the Manchester martyrs died, 
and our firm determination to stand by our kin- 
dred in treland until they secure the biessing of 
national self-government. 

Resoived, That the murder of Dr. Cronin for 
the performance of his duty to the Trish cause, 
and the undoubted existence of a conspiracy to 
defeat the law and shield the real author of the 
crime, place upon Irish citizens of this country 
the responsibility and the duty of vindicating 
the honorand good name of their race. 

Resolved, That we guarantee to the authorities 
of this county and State our energetic and active 
codperation in bringing to justice the instigators 
of the murder, 

DID NOT GET THE FLAG. 


An incident which came near ending in a 
personal encounter occurred at Battery D 
about 5 o’clock last evening while the piat- 
form for the speakers was being decorated. 
In the hail were Maurice Morris, a carpenter, 
and a man who had just brought in a silken 
banner to be hung at the rear of the _plat- 
form. The banner had just. been 
placed in position when a@ member 
of Camp No. 2 and two constabies 
with a writ came in ana demanded 
the flag. Morris refused to give it up, and 
when the Camp No. 20 man attempted to pull 
it down he pushed bim aside atid told him 
not to dare lay hands onit. The Camp No. 
20 man then rushed out and said he 
would call the patrol wagon. In 
the meantime Morris told the constables 
that he would be responsible for the banner 
and answer any charge of resistance that 
The bannér is one 
that was presented to Capt. TT. F. 
O’Connor when he commanced Com- 
peny F ot the Hibernian Rifles. That 
company disbanded, and the banner has 
since been in the possession of Capt. O’Con- 
nor. Some of the members of the Rifles 
think it ought to be the property.of the bat- 
talion, so the summary step of last: evening 
was taken to secure it. 


USING COBN FOR FUEL IN KANSAS, 


The High Price of Coal Compelling the 
Farmers to Burn Their Crops. 

Kawnsas City, Mo., Nov. 23.—A special from 
Hiawatha, Kas., says that the farmers of 
that vicinity are burning corn for fuei, -find- 
ing it cheaper than coal. Corn is soid on the 
farm at 20 cents per bushel, while the aver- 
age price of coal delivered at the farm ranges 
from 21 to 23 cents per bushel. The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance here brought the attention of 
the farmers to the relative prices of the two 
commodities and advised that half the corn 
crop be used as fuel, thus advancing the 
price of the other haif and saving money in 
their fuel bills. ‘The farmers have begun to 
act on this advice.

OPPOSITION HOUSES OF REPRESENT- 
ATIVES IN SESSION, 


Both Parties Organize, Kiect Oficérs, and 
Adjourn Until Monday—Small Prospect 
fora Speedy Settlement of the Trouble 
~Johnson Probably Beaten for the 
North Dakota Senatorship—Several Bal- 
lots Taken Without Result—General Po- 
litical News. 

HELENA, Mont., Nov. 23.—[Special.|—Two 
bodies, each calling itself the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the State of Montana, met at 
noon today. Une body, all Democrats, as- 
sembled at the place designated by Gov. 
Toole, the court-house, and the other, all 
Republicans, assembled, as directed by 
Auditor Kinney, in a storeroom on lower 
Main street. The Democratic House was 
called to order by C. P. Blakley of Gallatin 
County, tne oldest member in joint service in 
the Legislature. Twenty-eight out of twenty- 
nine Dembdcratic members, including nine 
from Silver Bow County, answereo to roll- 
call, and as fifty-five is the full membership 
of the House the Temporary Chairman an- 
nounced that a quorum was present. Blakley 
was then elected Sveaker pro tem, ana C. Z. 
Pond Chief Clerk. A committee on creden- 
tials was appointed, who reported that the 
twenty-eight members present were entitied 
to seats. -A communication was read from 
Gov. Toole notifying Capt. Smith, who bas 
had charge of the rooms, to turn the keys 
over to the Sergeant-atArms, which was 
done. After a recess a committeé’on perma- 
nent organization was appointed and the 
House adjourned till Monday at'10 o’clock. 

The Republican members of the Legis- 
lature, pursuant to Auditor Kinney’s cail, 
met in a room down-town. The sudden 
change in the Republican program last_orght 
in giving up the idea of trying to meet 
in the court-house made it impossible to 
fix their quarters up, and (when the 
members,. inciuding the Silver Bow con- 
testants, met the only furniture in the 
room was a stepladder. <A pine table was 
broughtin. The Auditor called the roll and 
the members tock the oath odefore Justice 
Biake. A. C. Witter was chosen permanent 
Speaker and B. Webster Chief Clerk. A 
committee of three was appointed to wait 
upon the Governor and inform him te 
House was ready for business.) The com- 
mittee returned and repor the Governor 
had gone home, and the committee was 
continued and the House adjourned to Mon- 
day. 

THE REPUBLICAN POSITION. 

All the Republican members of the Senate 
assembled in the room designated by the 
Governor and wok the oath of office. There 
being no quorum present, they adjourned till 
Monday. Until the contest between the two 
Houses is settied the Democratic Senators 
will not materialize and a clearly defined 
deadlock is promised. There are all sorts of 
rumors afloat tonight, charges | being mado 
that each side has tried to buy members of 
the opposition, but the only tangible thing 
is that there are two Houses of Representa- 
tives, no Senate, and both sides determined 
to fight it out. 

In a caucus of Republican Senators and 
Representatives this evening the action of 
the Republican House members in organiz- 
ing separately from the gene ag mem bers 
was explained. lt was state 
Repubhncan action was 
the proclamation of 
that none would be admitted to 
participate in the Homse organization or rec- 
ognized as having rights as members except 
those holding certificates-of election trom 
County Clerks. It stated that the new 
Constitution in forve since Oct. 1 ex- 
pressiy provides that the returns for 
all State officers, including members of 
the Legislature, shall be canvassed by 
the same board created by the enabling act, 
to canvass returns of the vote on the Consti- 
tution. The Chairman of the caucus added 
that the Republicans stand | unanimous- 
ly on the proposifion that such only 
as were found and declared to be mem- 
bers by the State canvasserg are prima 
facie entitled to seats, and that all power to 
determine the further rights of any member 
of either House resides wholly in the sepa- 
rate Houses—at no time or in any degree in 
the Governor. 

Without notice from the Governor that he 
had secured rooms for the members 
of the respective Houses he, by procia- 
mation, ordered the members to meet in 
certain designated places that until the last 
moment before the hour avppinted were 
locked and guarded against the admission of 


all persons, with no prospect or promise but. 


that such places would continue to be unger 
the Governor’s personal control. 

Rather than submit to such inquisitorial 
supervision and restrictions the Republicans, 
with the officer designated by law to call the 
House to order, proceeded to organize else- 
where. 

As the Senate contains an equal number 
of Democrats and Republicans, and there 
could be no contest of the right of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to preside over the organi- 
zation, the Democratic members in a boay 
staid away and thus prevented organization. 


‘ JOHNSON PRUBABLY DEFEATED, 


His Chances oe North Dakota Sena- 
torship Gr ing Beaatifally Less, 

Bismarck, N. D., Nov. 23.—[Special. |—This 
forenoon’s Republican caucus for the second 
United States Senator was the most exciting 
since the opening of the session. Q@n the 
first ballot, it is claimed by those who Axept 
tally, Jonnson received forty-two votes, and 
as forty-one is all that is needed to win the 
Republican caucus nomination t were a 

e€ minds of 
the crowd, be was as good fr ny ay Unitea 
States Senator. There Avas a difference 
in the courts of thé clerks, however, 
and the roll~ was callea for 
verification, Dyring the calling of the roll 
several m ers changed their votes in 
favor of Johnson, but this was objected to on 
the ground that votes could not be changed 
during a rol! call for veritication. The chair 
ruled that the point was well taken. 

A motion to adjourn was then made and 
carried amid the wildest confusion and the 
vote whicn is claimed to have given Johnson 
the Republican caucus nomination was not 
announced. The Johnson men were in a 
rage, but the Legislature proceeded to 
ballot formally in joint session. 
Johnson held his forty-two votes, 
which, though sufficient to win in the caucus, 
lacked five of electing him in the Legislature, 
asthe thirteen Democratic votes were cast 
for the Democratic candidate, Maratta. The 
joint session then adjourned until 7 p. m, 

At the night session Johnson, who received 
forty-two votes this afternoon, was given a 
disastrous setback, and there seems now to 
be no hope of his election. On the first bai- 
lot he received 40 votes, the others running 
as follows: Ordway, 9; McCumber, 3; Casey, 
13; Walsh, 8; Harrison Allen, 3; Maratta, 13. 

There was no material change on the sec- 
ond ballot, but on the third he dropped to 32. 
During this bailot Robinson of Trail] created 
a sensatuon in explaining his vote. He said: 

**Up to the present time [ have voted faith- 
fully for M. N. Johnson, but it has come to 
me through unquestionable authority that 
one of Mr. Johnson’s heutenants has been 
circulating the report that neither myself nor 
the other members from my \district ‘were 
voting for him through choice, but because 
we did not dare to do otherwise. I claim to 
be an American citizen, with the right to do 
as I piease, and I now take great pleasure in 
voting for Prof. Horner B. Sprague.”’ 

These remarks were greeted with applause. 
Johnson lost eight votes on this ballot, the

At present there 
is no winning combination, but the fact that 
Johnson has been shelved is acknowledged 
even by his warmest supporters.

MR. WOOD IN A TIGHT PLACE, 


The Author of the Alleged Ohio Campaign 
Forgery Kemanded to Jail. 

Crncrnnati, O., Nov. 28.-+The case of R. 
G. Weod, charged with cxecuting and caus- 
ing tne pubdlication of the celebrated 
ballot-box. forgery, was called in the 
police court today. Wood was repre- 
sented by attorneys Chambers and Ste- 
phan, while four distinguished attorneys 
who will aid in the prosecution, were pres- 
ent. Atthe request of Wood’s attorneys, 
Judge Ermston fixed Dec. 2 for ‘the 
preliminary hearing of the case. 
Mean while, Wood, failing to ob- 
tain bondsmen, was remanded to 
jail. A private meeting was held this after- 
noon for consultation on Weod’s case. Those 
present were Messrs. Probasco and Rich- 
ards, representing Senator Sherman and 
Congressman Butterworth; Messrs. Jordan & 
Harmon, representing Gov.-elect J. E. Camp- 
bell: James E. Campbell himself, and Will- 
iam 8. Grosbeck. It 1s understood that these 
gentlemen have resolved to prosecute Wood 
to the full extentof the law.

VIERLING ON THE RACK. 


EXPLAINING THE PROPOSED NEW SYS8- 


TEM OF STREET NOMENCLATURE. 


fle Appears Before the Real-Fstate Board 
to Defend the Eeport of the Special 
Council Commi ttee—His Hearers Object 
to Any Change of Principal Thorough- 
fares—Keasons for the Suggested Drop- 
ping of Prefixes—Set of Resolutions 
Adopted. 


Ald. Vierling spent an uncomfortable aft- 
ernoon yesterday. He attended a meeting 
of the Real-Estate Board for thc purpose of 
defending his report on the proposed change 
of street names. ‘ 

** We propose not only to criticise the pro- 
posed change but to help prevent its bene 
carried out,’’ was the sentiment of the meet- 
ing as expressed by Chairman George M. 
Bogue. 

Those at the meeting did the criticising 
first, and did it vigorously, too. The discus- 
siou wasin full blast when Ald. Vierling 
putin an appearance. 

‘“* Here’s Vierling, jet him explain,” said 
George Birckhoff Jr. as the Alderman en- 
tered the room. The newcomer was madea 
prisoner, arraigned, ano entered a plea of 
not guilty. Ald. Vierling made an able de- 
fense, insisting that “his peers” should 
not hastily condemn him. “We have 
worked at this scheme since last July,” 
he said. ‘‘An Alderman’s wages are $3 a 
week—during July and August nothing. I 
think we have earned our wages. We have 
a stack of letters sevefal feet high and pe- 
titions that would reach from here across 
the street. We have listened to men of in- 
telligence and we have iistened to cranks. 
We did the best we could, and I shall fight 
in the Council your request that the report be 
referred. 

THINKS THE CRITICISMS UNJUST. 

“ Many of the criticisms on our report were 
entirely in error,”’ continued the Alderman. 
“There were over 4,000 names of streets and 
in some cases as bigh as thirteen duplicates. 
We had over 600 duplicate names. We have 
eliminated these duplicates and need only 
392 new names. Doing away with the pre- 
tixes North, South and West made it neces- 
sary to use more new names than otherwise 
would have been the case. We want some- 
thing for the Chicago of the future. I don’t 
like to do away with La Salle or Dearborn 
streets. If you can suggest a way out of the 
difficulty I should be glad to hear it.” 

“ What’s the matter with keeping the pres- 
ent name of La Salle street?’’ queried Messrs. 
Bogue and Warner in unison. 

‘* Then you’lt have to keep the North ara 
South prefixes,’’ replied the Alderman. 

Then fol'owed a sharp free-for-all cross- 
examination. 

*“Sbouldn’t the business portion of the 
city have preference over the residence dis- 
tricts?”’ was asked. 

“We have,tried to do that,” said Mr. 
Vierling. “Many names have been 
criticised as new names when in 
reality they are old names extended. They 
have criticized us for changing Cottafe 
Grove avenue to Columbus avenue. But we 
have a petition including every business- 
man on that street asking for that change. 
La Salle street was charged at the request 
ot people, some of whom are now signing 
the protest against it.”’ 

** What was the reason for changing Dear- 
born ?”’ 

“The request of property owners in the 
town of Lake, where it is now called Lafay- 
ette avenue, because Dearborn street south 
has a rather unsavory reputation.”’ 


CONEUSING PREFIXES, 
George L. Warner, who before Ald. Vier- 


taining the prefixes north and south, fired 
the question at the Alderman, -‘*Why was it 
Gecided to drop the prefixes?”’ 


Vierling, “that letters came addressed to, 
say, No. 286 Clark street, and that the recip- 
ient would be.found at that number on North 
Ciark street. 1 venture to say I could go over 
to the Western Union office today ana find 
that out of perhaps 2,000 dispatches received 
yesterday 100 are marked ‘ Cannot be found.’ 
I will undertake to name you 100 piaces 90 


troal.’’ 

“ Would the committee seriously object to 
retaining the names of those streets on which 
business has been done for the*iast thirty or 
forty years rather than those in the resi- 
dence districts?’ 

“We have considered this point,”’ was the 
Alderman’s reply. “By using the prefixes 
we can retain every name in the city except 
the duplicates. We could get along that way 
with about eighty new names.”’ 

‘*Ifaman does not put the prefix on the 
address it is his own fault if thg letter is not 
delivered,” said Mr. Birckhoff. ‘* People are 
more liable to make mistakes in half a dozen 
figures than in omitting to put down ‘north’ 
or ‘south.’ ” 

** Did the Post-Office Department request 
that the prefixes be dropped?’ was asked of 
Ald. Vierling. 

‘*No, not particularly, but the vote in the 
Council stood 31 to 24in favor of it, the com- 
mittee not voting. It is often more to the in- 
terest of the man to whom the letter is ad- 
dressed than to the sender that it should be 
aelivered.”’ 

HIGH NUMBERS. 

“What would be the number at West 
Fortieth street?”’ 

** A bout 10,000.” 

‘Now, suppose a man drops acipher in 
that?’’ 

‘‘There are not as many mistakes made in 
Philadelphia in three months as there are in 
Chicago in a week, and they have that sys- 
tem of numbering in Philadeiphia. Take it 
right through we have fewer changes than 
we are credited with, and we have brought 
the number of names down from 4,000 to 
1,339.” 

Some plans for radical changes were then 
discussed, one proposition being that the old 
names be used as wellas the new until the 
public had become accustomed tothe new 
ones. 

In the heat of debate some one suggested 
that the London plan be adopted, **the pre- 
fixes placed aiter the street name.” 

Finaliy the following was adopted: 

Resolved, Thatitis the sense of the Chicago 
Real Estate Board that the report of the Council 
Committee on Street Nomenclature be referred 
back to said committee, and that in no case 
should the names of the principal streets be 
changed, either in the residence or the business 
districts, unless considered necessary. 

That a special committee of tive be appointed 
to confer with the Council committee as to the 
wishes of the Real Estate Board as to the best 
metnod of street nomenclature, said sub-com- 
mittee to report to the Real Estate Bourd frst 
as to what it would recommend. 

George L. Warner, J. L. Lombard, F. R. 
Chanaier, George Birckhoff Jr., and W. W. 
Baird were made this committee.

| VICE-PRESIDENT MORTON'S NEW HOME. | 


The Handsome Kesidence at Washington 
Now Almost Finished—1 he Decorations. 
Wasninoron, D. C.. Nov. 23. —| Special. )— 

The bandsome residence of Vice-President 
Morton commanasa beautiful outlook of four 
convergent streets at the junction of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode isiand avenues. Enter- 
ing the mansion through the Rhode Island 
avenue entrance, beneath a broad porch, 
the visitor finds himself in a wide central 
hallway tinted in delicate mastic color, from 
which a broad Eastiake stairway conducts 
one by easy stages to the apartments above. 
Facing the staircase is bung a life-size paint- 
ing of Gen. Grant in the full uniform of his 
rank, the coloring being somewhat somber. 
In contrast to ths are two large oval paint- 
ings in handsome gilt frames on either side 
of the doorway, representing historical fig- 
urés of an early era, evidently by some of the 
old French masters. Directly opposite the 
front door, opening ont from the hail, 1s the 
reception room, resembling somewhat in ap- 
pearance: and coloring the beautiful bird’s- 
gz blue room of the White House. Here tne 
walls are hung with an exquisite shade of 
fine satin-striped damask, taken from the 
walls of Mr. Morton’s Paris residence, and 
the ceilings frescoed in shades to match. 
From the center is suspended a superb crys- 
tal mirror, a veritabie antique which origi- 
nally adorned the salon of some princely pal- 
ace, and whose glittering crystals refract 
the light of hundreds of waxen tapers burn- 
ing among its branches. The furvishings of 
this room are yet unpacked, but will corre- 
spond in bue toe the prevailing*tint 

Adjoining tbis is the long library, facing 
the west, the warm, rich colorimy of its crim- 
s0n damask-bung wails thrown into soft con- 
trast by the goiden brown tints of the heavy 
worsted and piush draperies of the windows 
and doors. Rows of low, dark wood book- 
cases filled with choice volumes tempt one to 
linger iong in the enjoyment of repose in the 
depths of some softiy-cushioned sieevy hol- 
low before the brigntly flickering logs that 
will crackle and glow in the wide fireplace. 
Among the many valuable pa:tings that 
everywhere mark the artistic taste of tne 
owners are the life-sized portraits of the 
Vice-President and his charming wife that 
ornament the wall on either side of the deep 
French window. 

Tie upbolstering of the library furniture, 
corresponding to the hangings, is of a soft 
. brown silk material, with appliguéd figures 
ofalighter shade introduced into the cor- 
ners and more protected portions of the cov- 
ering, finished with plosh. The large draw- 
ing-room, when completed, and che many 
beautiful articles with which it is now heaped 
put in place, will be one of the wost attract- 
ive in the many elegant dwellings at the 
Capital. One of the most exquisite articles 
in the apartment is a small round tabie, with 
the top irlaid in large medaliions represent- 
ing scenes and pictures of the colonial neriod, 
surrounding a fine likeness of Washington. 

Opening out of this apartment is the band- 
some new dining-hall, or, more properly 
speaking, living room, which answers the 
purpose ofa ball-room. The coloring of the

REVOLUTIONARY SENTIMENT IN CUBA. 


A Growing Feeling of Uneasiness in the 

Queen of the Antilies—‘everal Riots. 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 23.—[Speciai.}]—The 
rumors of trouble in Cuba do not surprise 
the Cuban population here. There are three 
disturbing classes in Cuba—the laborers, ig- 
vorant Bnd uncultured; the youhg mén of 
the, present generation, who are growing up 
with republican ideas and progressive no- 
tions, end the old dons who _ still 
believe” in monarchical institutions. 
The first two classes work together 
and it seems they ure the ones who are 
making this trouble. The labcrers are dis- 
contented with their poor wages, the harsh 
usageof their military masters, and feel 
that any change would be for the better. 
The progressive generauon has no use for 
the monarchy, and, as many of them have 
come in contact with Americans, more or 
less, and gained more knowledge of the 
advantages of republicanism, they are bit- 
terly opposed to a Jonger continuance of 
their state of bondage. 

The Spanish rulers have taken advantage 
of their positions on the island and have 
ground down the planters and others by ex- 
orbitant taxes, so that the spirit of mutiny is 
ripe jor,open revolt the moment a leader will 
appear. A Cuban gentleman says that he 
knows of more than fifty associations, com- 
posed of from 20 to 100 men each, who are 
banded together, quietly drilling, so that 
when the proper moment comes the Spanish 
yoke can be overthrown. Some of these 
men are high in the confidence of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The steamship Olivette, of the Plant Com- 
pany’s service, between Tampa and Havana 
and Key West, arrived here to-day, and from 
her officers it was learned that the trouble is 
not so much in thenature of a revoluwon as 
riots. These have been mosiserious at San 
Cristabel, owing to differences arising among 
the Aldermen relative tothe enforcement of 
a city ordinance. The Mayor called out the 
military Thursday iast, and the riots were 
subdued after two men had been killed and 
several wounded. The other rioters were 
arrested and quiet was at length restored. 

At Matanzas the same day the military in- 
terfered with the civil authorities, which so 
enraged them that ariotensued. Two regi- 
ments of Spanish soldiers met at ihe same 
time on the street and engaged in a des- 
perate fight, which created much excite- 
ment. Subsequently the fight became gep- 
eral, and one officer and three men were 
killed and many wounded. The trouble stil 
exists in and around Matanzas, though no 
fighting has occurred since Thursday. It 1s 
difficult to obtain any information Dy wire on 
account of the espionage of Spanish officials 
over the telegraph service.

Charters of Corporations Revoked, 

Sr. Louis. Mo., Nov. 2%3.—[Special.]—The num- 
ber of corporations doing business in this State 
that have failed to comply with the Missouri 
Auti-Trust law is 950, and as 500 of tuem are op- 
erating under charters granted by the Stute 
these charters are now revoked, and the names 
of the delinquents will be officially made known 
Monday. It is said that 250 of the corporations 
are local, and that steps have already been taken 
to push the prosecution if they continue bnsi- 
ness. As the State cannot revoke the charters 
of foreign corporations they will be prosecuted 
in the criminal courts.

Fatal Fire in the St: Lawrenea! 
at Butte, Mont. 


FOUR MEN LOSE THEIR LIVES. 


A Dozen Others Are Seriously and 
Some Fatally Injured. 


DARING DEEDS OF TRE RESCUERS, 


Several Men Still Imprisoned in the Depths: 
of the Burning Mins. 


HOW THE FIRE WAS ‘DISCOVERED. 


Botte, Mont., Nov. 23.—)Special.]—Four 
men lost their lives in the St. Lawrence mine 
at 7 o’clock this morning, and it is feared 
seven others wh? are missing are also 
dead. The fire -was reported to be 
on the 500-foot level. The mine 
is connected at each level with the Anaconda 
mine and smoke in dense volumes aragsé, 
driving through from the St. Lawrence mine 
to the 700-foot level of the Anuconda and 
arising from the mouth of the Anaconda. 
Parties were sent down to endeavor to 
quench the flames, but the smoke became so 
dense and stifling that this became more 
difficult every minute. 

It soon became rumored that miners were 
down in the mines, and their comrades with 
frightened faces called name after name to 
tind out who was missing. Ropes were 
called for and cages were filled with volun- 
teers, who began the rapid descent, but in @ 
minute tne signal to return was given, and 


they reached the surtace once more almost. 


unconscious from stifling smoke. A half 
dozen more attempts were made, which were 
unsuccessful. 
ATTEMPTING A RESCUE. 
At last a party provided with sponges. 
started on the terrible descent, after a last 
good-by to their comrades. This party 


reached the 800 foot level where the miners - 


had been left. Four of them were dragged 
to the cage, but before the fifth could be 

out the rescuers were nearly stifled and 
signal to ascend was given. 

It was a terrible ascent. The men were so 

suffocated with smoke agd exhausted that 
they were powerless to assist euch otber,and 
could scarcely retain their seats, 
Page, known as tne champion hammer driver 
of Montana, oneof the rescued party, lost his 
head and fell to the bottom of the shaft, 
1,000 feet below the surface. 

At the 300-foot level Tim Kelleher, brake- 
mgn, fellover and followed Page to the bottom, 
Parts of his mangled remains were found 
sticking to the cage when it reached the 
surface. Kelleher had four times made the 
descent endeavoring to rescue iis comrades. 
Nearly all of the party that reached 
the surface were unconscious. John Lyons, 
fifteen feet from tne surface, toppled over 
but was grabbed by some one. His head 
was terribly smashed and his left leg broken

PROF. VAN TASSELL EATEN BY SHARES. 


The American Aeronaut Loses His Life in 
the Harbor of Honoluln, 

San Franorsco, Cal., Nov. 23.—[Special.|— 
The Oceanic steamer arrivea today, bringing 
news of the fate of aeronaut Van Tassell, 
who was eaten by sharks as he descended in- 
to Honolulu Bay Oct. 161n a parachute. The 
occasion was the King’s birthday, and the 
celebration was made more aitractive by a 
palicon ascension. He ascended from the 
center of the town, and it looked when he 
arose that he would be carried inland. When 
the baiioon arosea few hundred feet a breeze 
took it seaward. Van Tasseil was begged to 
take a life belt with him, but laughingly de- 
clined. The story of the disaster is thus 
graphically told by the purser of the steam- 
er, Which was just leaving the harbor: 

“he balloon rose steadily to the height of 
1,000 feet and then began to drift seaward. 
When we saw it it must have been fuliy two 
miles from shore and drifting oceanward 
rapidly. Everybody in the ship was on deck 
Watching the balioon. Suddenly, as we 
watched through giasses, Van Tassel! was 
seen to get into the parachute, ana the next 
instant he was descending rapidly toward the 
water. We saw him strike the water, and 
all was over. The bailoon sailed on for a 
time, and then it alsosank gradually into the 
water. Van Tasseli must have allowed the 
gas to escape before making the descent. 

“When the Captain saw Van Tassell must 
fall into the bay a boat was manned and put 
off in the direction the parachute was tak- 
ing. The bay swarms with sharks, and not 
even the natives can be induced to venture 
out even when armed with knives. The aero- 
naut’s brother aiso put out from shore with a 
strong crew. The steamer’s boat reached the 
spot where Van Tassell struck the water. 
Nothing vould be seen of man or parachute, 
but around the place where..the bubbies 
showed the rachute had descended were 
swimming half a dozen huge white man-eat- 
ing sharks. These monsters had eyidently 
seized tne unfortunate man the instant he 
struck the water, for he was a daring and 
powerful swimmer, and could easily have 
maintainea himself above water until help 
came. The sharks were so greedy for more 
blood that they folloWed the boat ali the way 
back to the steamer. Search was kept up 
for several hours, but not a scrap of his 
clothing was found. Every one familiar 
with the bay declared he must have been de- 
youred before he could swim a stroke.”’ 

Van Tasseli had made many ascensions, 
and on one occasion descended into the 
ocean near the Cliff House and swam about 
tih he was picked up. He was skiliful in 
handling a balloon and parachute.

The London vcorrespoadent chartered 
wspecial tug, Which met the Augusta Vic- 
toria as soon as she came to anchor, and took 
Miss Bly on board.

she was spinning over the rails to London, 
She arrived there soon after 5 in a dense 
fog. Miss Biy, though much fatigued, 
was driven at once to the residence of the 
eGond Secretary of the United States Lega- 
tion, Mr. McCormick, where she obtained a 
passport. She had time afterwards to get 
a hurried breakfast at the Charing Cross 
Hotel, and then boarded the Tidal train via 
Folkestine and Bologne, then for Amiens, 
where she met Jules Verne, the famous nov- 
elist, and author of “Round the World in 
Eighty Days.”

Rome Is Bankrupt. 

Rome is just now passing through a crisis, 
which uniess the Government comes to her 
aid may prove disastrous. A few years ago 
a laudable desire to emuiate Cesar Au- 
gustus in buliding @ new and more mag- 
nificent Rome took possession of the city 
sediles who, without sufficiently counting 
tne cost, laid out miles of streets and squares 
ot splendid palaces and editices for which 
whole districts of the modern but un- 
saiubrious habitations had to be bought 
up and cleared away. The Ghetto, 
though not among the unhealthy list, was 
thus entirely swept away, and six new 
bridges also were begun. Only one of 
the latter, Ponte uribaldi, bas been 
finished. To prosecute these immense 
works thousands of masons, bricklay- 
ers, painters, and carpentérs were induced 
to go to Rome, and all went on merrily till 
the funds began to lack. Thenone by one 
the different works came to @ standstill, 
workmen were thrown out of employ- 
ment, and discontent set in which 
culminated in the disorder and _ riots 
of RPeb. 8 last. The authorities, roused 
to do something, arrested a number whom 
they designated ringieaders, and who, by the 
way, have not yet peea brougbt to trial. 
Owners were sent by the Government to their 
homes in various parts of the kingdom 
with instructions not to return 
to Rome, unless they should first be appoint- 
ed‘to work here, under penaity of imprison- 
ment. Another large loan was contracted, 
and several of the interrupted works were 
recommenced. Thus discontent was stified 
for a time, but the yeeros | fact now comes 
to light that the municipio has thrown 
its last stake, that itis utterly impossible to 
go on without pecuniary help from the Goy- 
ernment, and that such help niust be given at 
once. before winter sets in. The 
King has ordered a commission. of 
inquiry into this : state of affairs, 
Doubtiess some way out of the difficulty 
wili be arrived at but the Government is not 
overburdened with money. While the misery 
and distress prevailing all over Italy do not 
warrant an increased taxation, what is to 
be done nobody seems to know, but as the 
Chamber opens next week some light may be 
throwno'ou the subject.

The reali gist of all this liberal 
agitation, which is so grievously shocking the 
conservative nerves of the Kingdom, is 
simply, for ‘ne most part, the relieving of 
the imperial Parliament of an overwhelming 
mass of petty details, and relegating them to 
local bodies which resemble, in their scope 
and power, the municipal Governments of 
the United States, The whole business is an 
advance in the direction already established 
by a constitutional monarchy and an adop 
tion of republicao principles of government 
by the people. So reasonable and certain 
are neariy all the reforms  inciuded 
in the great Liberal program that the Con- 
servatives themselves ure convinced that the 
changes suggested are sure to come and that 


there is no sense inattempting to sweep back 


the ocean of human progress with the broom 
of petty Balfour devices. Their only care 
now 1s to keep up their false show of power 
as long as possible, and to put off the certain 
overthrow of their party.

The result of this vonduct 1s that some of 
the new schools are already in a ruinous con- 
dition and are built in so cheap & manner 
as to be positively dangerous, One con- 
tractor who drew £358,000 used half burned 
bricks and powder mortur.

At the 
first sound he had raised his head from the 
table, and his eyes seemed glued to the door 
through which the music came. As it pro- 
ceeded he rose and tosered toward it, 
but just as he entered the room the 
music stopped. Ail eyes turned .on 
the tramp, who was making straight 
for the piano, which he reached a mo- 
ment later. Lightly running his dirty fingers 
over the keys suddenly he began to play 
Mendelssohn’s “Wedding March.” For 
nearly half an nour the tramp sat thus, play- 
ing nothing but the choicest classical music, 
with a touch and execution that were a 
marvel. ‘The listeners sat astonished and in 
silence that was not broken until the tramp, 
rising from the piano, took up his hat and 
going through the barroom to the door disap- 
pearec down the muddy road. 


The Day Express at Johnstown. 
Recurring to the day express, Mr. Murtha 
toid an interesting and hitherto unpublished 
fact. The railroad officials were at first loath to 
admit that any passengers were lost from ‘the 
trains which were caught when the flood came 


down the valiey. William Henry Smith, man- 


ager of che Associated Press, had a wart con- 
troversy with these officials avout this and about 
the conduct ofthe truinmen. He insisted that 
there was gross negiect of duty, and when the 
truth was known it would appeur there has been 
loss of life.’ After afew Cays the railroad offi- 
cialis admitted that twoor toree passengers on 
the day express had perished. Later they 
conceded'a possible loss of six or eight. Mr. 
Murtha bas at this writing alist of thirty-three 
passengers who were swept down with the day 
train and were drowned. The listis nearly half 
as longas that of Chatsworth. it Makés tho 
inguifing ot the day express one of the most 
notable disasters in railroad history. The thirty- 
third name was added to the list within a week. 
There may be further additions. Mr Smith 
was on one of the truins and wrote of what he 
saw. He censured the action of the trainmen in 
failing to give warning and in abandoning trav- 
elers to their fate. But at the time he criticised 
nobody imagined that thirty-three people shut 
up in the coaches had been overwhelmed and 
carried down. This growing list of passengers, 
kept by Mr. Murtha, is one of the saddest side 
features of the awfu! calamitv. It is a feature 
which has developed only as body after bady 
has been unearthed and identified. The bodies 
of these travelers were not found in one locality. 
They were scattered all of the way from East 
Conemaugh to the stone bridge below Johustown. 
If thirty-three, passengers are known to have 
perished, as shown by Mr. Murtha's list of names 
and addresses, who cun say that the actual loss 
of life may not have been fifty or more? A hor- 
rible mystery surrounds this feature.—/ohnstown 
Letier, .

EX-COMMISSIONER DAN WREN’S TERM 
IN THE PENITENTIARY EXPIRES. 


He Empties His Pockets Among Bis Con- 
vict Friends and Makes Ali Speed for 
Chicago—He Is the Same Old Dan, and 
Talks Entertainingly About Prison Life 
and Reforms Which He Would Suggest 
—His Jail Experiences—He Fools a 
Crowd, 


t 8o’clock yesterday afternoon No. 8,665 
quit work in the stables of the Joliet Peni- 
tentiary, and a few minutes later'waiked 


into the Warden's office attired in a dark cut- 


away suit, a black Derby hat, and with an 
overcoat over his arm. He was looking well, 
although not so stout as when he was known 
as Dan Wren. 

‘*Well, Dan, are you ready?’ asked Chief 
Clerk Mueller. 

“T’ve been ready for over twenty-one 
months,’’ repliea Wren sententiously, 

** Whatdo you think of the prison?’ he was 
asixed. . 

*I think it is the greatest temperance in- 
stitution on earth,’’ he responded. 

“‘ and the prisoners?’’ . 

“As acilassithink they will compare fa- 
vorably with the Chicago Board of Trade.” 

Then he made his way inside the railings 
to sign the vouchers fer the money he had 
received. He got $1.10 for a ticket to Chi- 
cago. $10 allowed by the State, $22.85 of his 
own money, and $10 allowed ‘him for a suit 
of clothes. He had had the outfit in which 
he made his exit from the prison made for 
him by atailor in Joliet, instead of taking 
the suit that ine State furnishes. 

“And I guess it was a good thing, too,” 
said Clerk Wetmore, “‘for I don’t, believe 
there is a suit here that would fit him. Did 
you know that when he came here there 
wasn’t a prison suit in stock that he could 
geton? Well, it’s a fact. His clothes and 
his shoes had to be made for him speciaily. 
And he couldn’t get into one of the regular 
cells either. We had to fit up oneof the 
large solitary confinement ceils for him. 
No, the story that we had to give him a box 
stall is not true.” | 

Wren counted his money and thén laid a 
$5 gold piece on the desk. 

* That’s for the barver.”’ he said. ** And 
here is $10 for that darky with a crazy wife. 
The next hereis for the men who worked 
with me in the stables. fubscribe for papers 
for them all.”’ 

** You won’t née any money left, Dan,” 
suggested some one. | 

**Money be hanged!’ exclaimed | Dan, as 
he tucked a $ bill away in his vest pocket, 
which bill, by the way, he afterwards gave 
toa life convict. “I’ve got enough to get 
back to Chicago, and 1 guess I won’t suffer 
tnere.’’ 

DAN TALKS. 

Then he twisted his head around nervously 
for a moment aad tried to make his collar set 
better. He said he felt like a country boy in 
his Sunday clothes. He was next given tis 
restoration papers, which show his good be- 
havior, and on which it is customary for the 
Governor to restore a convict to citizenship. 
Then he announced that he was ready to 
talk. 

‘* What are your plans®”’ he was asked. 

To get to Chicago as soon as possibie. | 
wish I could go by telegraph.” 

“Will you go into politics again?” 

‘“‘Well, I never was an officeseeker. I'd 
be pretty well satisfied nowif I had never 
gotten the only offive I everdid get. But, 
now and then, if certain heads bob up, I may 
hit at them. My first work, though, will be 
to look after my business interests. My wife 
has done all she could, but this sojourn here 
has cost me a great deal more than one would 
suppose.”’ 

‘How was your treatment in prison?” 

‘‘T have no fault to find with it. I was uni- 
formly well treated, and the institution is 
well managed. But 1 think there are re- 
forms that could be made to ada- 
vantage. I think there are people there who 
should be free, and 1 think if there was a 
board of honest, upright mento investigate 
many would be pardoned. Some of the sen 
tences are beyond reason. Take that darky 
that I left $10 for. His wife is insane; she 
is at Jacksonville now. She used fo do dress- 
making and was a sort of kleptomaniac. She 
would steal dresses and cloth from bouses 
where she worked. She was caught and 
some of the property was found in the house, 
Her busband was indicted tor larceny, re- 


ceiving stolen property, etc,, and 
how long a sentence do you 
suppose he got? Twenty-two years. He had 


no meney to make a defense, and some law- 
ver was appointed to defera him. The 

arden admits that the sentence is unjust 
and Gov. Fifer promised to look into the 
matter. But the man is still there. I mean 
to see if I can’t do something for him now. 
V’li tell you another thing about him. An 
insane Man gotacouple of knives one day 
and barricaded himself in his celi. No one 
dared goin until this darky was sent for. 
At the risk of his life he dashed in, threw a 
blanket over the man and disarmed him. He 
is used now in subduing refractory prisoners 
in the solitary confinement celis. — 

THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 

“The paroie system I think would do lots 
of good. Of course itis degrading to have 
to constantly report to the police and give an 
account of yourself, but the man who in- 
tends to lead an honest life is willing to do it. 
It is your babitual criminal who objects to it. 
I’ve had a good opportunity to stuav upon 
this matter, and [’li tell you it is the habitual 
criminal who objects to tbe parole system. 
Ili give you an illustration of that: There 
is a young fellow here named‘ Ed Zick, who 
is in for life tor. killing a Man in a 
fight. Outside of that he is not 
a criminal in any sense of the word. .He has 
been here about eight years, and now he 
drives the horses outside of the institution. 
He goes and comes'constantly. He has gone 
as far as fifteen miles from here in citizen’s 
clothing and come back. He frequently 
drives to Joliet. Now, aoes any one mean to 
say that this man is nota good subject for 
parole, Heis trustworthy to the last de- 
gree, and I'll give hima job any time if he 
is pardoned. There are lots iike him.” 

Zick was met by a TRIBUNE reporter af 
least a half a mile from the penitentiary un- 
atte nded. 

“SHYSTER LAWYERS.” 

“How about your trial?” was asked. 

*“*(, that’s too big a subject to go into in 
detail, It was a mock trial, like the Anarch- 
ist trial, tae Mackin trial, and the present 
Cronin trial. We weren’t triei by the law; 
we were tried by the newspapers and found 
guilty by them. Maybe I’li have something 
to say about it later, but not now. We were 
convicted for trying to make the rich men 
nay their taxes. That’s why the Citizens’ 
Associauon put up so much money. 

‘**T tell you one can get more justice by flip- 
p'ng a penny to aecide whether he will go 
free or not than he can in the courts. As I 
understand it, the State’s Attorney’s duty is 
to stand between the accuser and 
the accused; to protect the innocent as well 
as to convict the guilty. But does (he do it? 
Does he not rather go to work to con- 
vict the accused at any cost. And ifa 
man hasn’t money heis almost sure to go 
down, Some shyster lawyer is given tne 
case by the court and after he bas gotten the 
man’s jackknife, or whatever else he has, he 
tells him to plead guilty and deserts him. I 
saw in the Cook County jail when Iwas 
there one of these shysters take & turkey 
that had been sent toa man as a fee for de- 
fending him. I know of another case 
whiie 1 was there where a man gave up his 
last cent to a shyster who advised him to 
piead guilty. A couple of detectives were to 
appear against him, and they hadn't a part- 
cle of evidenee. The man got two years and 
the detectives were so tickled that they 
boasted of it. We managed to get the facts 
before Judge Baker and the man was dis- 
charged. Vill give you another: Two men 
were tried for acrime and one got myvo and 
the other six years. There was ‘ho evi- 
dence against. the latter, but he had 
no money. We _ too up @  suUb- 
scription for him, ired a § ijawyer. 
got a new trial, and he was acquitted. Thav’s 
one thing I noticed particularly in the pen. 
lf the idea gets around that a man js unjust- 
ly convicted aud has a chance for his lib- 
erty, every ope who has anything will sub- 
scribe to see him through. But the sbysters! 
They ought to be hung! I could tell youa 
lot more about themif I had time. They'll 
take the gold filling from a man’s teeth and 
then teil him to plead guilty.” |

But I beheve that i Washington 
himself could speak he would tell us that he 
would not have been Washington without 
her. Suppose she was not as clever as Mrs. 
Adams or as charming a8 Mrs. Madison, was 


she not strength and support to George 
Washington—his comfort and consoiation? 
“She was nothing but am heiress and a 
housekeeper,” sneer these scornful bistori- 
ans. Butshe was more than these to Wasb- 
ington, for it is evident in ali bis letters that 
he leaned upon her. Think what a woman 
she must have been who cou:d counsel and 
console if not command the greatest English- 
man of modern days. 

When the life of Martha Washington is 
written as it sould be it will be shown that 
she is even better entitied to a monument 
than is Mary Washington. How rarely it is 
that the great man’s wile gets any credit for 
her contributions to his success, even when 
the man himseif is not ungrateful—uniess, 
indeed, it be to his social success simply that 
she contributes. And yet how Many public 
men, not to say great men, of our time have 
been made powerful and famous by their 
wives—usually by silent services, which went 
all unrecognized by the world. ‘here are 
exceptions, ot course. We all know what 
Mrs, Hayes, Mrs. Garfield, and Mrs. Logan 
did for their husbands—with sympathy, with 
coursel, with knowledge, by hard work at 
great personal sacrifice. We recognize ine 
Tact that without the help w&jch iney gave 
their husbands would not havé been the men 
they were. We know that just as certainly 
as the men who voted for them Mrs. Hayes 
and Mrs. Garfield put their husbands in ihe 
White House; and we know, too t if Gen. 
Logan had lived his wile wopid have had 
him President by this time. 

But now many people know what Mrs. Ar- 
thur did for ber husband, or what Mrs. Car- 
lisie has done for her husband, or Mrs. Kan- 
dail for hers? Mrs. Cox, | was glad to see, 
was given just praise in all the euiogies on 
her husband for ber care and counsel, with- 
out which he would bave failed and fallen 
long before, but this was 80 unusual as to 
excite especial remark. For one instance like 
this, where even tardy justice is done, there 
are a hundred cases where no one, outside of 
a little circle of familiar friends, has ever 
said a word in recognition of the’ part which 
women take so heroically in the government 
of the nation. Uniess a woman is in “soci- 


ety,” and in evidence all the time there, she: 


is set down as *“‘domestic,’’ and therefore to 
oe comparatively ignored, even though she 
be the propelier and tme rudder or her 
husband the statesman. Asarule :t is safe 
to say every public man ot prominence owes 
his position’ largely, perhaps chiefly, to his 
wife. There are exceptions, of course, waich 
will occur to every one, but nevertheless this 
is the rule. Bright, studious, well-informed, 
they notonly perform all their own duties, 
but often their husbends’ as well. They can 
supervise correspondence; they can collect 
authorities and information; they can draft, 
correct, or revise a speech. But even when 
their ministry is of a purely “domestic ”’ 
character its influence ig simply incalculable. 

Here in Washington, where it is 80 easy to 
go behind the scenes, and even into the 
green-room of the great theater of Govern- 
ment, we know more than we can tell with- 
out viciating courtesy about the value of 
wives to husbands. but it is not indelicate 
to just enumerate some of the examples most 
commonly exhibited in proof of ali I bave 
said and many have thought about the 
power of wives in pubhe life. Judge Jere 
Biack immortalized his wife in his letters, 
and Judge Thurman has made his wife 
famous in his speeches and interviews. But 
tneir debt was no greater than that of otner 
men. Sherman, Allison, Ingalis, Morrill, 
Frye, Vance, Morgan, Cockre)]l, and Brown 
in the Senate, to take the names which 
come first to mind, are all in the same 
blessed indebtedness. So are Reed and Can- 
non and Burrows, Mills and W. C. P. Breck- 
inridge and Springer in the House to take 
aguin the top@ost names. Few people would 
think of the wives of any of these men as in- 
dispensabie.in cheir public life, for they are 
ait noted for their self-reliant courage. 
When one of them is inthe full tide of a 
splendid speech or riding triumphant in a 
stormy debate he seems absolutely inde- 
pendent and self-sufficient. But overtherein 
the reserved gallery sits a quiet little woman 
to whom that success was predicted by the 
painful preparations which she helped to 
make—and itisto her and for her he is 
speaking, men and brethren, flattered though 
he be by your appearance ip the crowded 
galleries. One silent look from her after it is 
all over is worth more to him than all your 
vociferous applause. 


ONE OF THE FIGHTING MWCOOKS, 


How He Reprimanded s Bumptious and 
Insulting Wagonmaxter,. 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press: Bob McCook, a 
Cincinnati lawyer, and a brother in the cel- 
ebrated McCook family of fighters, went 
into the war as Colonel of the Ninth Ohio, 
an exclusively German-American regiment 
organized in Cincinnati, and subsequently 
brigaded with the Second Minnesota and the 
Eighteenth regulars, the latter then made 
up of three battaliens of 800 men each. For 
exceptional bravery at Miil Spring Col. 
Bob was made a full Brigaaier, and 
if ever an officer was the idol of the 
soldiers serving under him that man was 
McCook. He hada hearty dislike for the 
fuss and feathers of official rank, ana when 
in active service séldom or never wore any 
insignia to distinguish him from the common 
soldier. He was content if his own men 
knew him by face and figure, and every one 
of them dia know him, But an uniucky 
wagoumaster in charge of a brigade train 
(not McCook’s) came to grief through failing 
to know him. It wason the way west from 
Nashville to Pittsburg Landing, in March, 
1862, when towards evening a wagon- 
train had biocked up the ford of a 
small stream in Western Tennessee, and the 
tired infantry were prevented from cross- 
ing excéptin the deeper water above and 
below. A bumptious Hoosier was in charge 
of the train, und under his orders the fora 
was filled with six-mule teams, stopping to 
drink as they crossed. News of the ob- 
struction was conveyed to McCook, who put 
spurg to his horse, and dashing to the side of 
the mounted wagonmaster in the middle of 
the stream, ordered him to move his train 
forward, and get out of the way. Not rec- 
agnizing any mark of rank upon the rather 
rough-looking party who accosted him, 
the .wagonmaster returned ai defiant 
and insulting answer. He would move 
when be got ready with some 
hard and bad words plentifully sprinkled in. 
Without rurther parley McCook planted two 
lightning blows with his fist just where they 
did the most good, and ina twinkling had 
unhorsed the Captain of the mule team and 
flung him into*the creek. 

** Now, sir, mount your horse and move out 
those wagons,’’ was the General’s order. 

Sheepishiy and reluctantly the man com- 
plied, and, after having directed the tears 
to proceed, he turned and said: 

‘Who in h—ll are you, anyhow?” 

McCook vouchsafed no reply, but a chipper 
Corporal of the Second Minnesota sung out 
from the bank: 

“Two black eyes and a ducking—compili- 
ments of Gen. Bob McCook: that’s who!”’ 

That ended it. No court martial, no charges, 
no censure for the insolence of that wagon- 
master; but he lived to feel honored at nav- 
ing been “done up” by such a soldier, and 
doubtless mourned as grievously as many 
thousands did when, a few months later, 
near sony Springs, Migs., the brave McCook, 
sick, disabled, and riding in an ambulance, 
was murdered in cold blood by a party of 
rebel guerrillas.

The Actual Loss of life Still Unknown— 
The Great Cemetery of Grand View. 


Johnstown Letter in the St. Louis Globe ; 


!: Not since war times has a burial 
place been so suddenly and so rapidly popu- 
lated as that of Grand View. Turn your 
back to the valley and you look upon a land- 
scape of which the most stmking feature is 
the collection of new-made graves. The 
brown mounds are so thick they cannot be 
counted. At your feet they begin. Up the 
slope to the left they appear in circles, and 


squares, and triangiess In front they 
are in scattered groups all the way 
to the highest elevation. On the left 


they are thicker than anywhere else 
save in the “unknown” plot. In: the pri- 
vate lots the victims are buried by twos and 
threes and fours ana whole families. Each 
grave is distinct. But in the “unknown ” 
plot the dead are piaced side by side in 
trenches, witha little space between. The 
plot is a segment of a circle at the widest 
portion, where it fronts on a broad drive, and 
on the sides is bounded by radi: of the cir- 
cle, The trenches are curved to conform to 
the outline. Itis the intenuon of the com- 
mission to place a marble stone at the head 
of each person buried in the plot, and this 
number will correspond to that kept in the 
record of the unidentified. In time the 
*“unknown”’ pilot wiil look like a soldiers’ 
lot. _At present it presents an \ un- 
Sightiy spectacie. Graat beans of diay 
are scattered about. meof the trenches 
are but haif filled. t worst of allis the 
sight of haif a hundred coffins upon the grasa\ 
at one side, 
Some are dirty. They are of all sizes, colors, 
and finish. They recall the week following 
the flood, when the surplus stocks of Pitts- 
burg undertakers were hastily got together 
and shipped to Johnstown by the car-ioad. 
In the removalof the bodies now going on 
the frail boxes go to pieces occasionaily, not- 
withstanding careful handing. Relatives 
when they identify friends generally desire 
to provide better tenements for them. lu 
various Ways the collection of coffins on the 
sward beside the “unknown” plot in- 
creases. 

But all of the ghostliness does not keep 
people away from Grand View. Sunday, 
particulariy, the footpath and the roadwa 
to the top of the mountain are well traveie 
Some lot owners have already found time to 
improve their places. The flood epitapis are 
beginning to appear upon the biue granite 
monuments. One of the most imposing yet 
erected is that to the Roberts family. It 
siippiy records the names of father, mother, 
and son, with the ages. “Died May 31, 
1589,” 1s: tue only connection with the disas- 
ter. Upon the monument to the Evans fam- 
ily is carved, ** Victims of the Flood.’ Be- 
low are the names of Mrs. Evans and her 
four children, The most remarkable of all 
references to the flood is the inscription put 
upon the temporary monument of the Swank 
family. Itis tne expression of the father’s 
feeling. A large settee is placed in the lot 
for the use of any one who wishes to sit 
down. Upon the settee in large white let- 
ters is painted * Welcome.”’ The inscription 
which teils, with awful emphasis, the story 
of the five new graves is this: 

“Family of N. J. Swank, wife and four 
children, drowned by the South Fork Fish- 
ing and Hunting Club May 31, 1889.” 

The wife was only 82 years old. The chil- 
dren were Maud, Susy, Edna. and Sammy, 
10, 8, 2, and 5, respectively. Mr. Swank has 
laid the foundation masonry for a permanent 
monument. Whether he will see fit to change 
the inscription which bis grief first sug- 
gested remaips to be seen. 

Nobody can tell what was the loss of life in 
the Conemaugh Valiey. Six months have 
gone. Estimates of the mortality are as 
widely varied and as indetinite as they were 
six days after the dam burst. One man says 
3,000. The next one guesses 9,000. Strange 
to tell, those who have had mostto do with 
the search and the burial differ greatly in 
their opinions of the number of ies yet 
undiscovered. Mr. James Murtha says: 

** The list of the lost will stay under 2,300. 
I know that is much less than is generaily 
supposed. Many will question its accuracy. 
But here are my reasons.”’ 

Mr. Murtha confidently placed bis hand on 
a mass of papers. He, more than any one 
else, has had charge of the morgue reports, 
the correspondence in regard to the missing, 
the records of the search for bodies, the 
identifications. In a ward, Mr. Murtha’s !a- 
bors and position especially qualify him to 
estimate the loss. His figures are official. 

**Here,”’ be continued, “are the reports 
from all of the morgues where the Cone- 
maugh dead were cared for. They show the 
bodies recovered about here and also those 
at various points down the vailey. They are 
as compiete as we have been able to make 
them. I krow it will surprise the public, 
but the fact is the totai number of dead as 
shown by these morgue reports falls a littie 
below 1,700. This meludes all bodies found 
to this date. Of the 1,700 there were identi- 
fied 1,200, Jeaving 500 who were buried as un- 
known,”’ 

“* But how are you able to fix 2,300 as the 
limit of the mortality?’ Mr. Murtha was 
asked. 

‘| willshow you,” he said, “ besides the 
list of the identified Ihave been making a 
list of the missing. This latter lst hasun- 
dergone many changes, It is based partly 
upon a complete canvass made of the whole 
flooded district. Thousands of letters have 
been receivea asking information about per- 
sons supposed to have been lost. These have 
all been used in perfecting the lists. nen 
there have been countless visits to this office 
by friends of tue lost. In every way pos- 
sible the names have been verified. As 
often as bodies have been found and identi- 
fications have occurred the lists have been 
corrected. And now l1 do not believe that 
any one can mention the name of a person 
iost that I haven’t got on either the list of 
ideatitied bodies or the list of missing. [| 
have 1,200 names of identified dead. I have 
600 names of persons Known to have been 
lost but not accovated for in the former list. 
Finally, I have 500 buried by numoers, be- 
cause they were not identified. Now, put 
the identified dead, the known miss:ag, and 
the udbknown together, ana you have just 
2.300. But identifications are taking piace 


frequently. The list of unknowns is 
being decreased by these _  identifica- 
tions, but in every case recently of 
the identification of a hitherto un- 


known body it has turned out that the per- 
sun was already enrolied among the known 
missing. So in the recent recoveries of 
bodies from the ruins, The total was not in- 
creased because identification, where possi- 
ble, snowed Uthat the person nad already been 
enroiled among the known missing.” 

Mr. Murtha Oas been engaged so long and 
so earnestiy with these ghastly statistics that 
he has become intensely interested in them. 
He has made a study of the loss of life in the 
valley, He talks with an enthusiasm which 
gives astranger the coid shudders. Every 
aiscovery which increases the evidence of 
the accuracy of the lists affords him great 
satisfaction. 

** There is another thing,’’ said he, “ which 
goes to snow the limit will not exceed 2,300. 
Bodies are being discovered and identified 
nearly every day. Butfor six weeks | have 
had to add only one new name to my lists. 
That was the passenger on the day express 
whose ooay was found a couple of days ago. 
All the others hag been recorded and came 
within the possible 2,300.”’

NATURAL GAS PROBLEMS, 


RUMORS TO THE EFFECT THAT CHI 


CAGO MAY NOT HAVE THE FLUID. 


The Projectors of the Scheme Said to Be 


Dismayed at the Vast Difficulties Beset<' 


ting the Undertaking of Establishing a 
Pipe Line to This City—Questions as to 
How the Money Would Be Raised—The 
Trust Afraid of a Competitor. 


Is Chicago to have natural ges? 
According to a story current yesterday 


\there is a hitch in the movements of the 


company which has announced its intention 
of piping the fluid to this city. The report 
was to the effect that the difficulties in the 
way of the undertaking were so enormous 
a have brought negotiations to a stand- 
sti 

One of the questions being asked is: Can 
the fluid be driven from the point of produc- 
tion—more than 100 miles distance—to Chi- 
cago? 

Another is: Can the supply be relied on 
re igs long enough to pay for the undertak- 

g 

And even if the gas could be piped to this 
point what guarantee 1s there that the cost 
would not be so great as to preciude compe- 
tition with any profess of making cheap gas 
which may be perfected. 

Is it worth while spending millions to get 
answers to these questions! And if it 1s,

MR. ELKINS” VISIT TO CHICAGO. , 

The story stated that William L. Elkins 
and a party of Philadelphia capitalists, who 
have been in town several days arranging 
the details of the natural gas company, had 
puton their thinking caps at these ques 
tions. 

And since the publication of experts’ ana 
manufacturers’ reports to the effect that the 
natural gas supply was failing in the neigh- 
borhood of Pittsburg, and particularly since 
the dispatch was published announcing the. 
sudden giving out of a well that had been 
supplying a town in Indiana, Mr. Elkifs and 
bis friends have pulled the caps down and 
are thinking harder without having thought 
out the best course to pursue, so the rumor 
goes. 

Mr. Elkins could not be unearthed yester- 
day, nor were any of the principal Gas Trust 
people to be found. But an “insider” m the 
Gas Trust said these rumors were without 
foundation. 

“Chicago will have natural gas,”’ said this 
knowing one, “and that within six months. 
The men who are at the head of the project 
have considered every stage of the under 
taking and are satisfied they will be justified 
i® going ahead. There is some delay now, 
but it arises from a slight difference of opin- 
ion as to whether ‘the natural gas company 
shall be an independent organization or sim- 
ply a factor in the Gas Trust. This will be 
settled in a fewdays and the announcement 
made to tife public.” 

ARE THE HOLDERS DISSATISFIED? 

“How about the rumor that the big hoid- 
ersof Gas Trust stock are disgusted and 
would like to seil out?” 

‘*] don’t believe they want tosell out. It’s 
no secret that the Gas Trust. has been @ 
worry to its largest stockholders, particuilar- 
ly those in the East. These latter have had 
other big interests in Chicago which have 
been profitable. But the trust has annoyed 
them. it has been mismanaged, been made 
unpopular with the press and public, involved 
in litigation, hurt by recent.court decisions, 
and attacked incessantly by the Wall street 
bears. The banks—most of them—won’t 
touch the stock as collateral, but notwith- 
standing all this tne big holders still think 
they have a good thing, or say so any way.” 

In another quarter it was hinted that Mr. 
Elkins’ visit t© this city bad reference to find- 
ing out something about the new Mutual Gas 
company of Hyde Park. Brokers were ac- 
tive several days inquiring into the affairs of 
ae company and endeavoring to learn its 
policy. 

The Mutual Gas company is composed of 
Chicagoans, and a nu of leading citizens 
are among the stockholders. The latter say 
the company was formed for the purpose of 
supplying Hyde Park with gas manufactured 
by its new process. It has about twelve 
miles of mains laid and has thirteen more 
ready to lay. 

THE TRUST ALARMED, 

The company’s officers say the action of 
the City Council a week ago in referring the 
company’s application for a franchise in 
Hyde Park to the City Attorney with in- 
structions to draft an ordinunce making 
cheap rates for gas for the entire city was a 
surprise tothem. They only wished to sup 
piy Hyde Park, they say; they did not wish 
to comé down-town aad fight the trust; they 
could not afford to unless they increased 
their capital of $300,000 ten or twenty times.

The Repubifean Campaign Committee had 
an important meeting yesterday. The Dem- 
ocrats in the “gang” wards have been 
boasting that however the vote May go they 
would be able to elect their five candidates 
for Commissioners, inasmuch as they had 
tire election machinery under their control. 
They affected to believe that non-registered 
voters could pass in their ballots on affi- 
davits. Mie McDonala’s talk at the Weber 
Hall meeting Friday night gave color to 
those assertions, and the campaigu commit- 
tee deemed it advisable to present a series of 
Election Commissioners 
which will clear up all doubts abdut the mat- 
ter. Most of those questions, however, the 
Election Commissioners have anticipated. 

No person who was notea registered voter 
Oct. 15 can vote. This is absolute. | 

No person who has not lived in his present pre- 
cinct thirty days, even though registered, can 
vote. This last rule applies to those who have 
moved out of the precinct in which jhey were 

tered on or before Oct. 15, and wh0 wiil not 
have a residence of thirty days ia the’precirct of 
nt residence. Thus, if a person registered 

ore the last election, aad who voted at that 
election, should move into a new precinct at any 
time between Nov. 13 and Dec. 12 he cannot 


vote, 

Persons who were registered in another pre- 
cinct on or before Oct. 15, and who have moved 
into another precinct, sf resident in that precinct 
for thirty days before Dec. 12 can vote on affi- 
davit. Such affidavit must be supported by a 
tered voter and householder of the precinet. 

This is the only exception to tne rule. 

Persons who have come of age since last elec- 
‘tion-day or who may have acquired citizenship 
‘gince thattime are debarred from voting, as 

well as all non-registered voters of every kind. 

-Under thgse rules the Democrats cannot 

ring in lodging-house votes. They cannot 
yote non-registered votes on ‘affidavits.

WILL BE MORE STRICT. 

+ The Election Commissioners propose to ex- 
ercise acloser supervision over the forth- 
coming primary election than they did at the 
last primary. ‘The tacts brought to light con- 
cerning the Tenth Ward primary indicate 
where precautions are to be taken. Instruc- 
tions will be sent to the judges during the 
week. These will inciude the following: 

In order to avoid crowding and disorderly con- 
duct at the polls, and also to prevent any undue 
interference with electors about to vote, it is

CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN, 


The Strange Scene Presented in the En- 
giish Church in Shiba. 

London Sunday Times; Before I went to 
Japan last November I heard in a country city 
of the Canadian backwoods echoes of the 
battle that was raging over seas about the 
missionury efforts of the Christian Church. 
I thought that I would inguire of the 
almond-eyed ones how it was with, them re- 
garding the salvation of their souis by our 
methoa. 

I would go, I thought, to the Church of En- 
gland in the district of Shiba that sunny 
Sunday morning,the fourth in Advent. Just 
where the Church of England was situated 
in the district of Shiba I didn’t know, but 
with my phrase book and a fairly intehHigent 
jinrikisha man I hoped to find it. . 

Through the narrow streets, we went 
merrily past great gardens and smali, where 
the palmetto fronds drooped over. and the 
mandarin orange trees were bright with their 
tiny fruit, past a limpid bit of the Emperor’s 
moat with a score of wild ducks splashing 
about in it, past a mile of tiny shops full of 
all quaintnesses that may be bought and 
sold—it was not a churchly precinct where I 
was mutely requested to alight. A row of 
red glass lanterns hung over te door; inside 
was a winding mass of color and small 
wares. I shook my head. “ aetien tero,”’ I 
reminded my willing biped. ** Hai !’’ he nod. 
ded. ‘* Concoba desuka.”’ 

My Japanese was sufficient to inform me 
that this meant “Bazaar, isn’tit?’’ and] 
blushed for my foreign reputation. I hope 
to find that blush, and the fact that I didn’t 
get out, down to my credit somewhere, some 


ay. 

The jinrixisha man then went into consul- 
tation with a policeman, from which he 
emerged with a beaming countenance, and 
we started off. At the end of every quarter 
ofamile he slackened, fell into meditation, 
and consulted another policeman, “ English 
tero!’’ I tried to assist, holding,up my prayer 
book. Suddenly the spire oc¢curred to me, 
and with my fingersI made the sign of the 
cross. Instantly he knew. ‘So desuka?’’— 
**so is it?’’—he said, with relief and satisfac- 
tion, and in a moment we were fiying 
through another street, to halt at a small 
frame building with no cross on it at all. 
‘* Yasso,”’ be said, nodding at it, and made 
the sign with his own fiagers. [ thought] 
would investigate in spite of the absence of 
pomp and circumstance episcopal, and 
though I had no idea of waoat a “yasso” 
might be, I ventured in. 

‘he room was full of people, all Japanese; 
andas I stood hesitating near the door a 
young girl slipped down ine¥gisie, bowed to 
me politely, and asked me in whispered En- 

lish to come toa seatin the front. When 

said that [ preferred to stay where 1 was 
she sat down beside and showed me in my 
prayer book what the minister was reading 
in Japanese. It was the chapter in which 
the Ephesians are asked of Paul, “Unto 
what, then, were ye baptized?” 

He was a tali, thin, sallow Japanese, in 
such plain black clothes as one sees Evangel- 
ists wear at home. He read slowly, dis. 
tinctiy, and with great expression, pausing 
now aud then and looking at his hearers in 
@ way which seemed to bid them contemplate 
what he had just said. Then he closed the 
book and began to talk—quietly, measuredly, 
and without gestures. The girl at my elbow 
leaned toward me. “ His subject is the Ho! 
Ghost,”’ she ssid. “Do you understand,” 
asked her,‘ about the Hoiy Ghost?’ “Yes,” 
she answered. 

And presentiy the preacher read the story 
of Saul of Tarsus. After which they ali sang 
with a willing voice a hymn I should have 
known ifit had not been in Japanese. . . , 

And for the moment I think I forgot about 
the curios and the concobas and all the 
national grotesqueries,and saw my jinrikiaha 
coolie and hisracein the form and stature 
of man. 

He was waiting for meas I came out with 
the congregation, mostof whom stopped in 
the entry to put on their wooden sandals, 
cbatting with one another, and bowing low 
as their custom is. : 

“Tero desuka!”’ he asked for the satis- 
faction of being right. And I said * Yes.” 

A door under a great tiied overhanging 
roof was open as’ we passed homeward, and 
in the damp, semi-darkness within I saw a 
Buddhistic prayer ascend. It was written 
on a bit of paper, the paper was cliewed into 
@ ball, the ball was thrown at the head ofa 
stone image Gat sat above an altar smiling 
an impossible smile. The prayer stuck, and 
the petitioner went away satisfied.

ATTRIBUTES IT TU SPECULATION, 


Charies H. Kingman Says Charlies C. Col- 
lina Involwed the House in Trouble. 
The other side of the Gray, Kingman & Collins 
dispute was related in across bill filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday by Charles H. King- 
man, who admitted the necessity of placing the 
firm's affairs in the hands of a receiver, claiming 
that this necessity arose from speculations of 
Charles ©. Oollins. Mr. Kingman says that 
when Collins purchassd the interegt of Franklin 
D. and Moses W. Gray there was a surplus of 
about $130,000, of which William A. Collins and 
he, the working partners, were each to receive a 
credit of $20.000 besides a salary of $5,000 a year 
each. Charles C. Collins was to pty off al) the 
liabilities, and did so with the exception 
of some #4,000. There was no. written 
agreement but merely a verbalone. Seme time 
afterward Collins, it is said, wished Kingman to 
sign an agreement which was different from that 
actually made, Collins admitting this when 
Kingman refused to sign, it is alleged. The 
cross bill alleges that Kingman and William A, 
Collins were never- credited with the $20,000 to 

which each was entitled. 

Rumors became current that Charles C. Col- 
lins was speculating on the Board of Trade. 
This burt the firm’s credit, which was still 
further injured by conflicting statements made 
by Charles C, Collins as to his financial standing. 

During Kingman’s absence in New York, he 
says, Charles C. Collins Was sued by Counselman 
& Day for a large sum lost i@ speculations. 
already greatly shaken credit of the house was 
stili further impaired, 

In consequence of this 1t was decided to»go out 
of the business. The collections were placed in 
Kingman’s hands, but, he says, Collins was so 
anxious to obtain money to satisfy his private 
obligations that be disposed of such assets as he 
could lay his hands on and converted the pro- 
ceeds to his own use. Kingman says Charies C. 
Colims sold the remaining stock and fixtures to 
William A. Collins and Charies W. Holden for 
much less than their real value, 

Oct. 23. 1889, Kingman says he was told by 
Charles Collins that the partnership had been 
dissolved. Collins, he said, seized all the assets 


accounts of the firm, which he says he will turn 
over to a receiver. 

The cross-bill asks that a receiver be appointed, 
and that Chariesa C, Collins bg restrained from 
making any further collections as, it is alleged, 
he is anxious to raise money to satisfy his pri- 
vate creditors, It asks that Holden and William 
A. Collins be ordered to render au accounting of 
the purchase of the remainder of the stock and 
that the sale to them be setaside. The cross-bill 
says that the assets of the firm may net $100,000, 
while the liabilities are only $61,000.

Cocoanut Butter. 

German chemists have discovered in the cocoa- 
nut a fatty substitute for butter, and now the 
United States Consul at Mannheim, Germany, 
reports that the new product has begunto be 
manufactured on a large scale in thatcity. A 
single factory produces 6,000 pounds of it per 
Gay. worth in the market 15 cents a pound. The 
nuts used are obtained mostly from the South 
Sea and Coral Islands, Arabia, the coast coun- 
tries of Africa, and South America. Natives 


in countries where the nuts grow have 
for a long § time used the milk of 
these nuts instead of food oils. The 


butter contains 60 to 70 per cent of fat and 25 per 
cent of organic substaneés, of which 10 per cent 
is albumen. Ina country where reel butterruns 
all the way from % to % cents per vound 
cocoanut butter at half that price is thought to 
have @ great future before it. At present it is 
chiefly used in hospitais, but it is ripidly finding 
its way to the tables of the poor, particularily as 
@ substitute for oleomargarine. It is free, also, 
from germs of tuberculosis, which is said to affect 
fully 10 per cent of the miik-giving cows in Ger- 
many. e Consul recommends the adoption of 
this new butter as an article of manufacture in 
the United States.—S/. Louis Gicbe-//emocrat. 


Rochefort la in Hiding. 

The London correspohdent of the Paris Aat- 
aille says that Rochefort has disappeared from 
London without leaving any trace of his where- 
asouts.

The Well-Known PFanker and Capitalist

J. H. Lathrop died yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock at the residence of his son, Bryant 
Lathrop, No. 361 Superior street. The immediate 
cause of death was pneumonia, from whieh the 
deceased had been suffering for about a week. 
For the last year, however, bis health has not 
been considered good, and the fact thathe was 
far advanced in years, being 86, figures chiefly 
as the cause of his rapid decline. His recent 
iliness was, from the first, considered serious, his 
family and physicians deoming it unlikely that 
he would recover. He grew worse quickly 
although his mind was clear to the last. He 
leaves three children—two sons and one daughter. 
Bryan Lathrop of Chicago, Barbour Latbrop of 
San Francisco, and Mrs. Henry Fieid. he 
funeral wiil occur tomorrow from hig son’s resi- 
dence at 2:30 o'clock in the afternoon. 

(J. H. Lathrop was born at Lebanon, N. H. 
in July, 1806, at which place he attended school 
and spent his boyhood. When a youth he went 
to Buffalo, N. Y., connecting himself witn the 
lumber trade. He attended strictiv to busi- 
ness, and advanced so rapidiy that even 
at the age of 19 he was the manager of the larg- 
est lumber firmin the United States at that 
time, its headquarters being on Grand Island. in 
the Niagara River near Tonawanda, Mr. Lathror 


remained here for several years and 
amassed a fortune. He then went to 
Virginia and became identified with 
banking interests, having estadlishmentes 


at Richmond and elsewhere throughout the 
State. Later he went to Washington, where for 
the next fifteen or twenty years most of me 
was spent, Here he engaged in the banking 
business and made many successful ventures ip 
railroads. It was here also that he made the ac- 
quaintance of politicians and statesmen from all 
parts of the country, Webster, Calbvuun, and 
Clay being among bis warmest friends. Although 
he took no active interest in politics himself he 
was known by all the leaders of tne parties. 
About the only political position be occupied 
during his life was thatof Collector of the Port 
of Buffalo, he being appointed to that office 


years he bas lived in retirement, spending most 
of his time at his countrv home at Elmhurst, [il, 
or traveling in this or foreign countries, having 
made several trips to and through Europe. He 
could searcely have been called a Chicagoan, 
Although he was in the habit of stopping a few 
months here during the year he never claimed 
Chicago as his place of residence.

The Widows and Orphhs of Johnstown. 

One of the interesting features of what may be 
called the flood census is the list of widows. It 
contains 128 names. Widows were placed in the 
first class of sufferers. They. were provided for 
before any payments were made in property 
losses. The commission was in doubt how to 
deal with the widows, Various propositions were 
made and discussed. The conclusion was that 
the amount to be aliowea the widows 
should be paid in cash rather than in installments 
orin homes. The Johnstown widows have re- 
ceived from #800 to: $1,280 apiece. The claims of 
widowhood are now considered fully discharged, 
One of these widows spent the first night after 
she was paid in the lockup. Severai have already 
parted with their money. But the cases where 
the charity has seemed misapplied bave been 
exceptional, the Secretary says. Nearly ajl the 
widows have expressed gratitude and have put 
the money to good uses. - 

Next to the problem of dealing with widows 
comes the question of providing for the orphans, 
It was decided best te set apart a fund from 
which an annuity might be paid for maintenance, 
The sum of #5 a year Was agreed upon, The 
birthday was wade the date of payment. The 
annuity will stop when the age of 16 is reached, 
for then the orphan, it is supposed, will be seif- 
supporting. A sum amounting to about $250,000 
was reserved for the orphans. It should be ex- 


plained that the Johnstown orphans inelude 
all below 16 who have lost their fa- 
thers, No distigction is made between 


those who have lost both parents and those 
whose motbers are living. It must also be ex- 
plained that the annuity is estimated for the 
whole life of the child. The first payment, 
which has already been made, was not only $26 
for the current year, but 825 adaitional for eash 
year the child bas lived. One widow with a 
large family has received $4,500 in cash for her- 
self and her children. Others have received 
sums ranging from $2,000 to $3,500. The orphans 
comprise the greater portion of the second class 
of sufferers. 

The third class embraces persons other than 
widows and orphans, ieft without means and 
helpless by the flood. This was a small class, 
and was soon disposed of. The mbers of the 
first three classes have received ali that the 
commission feels justified in paying. They have 
been allowed #429,000. This is the mooey dis- 
bursement, and is in addition to previous pro- 
vision in the way of clothing. food, and other 
supplies.—S’. Louis Globe-D-+mocrat., 


A Wonderfal Typewriting Machine. 

Wier’s crytograph is a smal! typewriting ap- 
paratus lending itself admirably to the purposes 
of secret correspondence, The apparatus is only 
about tweive inches long by three itches wide 
and ope and a haif inches high. It consists of a 
type-carrier for ordinary letters and figures, 
which can be placed in anyorder that may be 
desired. There is also a@ movable index plate 
on which the letters and figures appear in the or- 
der in which they are placed in the type-car- 
rier. On a smail tabletin the center of the 
machine are four white specs and a central 
black one, and opposite these specks is a mov- 
able pointer. Bv setting the pointer to the 
black space the machine can be used asa sim- 
ple, ordinary typewriter. To work it the in- 
dex plate is shifted to the right or left until each 
required letter is in front of a povncas connected 
with the printing key. By adjusting the plate 
and pressing the key ap ordinary type-written 
letter can be prepared. For writing the movable 
pointer is set, say, to the first white space, read- 
ing from leftto right. A message can then bo 
written in an unintelligible cipher, which can be 
varied in its details as may be previously agreed 
upon by the parties corresponding. If so agreed 
the recipient of the méssage sets his movable 
pointer to the fourth white space and then re- 
produces, as it would seem, the jumble of letters 
and figures in the communication before him; 
but on removing the prifted paper from the ma- 
chine be will find that he has Colors him in clear, 
intelligible language the precise information the 
sender desired to convey.—Aaglish Mechanic.

Mary Botham’s first manu- 
scripts, Which were circulated among her 
friends, fell into the hands of William How- 
itt, young, a scholar, and, like herself, 
a Friend. He sought her acquaintance 
and discovered in her his  atfinity. 
They had similar tastes and enthuv- 
siasms and the same aims in life. 
The course of their true.love ran as smoothly 
as the waters of Dove, along whose banks 
they strayed. A favorite study of the young 
ri was botany, and it was aiso a pursuit 
hich engrossed her sober young lover. It 
wee a long time afterward, and nearly every- 
ing in the world but the love of that couple 
bad changed, when these sentences were 
penned: ‘It is nearly sixty-seven years 
since that walk, which comes back to me 
with such fresh, fragrant memories as I 
write. Thanks be to the biessea Lord, the 
t Botanist, for the simple, natural tastes 
which He had given me! It was the first 
link in the golden chain of His Providence 
which unitea my.life with that of gne of tne

In 1840 the Howitts went to Germany, 
where they spent three years, entering with 
much sfmpathy Into the life of the people. 
They perfected themselves in th ‘language 
and acquired a!so Danish and Swedish. Mrs. 
Howitt translated Frederika Bremer’s noveis, 
which became at once popular in England 
and America, She also transiated the early 
works of Hans Christian. Andersen, who 
afterwards in 1847 visited her in England. 
They took their guest‘o a‘ country house at 
Highgate, where he was warmly welcomed. 
Strangely enough, this man, whd had 
charmed by his tales so many hundreds of 
thousands of little ones, did not persovally 
impress himseif favorably on children. Here 
it a curious anecdote about him: 

Immediately after our arrival tne assembled 
children, loving his delightful fairy tales, clus- 
tered round him in the hayfleid, watched him 
make them a pretty device of flowers: then, féel- 
ing somehow that the stiff and silent foreigner 
was not kindred to themselves, stole off to an 
American, Henry Clarke Wright, whose admira- 
ble littie book, ‘*‘A ‘Kiss for a Biow,” 
some of them knew. He, without any 
suggestion of condescension or of difference of 
ace, entered heart and soul into their glee, 
laughed, shouted, and played with them, thus 
unconsciously evincing the gift which had made 
him earlier the exciusive pastor of 600 childron 
in Boston. Soon poor Andersen, pereeiving 
hia.seif forsaken. complained of headache and 
insisted on going indoors. 

Here is a delightful glimpse of Tennyson 
when he stood on the threshold of the tem- 
pleof fame. How differant from the picture 
ang of the author of ‘ Locksley 

ail—Sixty Years After!’ This paragraph 
was penned in 1844: 

The retiring and meditative young poet, Alfred 
Tennyson, visited us and charmed our seclusion 
by the recitation of his exquisite poetry. He 
spent a Sunduy night at our i house, 
where we sat talkin together until 
8 in the morning. Al the next day 
he remained with us in constant converse. 
We seemed to have known him for years. So, 
in fact, we had, for his poetry was himself. He 
hailed ali attempts) at heralding a grand, more 
liberal state of publit.opinion, and consequentiy 
sweeter, more noble modes of living. He 
wished that we Englanders could dress up our 
affections in a little more voetical costume; real 
warmth of beart would lose nothing, rather gain 
by it; as it was, our manners were as cold as the 
walls of our churches. 

THBIR AMERICAN FRIENDS. 

In 1845 the Howitts began to be interested 
in the anti-slavery agitation in America. 
They met William Liovd Garrison, who 
was then accompanied by Frederick Douglass, 
“a fugitive slave, and one of the most inter- 
esting men I ever met.’’ About this time 
Mr. Howitt visited Wordsworth. There was 
presentan American General, who was an 
apologist for slavery. He fared badly, how- 
ever, at the hands of the radical Quaker 
and the Republican poet. ‘To think,’ ex- 
claimed Wordsworth indignantiy, “of the 
man coming, of all things, to this house with 
adefense of siavery.’’ The names of other 
Amefican visitors are mentioned in this 
journal, notably that of Buchanan Read. He 
visited England in 1850, and was taken up 
and made much of by Dante Rossetti, Hol- 
man Hunt, and other members of the young 
pre-Raphaelite group. Mrs. Howitt writes: 

At the close of 1870 we met him once moré in 
Rome, where he was then residing with his 
gentie and wealthy wife, and dispensing hospi- 
tality with a most Javish hand. We were pres- 
ent atg grand entertainment which he gave in 
honor of Gen. Sheridan, whose bard he might 
egy 4 ealled from his spirited and popular 

ay, “Sheridan's Kide,’’ having heightenéd the 
hero’s fame in America. The task upon his 
vital powers, in his character of poet, painter, 
and most sociable host led to the constant use 
of strong stimulants, which ruined: his bealth. 
It caused him in 1872 to’ quit Rome for his 
native lana, where be breathed his last the day 
after stepping ashore. 

Mrs. Stowe went to London in 1852 and was 
received with extraordinary honors. There 
isa hvyely deacriptuon of an entertainment 

iven her at Stafford House by the Duke ‘and 

uchess of Sutheriana. “Mrs. Stowe 
made a capital little speech, and talked 
to us in a simple manner, her counte- 
nance beaming, and a merry smile at 
times playing over it till she looked to 
my eyes as beautiful as the splendid and 
gracious lady, the friend of Queen Victoria, 
seated beside her.’”’ We get a glimpse of 
another familiar American Writer in these 
memoirs. It was not, however, until she 
went to Rome, that Mrs. Howitt had the 
happiness of meeting him—the “ poet of the 
Sierras.” Here is an interesting puragraph: 

I observed a gentieman seated before a pretty 
Japanese screen near the fire. I was wondering 
who 1n the world he could be; for his face, scored 
with lines and markings, had a great play of ex- 
pression, and he exhibited a considerable expun 
sion of white shirtfront, acrimson silk kercnief 
tied around his neck, and the glitter of a heavy 
gold chain and of jewelry, when unexpectedly he 
was introduced to me as *‘ Mr. Miller.” ) 

He told her, she naively adds, many stories 
of his romantic existence which were ‘jn 
keeping with his queer, flexivle counte- 
nance and crimson neckerchief.” How lhke 
our own Joaquin Miller this is, always pos- 
ing, half poet, half charlatan! : 

; LIFE’S PEACEFUL CLOSE. 

Beyond the Alps of endeavor, someone has 
said, lies the ltaiy of repose. Wiiliam and 
Mary Howitt had both longed for Italy, and 
tither ney went in 1870 to spend the caim 
evening of their lives. Both in advanced age 
enjoyed an exceptional measure of good 
health. William Howitt aseribed his bodily 
vigor to four doctors, whom he ca'led 
temperance, exercise, good air, and good 
hours. In his early life he was accustomed 
to work sixteen hours a day with his pen. 
No matter what the weather, he neyer al- 
lowed a day to pass without walking three 
orfour miles. He received, late in life,a 


after his death one was granted to his wife 
for her own services to literature. 

There is one hne in this Autobiography 
which expresses perfectly the comfort that 
the old couple found in italy. It is where 
Mary Howitt writes that the climate was 
“So soothing, so exactiy fitting two old 
aye.” It was during this period that 
her woman’s nature began to crave 
those consolations of religion of 
sensitive and particularly 
natures stand so much in need. She looked 
into Spiritualism and Buddhism; but neitner 
system could satisfy her desires. At last, 
like John Henry Newman, she prayed for 
rest, and sought itin the Church of Rome. 
That she dritted unconsciously toward that 
Lethean harbor is made evident by such 
passages in her Autobiography as the fol- 
low ing: 


Catholicism! 
schemes of priestcraft and spiritual domination 
that ever was conceived. At the top all is’rotien, 
but at the bottom God, who overrules all things, 
has caused itto strike its roots into the soil of 
the common humanity and send up shoots and 
crops of an active, a holy, and an indefatigable 
beneficence such as present Protestantism 
knows nothing of. 

1871—Thnough Ihold much of the old Catholic 
faith, and thoughI am convinced that within 
the walls of many convents many souls live in 
close communion with God, yet no one Delieves 
more firmly than I doin the anti-Christianity of 
the papacy. We are watching with the intensest 
interest the progress of events which will, we 
trust, bring about its dowdfall. 

1880—I wish many of those dear excellent 
people whom we know and love couid have their 
minds disabused of their prejudice against the 
Catholic faith, which is really the old Apostolic 
faith. Now don’t think I am ‘‘going over,” 
There is no fear of that. 

But in 1882 she ‘went over” and made a 
formal profession of faith. It is to be hoped 
that she found peace. In 1879 her husband 
had died a believer in Christ, but a member 
of no sect. He was buried in the Protestant 
cemetery at Rome—that beautiful spot which 
holds so many sculptured names that are 
dear to literature and humanity—the spot of 
which Shelley said that “it almost makes 
one in love with death.”’ :

SEVERE HARDSHIPS THE’ MISERABLE 
EXILES UNDERGO, | 


The Terrible Journey Through Unbroken 


Forests, Surrounded by Savage Beasts 
and Still More Savage Men—Inore(ible 


Hardships and Suffering Endured and 


Dangers Encoantered at Every Step of 
the Long Journey to Freedom, 


Count Norraikow in the New York Times: 
Escape from the cold, gloomy Siberian 
mines is the ever-recurring dréam of the 
poor convict. His head is no sooner laid on 
his hard wooden bench than golden dreams 
of freedom disturb his slumbers. His 'wak- 
ing moments are devoted to thoughts of how 
he can best make his é@scape from bis cruel 
life of servitude. He saxiously awaits the 
first opportunity to gain his liberty; he runs 
frightful risks on the slightest chance of 
success. | 

The hardship and suffering endured by the 
escaping prisoner seem incredible. He en- 
counters difficulties at every step, The 
passage through the tangled undergrowth of 
a virgin forest peopled with bears, wolves, 
and other fierce animals is sufficient of itself 
to deter strang hearts from such an under- 
tuking, The journey has often to be agcom- 
plished without shoes and with little ¢loth- 
ing of any description, Without actual ex- 
perience it would be impossible to uhder- 
stand the amount of suffering endured By 
the poor couvictin his mad rush for freedom. 

Leon Ivanovitch Soumarakoff, in relating 
his experience to me, said: “I oftep at- 
tempted to escape, but each time was caught 
and brought back. It was ouly after several 


unsuccessful attempts that I succeedea in ob- 


taining my freedom and finally reached the 
United States. But,” he continued | with 
emotion, ““we (there were several’ of us 
trying to make our escape at once) prepared 
to meet wolves, bears, the savage Galyaks 
even, who hunt and shoot down poor 
convicts for their miserabie clothing, rather 
than endure the foul air in our dirty celis 
reeking with vermin. In addition to this we 
had to stand tne brutal treatmentof the 
prison officials, and no hope of 4 brighter 
future. Chained like wild |beasts, poorly fed, 
and worse clad, we bad to work fourteen 
hours in dark, damp, underground mines, 
with neveraray of the blessed sunlight to 
cheer life’s pathway. Such bratal treatment 
makes us desperate and turns our thobghts 
in bitterest feeling toward all human kind. 
We pause and wonder tnat such things can 


be tolerated in this enlightened nineteenth 


century”’ ' 

*At what time of the year and in what 
guise did you attempt to escape?’ I asked 
him. 

‘It was in the spring of 1882 that [ was 


exiled to the Province of Yeneseysk, in Si- 


beria, there to undergo fifteen years’ hard 
labor for complicity in the conspiracy to kill 
the Czar. My companions in misery were 
Comoroff, Ivanoff, Popoff, Soukbanin, and 
five o.ners, all of whom had received sen- 
tences similar to mine and for the same of- 
fense. it was while we were in the Moscow 
torwarding prison that we made the ac- 
quaintance of an old, experienced convict, 
who had made no less than fifteen different 
attempts at escaping, buteach time had been 
recaptured and sent back. And yet he de- 
clared himseif ready ana willing to make 
poreene aitempts when the opportunity of- 
fered. 

“This old prisoner gave us an interesting 
descripiuon of the various ways ol escaping 
and of the hardships the poor fellows eén- 
dured. When a convict plansescape his first 
object is to secure an ax or hatcnet. With 
this he cuts branches of trees for the mid- 
night fire which protects him from the wild 
beasts which iatest the forest. He hews 
down trunks of trees, on which he paddies 
across rivers and streams; and to s0 many 
uses can this implement be put that if we 
convict 1s forced to start. without it he man- 
ages to beg one at the first village be reaches. 
It is estimated that at least from 25,000 to 
80,000 prisoners yearly make their escape to 
the forest. These are culled. brodyags 
icrampets and form into parties of from fiity 
to 100, ach party appoints a starosta, or 
elder, to whom the Management of the party 
is intrusted, : 

‘Many of the exilesescape when passing 
through a thickly wooded country in laree 
parties. The gendarmes, in whose care they 
are, of course fire on them, but their aim is 
so poor that atleast séven out of every ten 
convicts who make the attempt succéed in 
getting away, for the time atleast. ihe 
exiles who work in the mines are, of course, 
closely guarded, and seek escape by differ- 
ent means, The most common method em- 
ployed by them isto dig an underground 
tunnel from their cell to some point beyond 
the prison walls. Butthe work is attended 
with so much danger, and it is so difficult to 
find a means of disposing of the earth thus 
scooped up, that it seldom proves successful, 
and discovery means redoubled misery, with 

lenty of lashes from the knout laid on the 

are white back. 

“Once a member of the Free Command 
and escape is comparatively easy. The Free 
Command 1s composed of prisoners who have 
put in one-third of their sentence @nd are es- 
pecialiy noted for their good conduct. Such 
are permiitued to live outside the prison pre- 
cincts, ere they construct huts or shanties, 
and, while still under police surveillance, are 
allowed considerable liberty, heir im- 
proved condition accords them the privilege 
of working without chains or fetters of any 
kind. They can also hold communication 
with each other, and itis no uncommon sight 
to see eight or ten of the Free Command con- 


| gregated in one little hut on @ winter’s 


evening. 

“The most effectual means of escape is 
through the instrumentality of the Nihilist 
or revolutionary agents, who traverse Si- 
beria armed with forged passports so clever- 


| ly executed as to defy detection by the most

These are distributed among prominent po-

‘*It is generally in the springtime) that the 
exile’s thoughts turn. to liberty and life; he 
longs for the freedom of the woods, and the 
note of the cuckoo is a signal for himto make 
h.s home in qyhe vast forest which surrounds 
him. The cuckoo is held sacred by the Rus- 
sian people, and many superstitions aré con- 
nected with the bird. Oneis that ifjaa exile, 
when he nears the first note of the feathered 
songster, can prodice [rpm the depths of his 
pocket a silver coin, no matter how small 
the denomination, he is sureto have money 
in his possession the remainder of the year. 

“ The exile, when he starts on these yearly 


rambies, well knows that he will have ter-: 


rible hardships to endure, but he thifks little 
ot that compared with the sense of freedom 
he enjoys. He may sometimes travel days 
ere he meetsa party he can join. In the mean- 
time he must subsist on the roots and ber- 
ries which he finds in the forest. The signal 
between the reconnoitering parties is aa im- 
itawon of the notes of the cuckoo. With what 
joy the solitary soldier greets companion- 
ship! ‘Misery loves company.’ At hight 
the brodyags buiid huge fires in the depth 
of the forest and amuse themselves by re- 
lating yarious incidents of their lives, 
many of them extremely thrilling. | A party 
of brodydgs neyer lose themseives in the 
forest, having infallible signs by which they 
guide their footsteps through the mazes of 
the wilderness. A brodyag knows wheo he 
looks at a tree just in what direction he is 
going. If the branches be stunted and with 
little fohage he knows that he is facing the 
north. Likewise, if he finds th¢ braaches 
well grown and the foliage abundant, he 
knows the warmth of a southern sun has 
kissed them into life, Often for days the 
brodyag will have nothing better than black 
bread and salt to eat and nothing bat water 
to quench his thirst; but these are émall 
matters to him.” wa 
Soumarakoff continued: “My frst at- 
tempt at escape was made while traveling 
with a party of exiles to Siberia. At was in 
the springtime, and we had just/passea tne 
confines of the forest, when thé first notes 
of the cuckoo were wafted on the air. The 
effect was magical; about ten of tne exiles, I 
among the number, broke from the ard 
ana made for the densest part of the Shed. 
hoping to effectually conceal ourselves in the 
thick undergrowth. The soidiers ned a 
terrific fusillade on us, and two of the ty 
were wounded, Soukbanin and Galaboff; two 
more were captured, but six of us man 
to make our escape. We ran, fetters and ail, 
on and on for about two hours without even 
stopping to look back. Many times we 
stumbied and feli, then up and on again. 
“When at last, completely exhaustec 
sank on the green earth, we | : 
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300 yurds behind 


ursu tired out 
Senta’ aaa we were. free. Merciful Heaven! 
how the word thritied through our hearts. 
No more State prisons, no brutal gendarmes, 
no threatenings of the deadly Kaout. Our 
first act was to shatter and remove the hand- 
cuffs and leg fetters, which impeded our 
vements. This was a work of considera- 
bie difficulty and also of pain,-and consumed 
some time, Once free of our manacies we 
danced for joy. Soon darkness enveloped the 
forest, and the beautiful moon shone forth in 
all ber brilliancy. 

‘We built» big fire and enjoyed our first 
night of freedom with thankful hearts, The 
silence of the grave was everywhere, and 
our communings with nature were solemn 
indeed. We ate sparingly of the bread and 
salt we had, and laid our weary bodies down 
for peaceful slumber. We arose early the 
next morning and turned our faces west- 
ward, hoping to meet some brodyags, but, al- 
though we gave the usual signal, we failed to 
meetany oue. When we found our provis- 
ions giving out we tried to reach @ villuge 
where we were always kindly received and 


provided with food and clothing. At the first 


Village we reacbed we selected two of the 
party to collect food; also, 1f possible, to ob- 
tain some other things, such as cord, an ax, 
fish-hooks, etc. We cautioned them to avoid 
meeting the starvosta or tchinovniks of the 
village, and also to be as quick and silent in 
their movements as possible. This mode of 
life continued through the summer months, 
and by the beginning of winter we had 
reached the Ural Mountains. 

“Here we encountered such insurmount- 
able difficuities and suffered such severe 
hardships that we were forced to give our- 
selves up to the authorities as brodyags. 
There was no other alternative for us. Asis 
customar in such cases, we all 

rofesse the densest ignorance. We 

new nothing, remembered nothing, and re- 
ceived the appellation usualin such cases of 
*Ivan-Don’t-remembers.’ Our sentence was 
five years’ hard javor at Irkutsk. Thus ended 
my first attempt at escape. Many thousands 
of brodyags are yearly forced Vo the same ex- 
pedient through the severity of the winter 
season.’’ . 

Soumarakoff’s second attempt was from 
the Nerchinsk Mine, where he dug a tunnel 
under his ceil, carrying the dirt out in bis 
pockets.. It took a lone tume to complete the 
work, but he finally .suceeeded, and 
once more breathed the air of free- 
dom, but only for a period of two 
months, when he’ was recaptured and again 
sentenced to hard labor. But deciding to be- 
have himse!f, ne was in four years’ time per- 
mitted to join the free commend. While 
hving with thema Nihilist agent provided 
him with means for making his final “ee > 
which he dia disguised as &@ merchant. He 
accomplished the journey in safety, and 
eventually ianded on the hospitable shores 
otf America, 

It isonly the educated exiles who, whew 
they attuin their freedom, make their 
home in foreign lands. The lower 
classes ‘ after serving thelr sentence 
usually change their name. Many others 
seek safety and retirement in mon- 
asteries. One noticeable and rather remark- 
abie feature about the brodyags is their hon- 
esty; they are nover known to steal, no mat- 
ter how hard pressed hy hunger. Among the 
many noted politicians who have escaped 
from Siberia are Souchkoff, a Decembrist; 
Popoff, Debagiry-Mokriyevitch, editor of Free 
dtussia, published in Geneva; Bakounin, a 
prominent orator and Socialist, together with 
Pietrovski,-the great Polisi patriot, who pub- 
lished a book in which he relates his experi- 
ences. 

The incident is worth relating, as showing 
to what pitch superstition and credulity are 
carried among tne iower ciasses of the Rus- 
sian people. Pietrovski had traveled through 
Siberia as a merchant. Being a great mimic, 
he found no difficulty in rsonating . the 
character he had chosen. e had secured 
passage on a steamer proceeding down the 
Volga. There was a lady on board who had 
taken a great interest in the supposed Rus- 
siau merchant, and to whom he had related 
somewhat of his history. They were sitting 
together on the steamer’s deck when Pie- 
trovski, tired. out, happened to fall asleep. 
During his slumbers he dreamed of his native 
Poland, and addressed an imaginary person- 
age in the language of his country, 

Two Mujiks stunding by had their sus- 
picions aroused by the circumstance. It 
seemed singular to them that a Russian mer- 
chant should be so fond of another ianguage 
as to use it in his sleep. They consulted 
together and decided to report the matter to 
the proper authorities, believing there was 
some mystery surrounding the supposed 
merchant. The lady; quick to grasp her 


friend’s danger, turned to the Mujiks with a / 


face indicative of great surprise, saying, 
“Fools, don’t you Know that a man when 
asleep can speak any language he chooses?”’ 

Switzerland and France perhaps harbor 
the greatest number of exiles, Dragomaocoff 
has made Switzerland his headquarters. 
Viera Sassoulitch hasalso found a home 
tnere. W. Debagiry-Mokriyevitch is there 
in the interest of several important publica- 
tions. In Paris a society has been formed for 
receiving funds for, the liberation ot exiles 
and other purposes in connection with the 
cause. This society about Christmas intend 
issuing George Kennan’s article in the Rus- 
sian language. London aiso has her quota 
of political exiles, among whom are Prince 
Krapotkineiand thejnoted Russian writer Step- 
niak. In San Francisco over three hundred 
exiles live prosperously and happily. Thus 
in foreign lands are the oppressed of Russia 
forced to find homes where peace and happi- 
ness may reign.

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AIMS OF THE ITALIA IRREDENTA 
TO RECOVER THEM. 


Intense Hatred of Austria That Finds 
Frequent Expression—The Triple Alli- 
ance Searcely Worth the Paper It Is 
Written Upon—“BHow Hateful lt Is to 
Be Obliged to Clasp the Hand of Aus- 
tria, Still Red with Italian Blood,” 

Rome Letter in the New York Times: On a 
recent Sunday Emperor Francis Joseph cele- 
brated his 50th birthday, an anniversary 
that the members of the “Italia Irredenta”’ 
never allow to pass by without some demon- 
stration of the bitter animosity toward Aus- 
tria, which, notwithstanding the bonds of 
the triple alliance, continues to rankle in the 


heart of every Italian patriot, On this par- | 


ticular occasion the Jrredentists gave expres- 
sion to their feelings by exploding dynamite 
bombs in front of the residence of the Im- 
perial Governor General of Trieste and under 
the windows of the Austrian Embassy in 
this city. At Trieste the effects of the out- 
rage were limited to mere destruction of 
property. 

Here in Rome, however, the results were 
of afar more serious nature. The bombs 
were thrown shortly after dark, at a moment 
when the Piazza Colonna was densely packed 
with people assembled to lhsten to the music 
of the military band which plays tnere every 
Sunday evening. A carabinier and a 13 
year-old boy were killed on the spot and a 
number of other persons were more or iess 
injured by the force of the explosion ana in 
the terrible panic which was caused thereby. 
The day, moreover, waa celebrated throucb- 
out the country by public banquets, proces- 
sions, ana other popular demonstrations in 
honor of Obderdank, the deserter from the 
Austrian army, who, having become 
affiliated to the Italia Irredenta, 
attempted to assassinate ‘Emperor Francis 
Since the day 
when he expatiated his crime oa the gallows 
the wouid-be regicide has been elevated by 
the Italians to the rank of a martyr to the 
cause of national unity. Notonly are there 
numerous Oberdank clubs, lodges, and socie- 
ties throughout the peninsula, but the mere 
mention of his name at any public meeting is 
sufficient to call forth the most extravagant 
demonstrations of enthusiasm on the part of 
the people. Indeed, whenever two LItalians 
happen to meet, no matterif the one be an 
ardent royalist and the other a red-hot re- 
pudiican, they quickly forget all their polhti- 
cal differences in order to unite in the cry of 
“Evviva Italia Irredenta! Evviva Ober- 
dank !”’ 

The liberation of Austria’s Italian-speak- 
ing provinces from the “tyranny of the Haps- 
burg dynasty” is the ail-absorbing aim and 
object of King Humbert’s people—wne desire, 
in fact, which overrides aii others—and so 
powerfui and overwhelming is popular senti- 
ment on the subject that Prime Minister 
Crispi, notwithstanding his intense anxiety 
to remain @ party to the triple alliance and 
his consequent dread of giving offense at 
Vienna, 1s afraid to make any attempt to re- 
hme or check the ever-growing movement. 

is attitude toward it may be described as 
being purely negative; and even as one of 
tacit encouragement. 

The ltalia lrredentais an association which 
was formed in 1878 for the purpose of agi- 
tating in favor of the recovery of the Italian 
provinces of Nice and Savoy from Frandee, of 
the italian-speaking canton of Ticino from 
Switzerland, and of the provinces of Trieste 
and Trent from Austria. For some unknown 
reason tha gory | in Italy on the subject of 
Nice, Savoy, and Ticino is of arelativelv luke- 
Warm nature compared to that which pre- 
vails with regard to Trieste and Trent. 
There is no real cause for this difference; 
for, whereas the language of Dante is offi- 
cially tabooed by France in the provinces of 
which she deprived Italy in 1859, it 1s recog- 
nized in Austria’s Italian dependencies, and 
is even permitted to be used as the mother 
tongue in the public schools, in the courts of 
justice, and in the municipal and local Gov- 
ernment administrations. 

Like the “ Primrose League” in England, 
from which, however, it differs in every 
other respect, tne Italia Irredenta has 
adopted a floraiemblem, namely, the mar- 
guerite, or daisy. The choice of this partic- 
ular flower in preference to aliothers was 
intended at the tiine as a compliment to the 
tair lady at the Quirinal, who, rightly or 
wrongly, is believed to be imbued with more 
thoroughly nationalist ideas than her hus- 
band. it must, however, be borne in mind 
that at the date of its selecnon King Hum- 
bert had not undertaken his humiliating visit 
to Vienna, had not accepted an honorary 
Colonelcy in the Austrian army, and, above 
all, had not at that moment joined we triple 
alliance, 

It is doubtful whether, if occasion are, as 
similar compliment would be paid to the 
bionde Queen toaay, for the Italia Irredenta 
has since then assumed a@ more republican 
and anti-dynastic color, and the cries of 
‘‘Evviva Italia [rredenta!” and of ** Evviva 
Oberdank!” are frequently mingled with 
those of *‘ Abbasso il Colonello Austriaco!’’ 
(Down with the Austrian Coilonei! meaning 
King Humbert) **Morte al Re!’ (Death to 
the King!) and even sometimes of ‘Morte 
aila-Regina!”’ (Death to the Queen.) It was 
for the utterance of seditious cries such as 
these at an [rredentist meeting a few months 
ago that forty-seven of the most prominent 
and influential citizens of Terni have just 
been tried in a bateh at the assizes of Spoleto. 
Among the accused were the rector of 
the university, the principal of the city col- 
lege, several of the Aldermen, and a couple 
of iocal Judges. Notwithstanding the over- 
whelming and incontrovertible evidence 
against the prisoners the court pronounced 
\ueir acquittal, thereby practically sanction- 
ing the cries of * Death to the King and 
Queen.” 

Although the action of the Austrian Gov- 
ernment in issuing a decree prohibiting un- 
der pain of six months’ imprisonment the 
use of the daisy as a floral emblem in the 
Italian-speaking provinces of the Empiré, on 
the ground that it is a symbol of the 
‘Italia Irredenta’’ movement, has ex- 
cited some ridicule abroad and the 
most violent denunciations in King Hum- 
bert’s dominions, yet it must be acknowl- 
edged that the Vienna authorities save acted 


in the’ matter under circumstances of the 


most intense provocation. At the present 
moment the whole of the country between 
Trieate and Trent is literally flooded with 
pamphiets and printed documents inciting 
the people to insurrection against the autnor- 
ities, and filled with the most coarse and 
virulent abuse of the Emperor, the Empress, 
and, indeed, of the wnole imperial family. 
in every instance they bore the stamp of “Il 
Comitata d’Azione del Circolo Garibaldi, 
Venezia,” which is one of the principal lodges 
of tne Irredenta Association. 

Only asbort time ago, when one of the 
most magnificent iron-ciads of the Austrian 
navy was launched at Trieste by the Emper- 
or’s brother, Archduke Charies Louis, in tae 
presence of delegates from the Reichraths 
and from the principal corporate bodies of 
the Empire, the municipality of the city 
deemed fit to show its anti-Austrian and pro- 
Italian proclivities by not only abstaining 
from all participation in the ceremonies, but 
also by keeping the doors of the city hall 
closed and the blinds of the windows drawn 
during the entire week. Sig. Imbriani, one 
of the most popular und influential members 
of the Chamber of Beputies at Rome, alluded 
the other day in Parliament to that * heliish 
oid murderer Radetzky,’’ who is one of 
Austria’s most venerated military heroes, 
and referred to Emperor Francis Joseph’s 
“bioody tyranny” and “reign of terror” at 
Trieste and, Trente. 

Both the Austrian Ambassador to the Vati- 
can and the one accreaited to the Quirinal 
have repeatedly been subjected to insults of 
the most flagrant nature if the streets here 
on the part of the populace, for which, it 
is true, the Quirinal subsequently tendered 
profuse apologies. The windows of their 
carriages and of their palaces nave oa several 
occasions beea shattered by stones, and in- 
deed so serious has the situation become that 
whenever were is any public holiday or cele- 
bration here the Government is forced to 
surround the laces of both of the Aus- 
trian Ambassadors with a whole cordon of 
troops. Oneof the great metropolitan pe- 
pers, the JDiritlo, asks in @ recent issue: 
* Will tnere ever be a war more holy than 
that which italy will undertake one of 
these days for the delivery of provinces 
which should velong to her?” And another 
equally important organ, the Tribuna, ©X- 
ciaims: * How hateful itis to be obliged to 
clasp the hand of Austria, stil] red wito Ital- 
ian biood, and to refrain for the moment 
from fighting to recover our historical 
rights.”

How muet of a married man's salary is exempt 
from garnishment in the State of Illinois? 

CONSTANT READER. 

[Any garnishee is allowed to retain out of the 
property, effects, or credits in his bands all de- 
mands against the plaintiff. and all demands 
against the defendant, of which he could have 
availed himself if he had not been summoned as 
garnishee, whether the same are at the time due 
or not, and whether by way of set-off on a trial,or 
by the set-off of judgments or executions between 
himself and the plaintiff and defendants several- 
ly, and he is liable for the balance only after all 
mutual demands between himself and plaintiff 
and defendant are adjusted, not including un- 
hquidated damages for wrungs ana injuries: 
Provided, that the verdict or finding. as well as 
the record of the judgment, shall show in all 
cases against which part~, and the amount 
thereof, any set-off shall be ailowed, if any such 
shail be allowed, 

If you are a married man, $50 is exempt from 
garnishment. In case your wages or services in 
hands of garnishee excend that amount judg- 
ment can only be given for the excess. 

With regard to your other question concerning 
the law in other States, and the law governing 
between States, we would suggest that you con- 
sult a lawyer, thus obtaining much more satis- 
fuctory information.]}

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—[Editor of Tne Tribune. ] 
—Will you kindly publish a brief analysis, 
or perhaps a full statement would be better, of 
the several causes which have led up to the 
National Silver Convention which assemblies in 
St. Louis next Tuesday, Nov. 26? (They wanta 
larger markét fur their silver bullion and think 
free coinage would furnish it] Then again, will 
you state just exactly what you deem to be the 
sentiment of the Western people (those of the 
Mississippi valley) as to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver as a national (not a partisan) 
question? I ask this because I nete that the 
California delegation to the convention com- 
prises distinguished rentiemen from at least two 
(perhaps three) political parties, and geems to 
be non-partisan. [Any answer to this question 
would be the merest guess work. Without a 
plébiscite on the question no one can know.] Then 
aside from either of the preceding, and ia addi- 
tion to them, will you kindly state what you 
think would be the eflect upon American com- 
merce and wpon the prosperity of the Republic 
if Congress shouid adopt.as the silver standard 
a coin nearer to the exact bullion value than the 
present standard dollar of 41244 grains; that is to 
say, a coin of 470 grains or upwards of pure silver 
with the alloy additional, which—when placed in 
circulation—would be nearer the exact market 
value of bar silver as quoted at New York and 
London. H. SHELDON. 

[The more silver grains put into the standard 
dollar the nearer its bullion value would ap- 
proach thatof gold, of course. And the other 
effect of free coinage would be to banish gold 
from circulation in thiscountry and to substitute 
silver as the only hard money.—ED.]

Let yesterday's dark dey answer, There was no 
mystery about that darkness. Alow Darometer,; 
a humid atmosphere, impregnated with bitumi- 
nous coal smoke; and no wind! That telis the 
whole story. It is the same medicine that we are 

etting all the time—only the atmospheric con- 

itions made tne needless cause of coal smoke 
more apparent vesterday. 

I know nothing of the new devices to which 
you refer for consuming the smoke from indiana 
and Illinois coal; but from my past odservation 
and experience I am skeptical as to the per- 
manént and practical success of any such de- 
vice. In 1875, as trustee for an estate, 1 erected 
@ large office building in Cincinnati, which is 
heated by steam, and steam power is used for 
elevator service. After repeated trials of differ- 
ent patented schemes for smoke consumption, 
at great cost, without satisfactory resuite, I 
came to the conclusion that the solution of the 
smoke problem was to use smok-less fuel— 
such as coke; anthracite coal, or if 
practicable gas. So in the Ontario apart- 
ment building which I built here some 
eight years ago. I have only used anthracite 
coal for steam heat and power, hoping that my 
example would be followed by others, who ‘vere 
erecting large steam plants on the North Side, 
and that ultimately in this section of the city, at 
least, we would be rid of the smoke evil. 

In this connection I find that Mr. George H. 
Taylor, by his letter of yesterday, has arrived at 
the same conciusion that anturacite coal or 
smokeiess fuel is tne remedy. If he bas demon- 
strated the fact that anthracite coal may be used 
at less cost than bituminous coal— then indeed the 
dawn approaches. For what the people want is 
something cheap. Heretofore under the impres- 
sion that «irt is cheap they have preferred Indi- 
ana and Lilinois coal. Consequentiy we all have 
to wash, and scrub, and scour, and paint, in 
endless routine, from morn to night, the year 
through. Mr. Taylor suggests that delin- 
quents should be made amenabie to the law, as 
fora “criminal offense "; if there were such a law 
and it were enforced it would, no dou bt, be effec- 
tual. I believe, however, that the eity 6ral- 
nances are amply sufficieat, if enforced. Enact 
the naities provided by law and increase the 
penaity forevery violation of it, and the delin- 
quents would do as Mr. Taylor bas done, and 
would probably find the cleaner fuel (Ae cheapest,

INTERESTING DISCOVEKY BY THE 
AKCH ZOLOGISTS OF ATHENS, 


A Series of Ancient Tombs Brought to View, 
in One of Which It Is Believed Homer's 
Menelaus Was Piaced—An Account of 
the Treasure Which it Contained—Exe 
quisite Workmanship aad Design—Vases 
ef Silver Mouated in Gold—Indications 
of Homerie Rites. 


dhe interesting discoveries of Mr. 
Tsoundas at Mycene, and especially that of 
the existence of an extensive series of ancient 
tombs, evidently of the Achaian epoch and 
hitherto unsuspected, have just been fol- 
lowed, says the Athers correspordent of the 
London Times, by another still more brilliant 
in its illustration of a period and phase of 
art so little known that its true relation to 
the archaic art of Greece. which the new find 
bas brought to light, is an unlooked for reve- 
lation. There has been known for many 
years ao large tumulus, evidently pertainiwg 
to the prehistoric City of Paaris, near Sparta, 
and calied by the common peopie the tomb of 
Meneiaus. Tsoundas, who is the most 
sagacious tomb-seeker in Greece, on & 
cursory examination was convinced that 
it was iutact, and this summer it was 
decided by the Archmological Society 
of Athens to attack it. The result indicates 
that the excavator was right, and for the 
first time we have a tomb of the first im- 
portance of the great Achaian epoch, evi- 
dently a royal tomb, probabiy untouched 
since the days when the funera! rites were 
finished. I have no intention to tell so much 
of tne discovery as todeprive the fortunate 
archeologist of the pleasure of telling his 
story in che Ephemeris of the society, but 
witl confine myseif to giving a slight pre- 
liminary idea of it and its consequences. 

“The tomb is of the general type of the 
prehistoric tombs found in tne vicinity of 
Myceng, at Sparta, Menidhi, and elsewhere, 
a tholos, and built of rough stone laid hori- 
zontally, & vyoussoir, in imitation of 
the Pelasgic vauit as it is seen im 
the ‘treasury’ at Mycenz. In the tombs 
of this kind ‘which have been found, 
with their original contents intact, the finds 
have been deposited on the floor of earth or 
rock, a3 the case may be; but bere there was 
&@ grave in the earth alitiie to the left of the 
center of the floor of the form and size near- 
ly of an ordinary grave of today, and in this 
were found the principal dojects discovered. 
in this grave there was no indication of 
either ashes or bones, and Tsoundas is of the 
Opinion that the lapse of time had reduced 
the bones to dust. 

‘*Covering the ground of the tomb were 
indications of incinerauon, charcoal, and 
ashes, with bones, which may have come, he 
thinks, from the funeral piles on which the 
dead were burned, but it is also ible that 
they came from whe burning of victims in 
honor of the dead, for the slight remains of 
bones did rot suffice to show whether they 
were human orof tne inferior animals of- 
fered in sacrifice. In the grave the bones 
would not have had the advantage of the 
antiseptic qualities of the charcoal and would 
have become ashes quicker, but the ashes 
and the evidence of burning are at least indi- 
cations of Homeric rites so far as ‘the go. 
There was evidence of severai buri in 
loculi around the area, and it may be that 
the others had been made after incineraton, 
but the evidence is insufiivient to determine 
the question. 


EXTENT AND VESCRIPTION OF THE “FIND.” 
“The find comprises fifty * island stones,’ 
some of which are of the most exquisite 
workmanship and desiga, the perforations 
bushed with goid but not mounted as rings; 
several rings of gold and bronze, of which 
one is similar eto those ia the Schiiemann 
find, with intaglio of an Eastern design, and 
one with an engraved stone set in it; some 
vases of silver mounted in gold, of which the 
silver has almost disappeared by corrosion; 
implements of bronze of the veuai forms 
one of aform unique, so far as I know; 
swords and knives, some known and some 
unigue; an immense collection of amethyst 
beads and some rings which must have be- 
longed to women; objects of ivory and one 
lance of a peculiar form, mounted in a most 
recherché manner with bone; and, what is 
of the highest archmelogical interest, a short 
sword of the same kind as those found in the 
Schliemann graves, incrusted with gold, and 
two goiden cups of the same workmaasnhip as 
the best of those in the same collection, but 
orpamented in a styie of which nothing 
hitherto seen of prehistoric wérk gives any 
concepwuon. 

‘There is abundant evidence, which will 
appear in its proper piace, that this entomb- 
ment cannot be later than the eighth century 
B. C., and tne probability is that it was ear- 
lier, and may range from 800 to 1000 B. C.; 
so that, at any rate, it comes into the Ho- 
mericuge. The known art of Greece at an 
epoch subsequent to that is of the most con- 
ventional character, purely hiecratica But 
these cups are ornamented in the most ex- 
quisite manner in repoussé, with companion 
designs, one of a wild cattle bunt and the 
otner of cattle domesticated. In the former 
the design is spirited to a degree unap-_ 
proached by anything in Greek art—the cat- 
tle are charging and tossing the hunters, 
ana one bull has run into a net of ropes; in 
the latter the cattle are grouped with great 
pictorial effect, and aman is tying one of 
them by the foot; they are as peaceful as 
the others are furious. There is nothing 
Phoenician or Assyrian in the design, and 
the men in costume and. type are clearly 
Greek, while the animals are of a treatment 
so naturalistic that, if they were put intos 
modern exhibition, it would be considered an 
absurdity to call them antique, much less 
prehistoric. I cannot find a parailel to them 
in ancient art, except in some of the natural- 
istic designs of Cretan coinage. 

* But tne fact that they have certain tech- 
nical qualities in common with some of the . 
vases found in the Schlhemann graves, and 
the finding of a sword of the incrusted type 
in the same grave, and under circumstances 
that show clearly that they are in their orig- 
inal deposit, where they were laid with the 
man who used them, gives us a key to the 
comprehension of the collection disinterred 
at Mycengs, which has hitherto been lacking. 
In the tomb there was aiso found iron, which 
is not only an interesting fact per se, but 
gives a great significance to the absence of it 
ia the Schiiemann tombs. There is also ala- 
baster in pbe form of vases which time has 
corroded to a degree in curious contrast to 
the examples of so modern a form and so 
new a surface as those found in the graves 
at Mycens. 

‘‘tne construction of the Schliemann 
tombs long ago convinced me of the compar- 
atively late and barbaric conditiops of the 
interment; the great diversity of character 
of the awjects found, which has puzzied all 
the commentators, as well as the condition of 
the skeletons, weré strong confirmations of 
the theory, and now that we are at last able 
to assign most, and the most important of 
the objects found, the demonstrauon be 
comes to my mind ciear that the Schiiemann 
find was that of the treasure deposited in the, 
grave of some barbarian chieftain, and that 
this treasure had come in the main from tne 
robbery of temples and treasuries, and now 
I am confident in adding rebbery of tombs. 
Thereare other details brought out during 
the late excavations in the Acropolis of My- 
cenz which go to tue same conejusion. I 
think we bave the key to the solution of the 
probiem in the passage of Diodorus, which 
telis how the Galatians of Pyrrbus, having 
learned that the royal tombs in Greece con- 
tained treasures, began to rob them, and 
that he, needing their services, was unable 
to stop the sacrilege.” :

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AN AUSTRALIAN SMOKE CONSUMER 
THAT REALLY DOES THE WOKK. 


Yeurs of Study and Experimenting by 4Al- 
fread Doer of New South Wales Have Pro- 
duced an Apparatus of Great Utility aod 
Wonderful Success—The Machine Tested 
avd Commended by Eminent Engineers 
—A Complete Description. 

Hitherto the United States has led the van 


of progress in the march of invention, but

now arivai is springing up at the antipodes, 
becoming ,dis-

- A jet of steam ih the shape of a hollow tube

ly diffused over the surface of the fire, bring- 
ing with it a continuous rush of air from the 
outside, it is the air that does the work by 
compelling a continuous current of oxygen 


produces combustion so rapidly ana such an 
intense heat that the gases which, under 
usual circumstances, have been geperated 
siowly and as tardily liberated in the form 
of smoke are ignited instantaneously and 
consumed as fuei before they have time to 
escape, and thus there is at once complete 
prevention of smoke and great economy of 
fuel. 

Jt is best described as an air-injector, its

inches, The action of the injector is such 
that the stream of air passing through it is 
equal to sustaining acolumn of mercury of 
fourteen inches, or about a velocity of 39.660 
feet per minute,so that 480 cuvic feet of 
air can be delivered on to the fuel every 
minute. {it will be seen that the current 
of air follows the lines of the distribut- 
ing exit, the velocity being so great that the 
air will strike every pointof the fuel with 
immense force, like what one of the engineers 
called “an atomic distribution of air, pro- 
jected on to the surface of the fire like a 
shower of inconceivably small bullets shot 
from a gun.” :

GEN. GRANT'S SISTER'S PRAYERS, 


She Says They Were An«wered in a Remark- 
abie Way After |! wenty-five Years. 

New York Sun; The attendants at the Sun- 
day evening service at the Hanson Place 
Methodist Church, Brooklyn, listened to a 
narrative about the last days of Gen. Grant 
which has not before been made public, 
After his sermon the pastor, the Rev. Dr, 
A. B. Kendig, introduced ‘to the audience 
Mrs. cL. W. Kramer, a sister of Gen, 
Grant. who told of her efforts during the 
last twenty-five years of her brother’s life to 
secure his conversion. Mrs. Kramer is the 
wite of the Rev. C. W. Kramer, who was 
Minister to Switzerland, during Grant’s 


vorite sister. 

She told the congregation Sunday evening 
that after her own conversion in 1861 she 
became convinced that it, was per especial 
duty to win her brother’s soul to God. 
By her prayers and her influence she did 
everything in her power to that end 
from that time on. At about the time 
of Gen. Grant’s first ihamguration she 
believed her object almost gained. He was 
particularly impressed with tne weight of 
responsibility that bad come upon him, and 
the passage in the Scriptures which his lps 
touched when taking the oath of office made 
a deep impression on his mind, During his 
firstterm Mrs. Kramer was much in his 
company at the White House, and he often 
discussed with deep ' febling the subject that 
was nearest his gister’s neart. During his 
second term his sister was abroad with her 
husband, ana they kept uparegular corre 
spondence, largely upon reiigious subjects, 

When the Gevera!l was taken sick Mr. and 
Mrs. Kramer were still abroad. Reports of 
his condition were cabled almost daily. When 
it became serious her husdand was taken iil, 


Finally, she 
said, the cable brought word that the Gen- 
eral was unconscious and low. But she had 
full faith that he would rally, and that ber 
prayers would yet be answered. True 
enough, he did improve, and he lived for 
some weeks. Finally, in ae fit of 
deep despondency, Mrs. Kramer, one 
day in her garden at Berne, prayed most 
earnestly for the granting oi her heart’s de-. 
sire. And there came io her, as she de- 
scribed it to her hearers Sunday nighi, a 
deep peace and solemn couviction that her 
prayer would be answered, and that her 
brother would not be allowed to leave the 
world without making his peace with his 
God. Within aday or two there came a ca- 
bie message from her daughter in New York 
telling Mrs. Kramer that a great spiritual 
change bad been experienced by the dying 
man, and that in fact her prayers of twenty- 
five years were ans wered. 

Some time later Mrs. Kramer and her 
husband sailed for New York, and they ar- 
rived the day after Gen. Grant’s death. In 
talking the matter over with Dr. Newman 
she learned that her brother’s change of 
view of spiritual things took place on the 
day of her strange experience in the garden 
8,000 miles away. Mrs. Kramer’s narrative 
made a strong impression on the large audi- 
ence, which listened to her with rapt at- 
tention. 


A NEW MODE OF EXECUTION. 


The Use of Carbonic Uxide as a Humane 
Substitute for Hanging. 

Boston Transcript: Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, 
Secretary of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Health, contributes to the Boston Medical 
and Surgical Journal an interesting paper rel- 
ative to substituting for hanging some bet- 
ter and more humané- method of in- 
flicting the death penaity. In the pres- 
ent state of scientific knowledge of the 
nature and effects upon the human system, 
Dr. Abbott is not prepared to accept it as tne 
best substitute at hand, say.ng of the experi- 
ments which have been made: “It would ap- 
pear from the results that there are serious 
hindrances to the adoption of this subtie 
agent.”” Without considering the man ques- 
tion as to whether some other method should 
take the place of hanging Dr. Abbott says 
that if a change is desirable ‘‘in carbonic ox- 
ide we possess such an agent, which has the 
property of destroying rapidby and painlessly 
when properly admiinistered.”” He refers to 
tne writings of Dr. &. W. Richardson of 
London, who several years ago brought the 
method to public notice for the destruction 
of small domestic animals, such as dogs and 
cats, and especially to Dr. Ruichara- 
son’s statement that 
mals had been destroyed in London in a 
few months previous to the doetor’s article 
on ** fhe Painless Extinction of Life.” Dr, 
Abbott says carbonic oxide’'may be made 
from charcoai at small cogt, or it may be ob- 
tained more cheaply still from the street 
mains or any coal and, water gas com- 
pany. Water gas he considers preferable to 
coal gas, since it contains from four to 
five times as much carbonic oxide, and 
would, therefore, be more rapia and 
fatalin its action. He says: “An atmos- 
phere of 25 to 30 per cent of carbonic oxide, 
asin the case of water gas, or, still better, 
one of 50 per centor more, as may be made 
from charcoal, would undoubtedly destroy 
human life in less than two minutes without 
pain.” He has himself used a mixture of 
about 7 per cent, with air, with perfect suc- 
cess in destroving small animais in from one 
to one anda half minutes without the ap- 
pearance of pain. 

Dr. Abbott goes on to show that the ap- 
paratus for an execution may be of the 
simplest and most inexpensive kind, and 
suggests a tight wooden box three feet square 
and seven feet nigh, a be rebigp eine door, an 
aperture for admitting 4 gas-pipe of liberal 
size tor appiving a rapid supply of gas under 
ordinary pressure from the street mains, 
and a smaller aperture to allow the expulsion 
of the air. If a higher percentage 
of carbonic oxide is desired a smail 
charcoal furnace would be required for 
generating it and storing it temporarily, as 
in the case of Dr. Richardson’s lethal cham- 
ber.

“Compared with other’ metbodsof extin- 
guishing avimal life, such ‘as hanging, drown- 
ing, poisoning ‘y prussic acid, shooting, 
stunning, the lethal method stands far ahead 
on every ground of practical readiness, cer- 
tainly humanity.” In summing up’ vr. 
Abbot: claims for carbonic oxide the 
advantages of painiess death, rapid ac. 
tion, and ecohomy. In htespect to the sec- 
ond point he says: “Its action should aot 
be confounded with the slow action of smail 
percentages of such as is iliustrated by 
the accidental deaths oftén occurring in ho- 
tels. These aimost invariably happen by ex- 
posure to ine gas escaping from a mere pi 
hole or slit in the nas-burner, which conab: 
quently forms but 1 per cent of the air of tne 
apartment, and destroys life slowly.” In re- 
gard to economy, he says that the cost of the 
wooden box would be but a trifie, and the ex- 
pense of 75 or 100 feet of gas scarcely worth 
mentioning when compared with the expen-

[In (ne rear of 
the parlor were hung several maps wita red, 
green, and blue lines on them, and in front 
of them stood a man of venerable appear- 
ance, with long, gray beard tna severe feat- 
ures, a long, thin cane in his hand, with 
which he indicated points and lines on the 
map, and which, when he was talking, 


plain chairs sat a crowd of men. young and 
old,in number like a good-sized class at school 
listening attentively to the explanations of 
the teacher and carefully! following the 
movements of the cane over the maps. Mod- 
est as schoolboys, they asked questions of 
the man with ine cane, who) answered wij!- 
ingly and expkcitly. 

The man with the cane was H. B. Hurd, 
the class were the members of the John A. 
Logan Club, the subject on which they were 
receiving instruction was thé drainage pro}j- 
ect. Mr. Hurd’s authority over them came 
from his superior knowledge of the subject 
to which, as Judge Tuthill, the assistant 
teacher, remarked, he had devoted his life. 
And, indeed, the dry and to many people dis- 
agreeable. subject, was made quite fascinat- 
ing by Mr. Hurd’s exposition of it. 
He sketched merely the general outlines 
of the great project, the mountain peaks as 
Mr. Hurd wouid have said if be was inter- 


in a popular way. At the conclusion one of 
the scholars, Col. Sexton, said the thing bad 
become so interesting that he felt like an- 
nouncing himself a candiaate for Drainage 
Commissioner, but he would not do so. 

“A birdin the hand is worth four in the 
bush,” remarked the assistant teacher, and 
the class chorused the sentiment. Ex-Mayor 
John A. Roche sent his regrets, having other

Mr. Hurd pointed out on his map the Des- 
plains, Chicago, and Calumet basins, and said 
Lhat at the Summit 1,200,000 cabic feet of water 
per minute must find an opening. Then came 
his theory of the cut-off in the north by 
which one-half of that amount could be dis- 
posed of. He added that this would be less 
expensive than to make the v.ain channel 
enough larger to carry off the entire amount.

through the Chicago River into the lake, and 
we will have, what we have now, occasional 
floods that. will anrry the sewage out 
into the lake. But the law does not 
provide the means which will justify the 
entering upon the construction of a cut-off 
unless itis apeanenet § asapart of the con- 
struction of the canal below+—that is, unless 
the contractors say in ofder to keep the wa- 
teraway from their charnel they will do 
both works as cheap as one.’? 

Mr. Hurd described the nature of the 
ground that must be broken/in building the 
canal, following the Despiaines from the 
Summit to Joliet, or taking part of the Lili- 
nois & Michigan Canal from the Chicago 
River to Willow Springs, and then. taking 
the river. The depth would be twenty-three 
feet, the width 160 feet, the current two 
miles an hour. “In order to get an idea of 
this amoupt of water imagine astream twice 
as wide as this street and as deepas to the 
second story of this house,’’ said the teacher. 

He spoke of the fali of seventy-seven feet 
between Lockport and Joliet, and. in reply to 
a question, said it would mean 50,000 horse

ance of bonds it mignt be finished ip seven 
years. Hediscussed at more length the de- 
mands of the single-tax mes, showing that a 
singie-tax in this enterprise, extended over 
the entire drainage district, would amount to 
confiscation for the smal! property-owners. 

He went into the great commercial and 
strategic advantages of a waterway that 
would connect the lakes with the guif, and 
hoped acommission would be elected that 
wouid secure the cojperauon of the General 
Government. He allayed the fears of those 
who were afraid of draining Luke Michigan 
by giving the observations of hydraulic engi- 
neers on the movements of the water of the 
lake. “It would take four years to take one 
foat off the surface of Lakes Michigan and 
Huron if ajl supplies of water were shut off, 
that is, three inches in a year. A good rain- 
storm is sufficient to suppiv al! that.”’ 

Judge Tuthbill, who sat 4s a member of the 
court that determined the boundaries of the 
drainage district, went into some of the rea- 
sons for the decision of the commission and 
dwelt on the necessity of é¢lecting only tre 
best men as trustees. “Itis one of the most 
important questions of the century for Chi- 
cago,” he said. ‘*Unless the people now act 
wisely and with great consideration and 
forethought all previous deliberation will 
have been wasted. If the\people by any mis- 
chance elect a Board of Trustees that would 
be corrupt or waste the money, consider pri- 
vate schemes or ends, it would bea great 
public calamity that would last for all 
time. It is not a matter of _ politics. 
I hope both parties will actin this svirit ani 
nominate for these positions only men of the 
highest and most approved character in 
every respect. Any man will be greatly 
honored by being placed in this position and 
any man who is fit to hold a position ‘upon 
this Board of Drainage Commissioners shouid 
feel that itis one of the greatest honors that 
could be conferred upon him.”’

An tionorabie Merchant, 

Several years ago a Boston merchant failed n 
business, owing many thousands more than he 
could hope to pay, with no/ assets but health, 
strength, and strict integrity. Among his cred- 
itors was @ brother merchant to whom he owed 
$11,000, which in course of time was charged to 
protit and loss and probably forgotten. Some 
years afterward the creditor died, and all evi- 
Geace of tne debt died witb him, his children 
having no knowledge of it. But fickle fortune 
unexpectedly smiled upon the bankrupt, and 
his efforts to recover himself ang regain bis lost 
wealth were cruwned with success. He remem- 
bered his debt, and, outlawed thongh it was, de- 
termined tu pay it. He sought out his creditor's 
chidren, and, reiating the circumstances, in- 
sisted upon their receiving the amount of the 
debt, with compound interest, paying them uap- 
ward of $40,0U0, exacting but'one condition. that 
the fact should never be mentioned publicly, and 
it is now made known for the first time, after he 
has been longin his grave. It is fair to presume

The ingenuity which has been expended in 


devising new and strunge forms of the pun- 


ishment by death would have been worthy a 
better cause. Today all efforts in this direc- 
tion are instigated by a feeling of numansty. 
Execution by electricity has been tried and 
other supposedly painiess methods of execu- 
tion have their advocates. In the past the 
efforts were not to devise quick and easy 
methods of death, but to iavest this extreme 
penaity with all possible terrors. The pur- 
pose Was to inspire criminals with such a 
dread of execution that they would be de- 
terred from the commission of crime, and be- 
youd this the populace demanded the re- 
vengeful pleasure of beholding the agony of 
the offender against the common weal. The 
edifying spectacle of a criminal’s death took 
place in publie that all might receive an ob- 
ject le«son in good behavior from the sight. 

The further back we go to the ages of bar- 
barism the more terrible do we find the 
methods of execution, and we find among the 
nations of the present the humanity of their 
death punishments.vary directly as their 
civilization varies. 

Hanging is the capital punishment in vogue 
in nearly ali civilized countries. Several 
countries, however, —— other modes. 
Ever since the revolution France has used 
the guillotine, acontrivance pamed from its 
inventor, Dr. Joseph Ignace Guillutin. It 
consists of an oblique-edged a heavily 
weighted, sliaing easily between tWo upright 
grooved posts and descending on a biock 


where the head of the eufferer rests. 
It was this machine that decap- 
itated Marie Antoinette and many 


thousands of the royalists. The idea of this 
machine was not wholly original with Guiilo- 
tin and his coworker, Dr. Antoine Louis, for 
a similar contrivance called mannaia in Italy, 
fallbeil in Germany, and “maiden” in Scot- 
land had been in use in those countries dur- 
ing the sixteenth century. 

In Spain and its dependencies the garrote 

The process of garroting is as fol- 
The criminal is seated and leans his 
head back against a support prepared for it. 
An iron collar closely encircles the tbroat, 
and the executioner turns a screw, the point 
of which penetrates the spinai- marrow, 
where it unites with the brain, and causes 
instantaneous death. Formerly the garrote 
was merely a cord put around the neck and 
suddenly tightened by the twist.ug of a stick 
inserted between the cord and the back of 
the neck. Hence the name of this mode of 
execution, garrote, in Spanish signifying stick. 

In Russia criminais are shot by a detach- 
ment of soidiers. In Sweden tose time-hon- 
ored ax is still in use. In Turkey strangula- 
tion by the bowstringis the official capital 


» punishment, although the mode used in the 


remote villages depends upon the whim of 
the Pasha. . 

In China the most severe legal punishment 

is to put a prisoner to death by winding red- 
hot wires about him. Starving to death, 
drowning, and hanging are deaths meted out 
by Chinese law according to the degree of 
the crime, 
’ In Morocco persons convicted of treason 
against the Sultan are put to death by being 
pulled tou pieces with reahot pinchers. In 
the Central African Kingdom of Uganda 
criminals are tied hand and foot and placed 
on ant hills to be eaten alive. On the Upper 
Congo criminais are putto death by beine 
thrown on to a quicksana. In Bechuana Land 
criminals are tied to tne backs of wild zebras 
and sent into the wilderness. 

The Thibetans of the district near the 
head waters of the Irrawaddy have a strange 
and terrible death punishment. The 
Irrawaddy here passes through a narrow 
gorge or cafion fully 1.000 feet deep. The 
gorge has.acurious ftunnel-like property and 
a tremendous wind prevails there nearly ail 
the time. Across the topof the gorgeisa 
beam which is turned by a windlass. A 
swing hangs from the beam 400 feet intw the 
chasm. Great sails or wings project from 
the sides of theswing. The criminal is tied 
in the swing, the windlass is turned, and 
down, down between the dark, gloomy rock 
sides of the gorge he goes into the region of 
the eternal winds, Back-and forth he swings 
in the twilight of that underworld. At noou 
the sun shinesdown through the narrow rift 
above. At night a few stars find a reflection 
in the river below. Swine, swing, beld at 
the end of the rope by a gust stronger tban 
usual, falling back with arush during a lull, 
the swing rises and falls, wntilit is a skele- 
ton » chains that rides on the bosom of the 
wind, 

In the Sooloo Islands the prisoner is put 
in a vise, his head is baif lopped from his 
body, a second vise is gripped about the end 
of his backbone, and it is forcibly torn from 
bis body. ‘ 

In Japan until recently, all political crim- 
inais were forced to commit suicide by hara 
kiri, or disemboweling themselves with two 
swords. 

Even the nations of antiquity cannot af- 
ford exampies of deaths more strange, more 
cruel, more diabolicaily conceived, than 
these. Nay, oue of\ them, ancient Athens, 
gives us an example Of humane punishment 
which no other nation has followed. Her 
crimiaals were put to death by drinking a 
cup of hemlock, the conium maculata, a piant 
which has been naturalized in tne United 
States and grows in every hay field. The 
poison is a narcotic and the person who 
takes it falis asleep and dies, 

The Asiatics are proverbialiy cruel and 
treacherous, and their annais are full of in- 
stances of inhumanity. | Tne death punish- 
ments of the Semitic nations—the Assyrians, 
Hebrews, Chaideans, d their kindred— 
were cruel in the extreme. The unhappy 
prisoners of war and crim\nals were burned 
alive, flayed alive, buried Alive, boiled in oil, 


they wefe put to death 1n any 
cruel ingenuity could suggest. The Bible 
telis us of the custem of sacrifiving chiidren 
to Baal by throwing them into the arms ofa 
red bot iron image, and this was the death 
that met the prisoners of war taken by the 
Kings of the third Assyrian dynasty. 

Persian ingenuity added several methods 
of execution to those used by their prede- 
cessors in the mastery of Asia. Tearing out 
@ man’s tongve and pouring molten brass 
into his ears were the Persian penalties for 
high treason. The *“* punishment of the boat”’ 
was inflicted upon those guilty of conspir- 
ing against the King. Menon the 
Thessaifun, one of the five commanders of 
the Ten Thousand, was put to death by the 
‘*punishment of the boat,’”’ but itwas too 
horrible and unspeakabie a death for Xeno- 
phon to describe. Those interestéd in look- 
ing the matter up will find an account of tne 
punishment in Piutarch’s life of Artaxerxes. 

The Caliphs of Bagdad were accustomed to 
put high maiefactors to death with a mockery 
of magnifivence. The victims were gilded 
all over and paraded through the city in great 
pomp. The pores of the skin being stopped 
by the gilding the men soon perished in theif 
deadly splendor. 

Mitnradates, King of Pontus, put to death 
several thousand Koman tax. collectors by 
pouring moiten lead down their throats. The 
Aztecs treated the captured soldiers of Cortez 
in the sume manner, substituting gold for 
lead. 

The punishments which the Romans dealt 
out to their criminals, prisoners of war, and 
the eariy Christians are too well known to 
need descripuon. 

In ancient Gaul one method of putting a 
man to death was to place him on a hiliside 
and roli logs over him. Tearing peopie apart 
by driving hc rses in different directions was 
an execution often used in Europe during tne 
first twelve centuries of the Christian era. 
Brunnehaut, Queen of the Austrian Franks, 
was put to death jn this manner by Cilotaire 
II., King of Neustria. Later on this mode of 
death became the legal penalty for regicides. 
Francois Ravaiila, the assassin of Henri 
IV., “ Heaori of Navarre,” suffered this death. 

In Helvetia, modern Switzerlaprd, prisoners 
were bound and lowered down in the cre- 
vasses of the giaciérs and left there until 
completely frozen to death. 

Coming down to more modern times we 
find hanging, decapitation, and breaking on 
the wheel to be the legal capital punishments 
throughout Europe. Is Dreuking on tne 
wheel the victim was stretched out upon an 
immense wheel and beaten by heavy ham- 
mers, thus breaking every bone in his body. 
Peine forte et dure was @ punishment used 
in England as late as the reign of Queen 
Abne. In this form of punishment the vic- 
tim’s arms and leg$ were tied to four posts 
and heavy weights piled on his breast uatil 
he died. The Puritans of Massachusetts 
Bay put the Quakers to death in the same 
way. 

The deaths which the French planters of 
Hayti inflicted upon their refractory slaves 
rivai in horror the scenes of Dantes ‘ Iinfer- 
no.”? Drawing and quartering, buraing, and 
bury tng. alive were some of the crueities per- 
petrated upon the helpless negroes by the 
urbane Frenchmen. 

The crueitie¢s of capital punishment are of 
the past. Capitai punishment itself is be- 
cominzg athing of the pasa Imorisonment 
for life is taking its vlace. Several) of our 
States have abolished it. Even conservative 
Engiand is debating tbe advisability of doing 
away with it, and France, Belgium, and

| WUOING THE IRON DUKE. 


Methods Used by the Various Nations of 


THE EXTRAORDINARY DELUSION OF 
A WOMAN'S LOVE CONQUEST. 


Angling for the Affections of Wellington 
for More than 1 wenty Years—HUe Seized 
Her Band and Exciaimed, “0, How I 
Love You,” and “This Must Be for 
Life’—Bat Still, for All That, He Never 
Wed Her—Extracts from the Diary of 
Miss J, 


From the diary of Miss J.: The Duke of 
Wellington in his time fought and won sev- 
eral notable engagements oo fields of war. 
That the ciosing period of his life was marked 
by a seventeen years’ siege of love, in which, 
as became his chafacter, he still played the 
part of victor, 1s, however, a new fact in the 
moving story of the invincible prowess 
that marked the long life of England’s 
Iron Duke. When the Duke bad reached 
the age of 65 years and had been a widower 
for three years, when Waterloo was a twen- 
ty-year-old story and Napoleon had been 
thirteen years in his St. Helena grave, tne 
Duke was called upon to repuise an attack of 
that kind. In the course of seventeen won- 
derfully patient and self-contained years 
no fewer than 390 letters were extracted 
from him, but not a single one in which he 
showed the slightest disposition to capitu- 
late, The last was written in the year be- 
fore he died. when his age was 82, but the 
unconquerabie heart of the hero of many 
wars was stilé perfectly secure in its strong 
castie. The story of the extraordinary de- 
lusion by which a worman wus led to under- 
take such an unequal contest with nature 
and’ man is one of the surprises which the 
books of these times afford. 

Miss J., the unbappy subject of this delu- 
sion, Wasan Englishwoman, about 20 years 
old at the time when the correspondence 
began. Her father belonged to tbe class of 
smaller English gentry. She was vdedautiful 
and well educated, and manyof her asso- 
c ates, then and afterward, were of nobie 
birth. Naturally possessed of great fervor 
in spiritual matters, her devotion had been 
heightened by associations and oy the im- 
puisive and undisciplined mind wi h which 
she was endowed. Middle courses in re- 
ligion were not possibie to her; the tuings 
she did she must do with ail 
her might. Early in her womanhood 
she became attached to a young man who re- 
ciprocated the attachment, but he did not 
rise to her lofty standard in rel gious mat- 
ters, and she decided to give him up. This 
she accordingly aid, though not without a 
struggle. Her attention was then directed to 
a condemned criminal on whom clergymen 
had failed to make any impression. This 
task Miss J. then felt calied upon to under- 
take herself. She met with such success 
that she believea she had a religious mission 
in life, and while in search of an object was 
attracted to the Duke of Wellington. 

SHE UNVERTAKES THE TASK HERSELF. 

Just what she hoped todo with the Duke 
ina religious sense is not exactly clear. “A 
pew birth unto rignteousness”’ for the Duke 
is what she calls her aim, from which, and 
other things, it would seem that she hoped 
to turo his mind from pubiic affairs and 
make a clergyman or revivalist of him. It 
is most curious evidence: of the narrow 
channels which ber mind had moved in 
that at this time she only knew the Duke 
as a statesman; she did not know when 
Waterioo was fought, though it was near tne 
time of her own birth, and, whatis strangest, 
she did not know it was the Duke who had 
conquered Napoleon. Nothing is more ob- 
vious in the book than that the young 
woman, recently disappointed in love, joined 
to her religious anxiety on the Duke’s behalf 
a desire to become his wife. Just how much 
the former sentiment influenced the latter or 
the latter inffuenced the former the reader 
may judge for himself; but the cold stu- 
dent of facts will be tempted to the. con- 
clusion that love and marriage formed the 
first impulse and religion the second. Sev- 
eral times in her diary she declares her be- 
lief that it is the wiilof God she should be. 
come the Duke’s wife, and the editor of this 
volume says her friends have declared that 
she never until the Duke’s death resigned all 
hope of becoming his wife. On the Duke’s 
part there is no real evidence in these letters 
that he had any other feeling towards her 
than those of friendly interest and kindness. 

Toat this unfortunate young lady had a 
conviction to the contrary is most certain, 
but that she had no real ground for it seems 
almost equally a matter of certainty. In her 
diary she declares that the Duke was influ- 
enced by God ‘*to love me above every other 
lady upor earth from the tirst moment he 
beheld me.”? She tirst saw bim in the 
parior of the house where she lived. She 
had sent him a Bible, had written long 
letters show.ng_ great interest in his welfare, 
and at last he had called upon her. “I had 
not the slightest idea,’ she writes, describ- 
ing the meeting, **that the Duke had such a 
beautiful silver head, such as I.diwavs from 
my childhood eadmired.”’ She extended her 
hand to him, saying, “This is kind of your 
Grace,” and be received it “graciously and 
respectfully, but spoke not a word,” She 
asked him be seated, and he acted 
on the suggestion. She then opened a 
large Bible on a table between herself 
and him and began to read while pointing 
ber finger ‘emphatically and with tne &olem- 
nity so important an occasion demanded.” 
All this time tne Duke had not uttered a 
word, according to Miss J., but at this mo- 
ment, “to my astonishment,” says @he, “he 
eagerly seized my hand, exclaiming, *O, how 1 
love you!’”” Qn another occasion he spoke of 
his feeling for her. and declared, “This 
must be for life,’’ asking her if she “felt suf- 
ficient for him to be with him a whole life.” 
Her answer to the questicn was: ‘If it be 
the will of God.” But this testimony is 
wholly Miss J.’s. 

RESULT OF HER PROPOSAL. 

When the Duke had gone she found her 
“perfect peace’? had been interrupted by his 
call. The visit was of a nature so different 
trom what she had anticipated that she felt 
it her duty to ask him to cali na\more. The 
Duke was very willing to comply with her 
request. ‘I entirely concur,” he said, “ino 
the intention which you have communicated 
tome.” But his prompt willingness greatly 
offended Miss J. Not to see the Duke was 
the last thing she mgaily desired. She ac- 
cordingly wrote him a letter full ofscorn and 
resentment, signing it **A Servant of Christ 
and a Child of God,”’ and“ saying: “I sub- 
scribe myself by a title as far exceeding any 
your Grate can possess as the heavens do 
the earth, and which | would neither ex- 
changé hor resign to become tne Empress of 
a:thousand worlds.’”’ The Duke’s repiy was 
&@ polite assurance that to annoy her was the 
thing of all others that he wished to avoid. 
“You must not be so susceptible. Rely upon 
it that mapy years will pass over your head 
before I shall intentionally offend you.”’ 

The patienceof the Duke was extraordi- 
nary. Miss J. was constantly making com- 
plaints and taking offanse. She obviously 
wanted him to treat her with the chivalrous 
consideratiou and sympathy of a man seek- 
ing the way to her heart, and this was the 
last thing that occurred to bim. She had 
once written a long letter describing, among 
other things, the triais of a journey she bad 
made to Harrowgate. He failed in writing 
her to make any sympathetic ailusions to 
these triais, and she reproached him bitterly 
for it. Again he did not sign his name, only 
his initials, and used a piain seal, not 
his own, with a coronet. This was unpar- 
donabie, and ina letter full of italics and 
small capitals she said; ‘* My antipathy to 
the omission of either your name or seal is 
so increased that | beg to decline receiving 
any letter which does not bring with it these 
marks of due respect.”” The Duke replied: 
“| always understood that the important 
parts of a letter were its contents. 1 never 
much considered the signature providea [I 
knew the handwriting, or the seai provided 
it effectually closed the letter.” He ex- 
plained further that he often used his :ni- 
tials wnea his handwriting was known, that 
@ secretary sometimes sealed his ietters, and 
that in the multitude of his correspondence 
one sealiofMen became heated, and in this 
case a blank one may have been used by in- 
advertence, 

WOMAN LIKE, SHE ACCUSES HIM. 

At another time she accused him of 
“brushing up bis chair to her with so much 
familiarity during his last visit,’’ but he an- 
swered after waiting until she had written a 
secund time about it: * The. Duke was ex- 
tremely concerned that Miss J. was dis- 
pieasea. .But he considered it best not to 
aggravate the offense oy writing again. If 
he bad ventured to approach Miss J., or had 
written to her, be mignt have been accused 
of daring presumpton. But he rurposely 
avoided both in order not to give her ground 
for irritation.” She referred to a lock of her 
hair which he sessed, and he replied: 
“ The Duke of. Wellington presents his com- 

liments to Miss J. She is quite mistaken. 

e has so lock of hair of hers. He never 
had one.” | 

Occasionaily oniy does the tone of the 
Duke’s earliest letters betray nis annoyance.

the marvel is that he shows so little. 
editor says: “There seems a tone of 
nation, if not actual despair, in tne notes 
wherein he acknowledged the receipt of this 
flood of pious literature,” Below are some 
of the sharp and telling explanations which 
the Duke was constantly giving later on in 
the correspondence: 

“Itis quite impossible for the Duk® tok 
Miss J.‘s letters. They are in general long, an 
they succeed each other rapidly. If the Ke 
was to keep them they might be seen by 0 
He therefore destroys them as soon as be has 
read and perfectly understands them.” 

“T received in due coutse a letter which you 
were so kind as to write to me on nineteen sides 
of paper under three covers.” 

‘“The Duke is unable to give any other answer 
to Miss J.’s letters excepting his for tak- 
ing the trouble of writing them.” 

“The Duke would earnestly recommend to 
Miss J. not to write to him again,” 

‘Iam very sorry, but my time is so much oo 
cupied and, whiie the Almighty will deign to per- 
mit me to live, will be so occupied as that I shail 
not have leisure to pay visits. I have frequentiy 
expressed my regrets that it should be so, end 
repeat them now.” 

‘* As the Duke stated upon a former, occasion, 
it is a matter of indifference whether J. bas 
eC} the letters or kept them, or sens che 

ack,” ‘ 

In spite of all this Miss J. ceased not to 
write very long letters and to expect answers 
from him. For the most part bis answers 
were merely formal acknowledgments end 
thanks for her interest in his welfare. 
ligious topics, which were the burden of her 
episties, be rarely mentioned in any way. 
She was pot content with sending her own 
letters, but sometimes forwarded letters she 
had addressed to others and asked him to 
read them. Replies which these catled out 
are as follows: i. 

FURTHER CONFESSIONS. 

“T have received your letter in which you have 
inclosed certain letters which you have writ- 
ten to Sir Robert Peel, which I return, [| 
am not the postman, nor the secretary of Sir 
Robert Peel. nor your secretary. 

*T have nothing to add to what I stated in my 
former letters regarding your send'ng me your 
letters addressed to others. I beg that you will 
not doso. To read one letter from you is as 
much as I can do.” 

‘*Field Marshal the Duke of Wellington pre- 
sents his compliments to Miss J. e under- 
stood from a previous letter that it was Miss 
J.’s desire never to hear from the Duke again. 
Therefore be did not write. Nor should he write 
now excepting as a mere matter of courtesy. He 
thus finally takes his leave.” 

Miss J., however, would not stop. She ad- 
dressed nim letter after letter and was not 
discouraged by bis total neglect to answer 
them. ‘hen the news of his death was 
brought to her a letter was ready on her 
desk to be sent to the post-office, Miss J. 
wrote a blind hand, and one of the mistakes 
into which the Duke was led was that she 
desired a joan of movey from bim. 
The fact was she had only described 
to him the necessity she had been under of 
asking her guardian to lend her a cer- 
tain sum, not\yet due, in order to purchase 
furniture. The Duke was quite willing to 


that she would tell him what 
‘*But 1 announce again,”’ 
l never will write upon any 
Of course, Miss J. was ex- 
éd at this, and wrote a long 
and upbraidingNetter. The Duke, in a note 
of apology, said: 

It appears that. it was from her guardians and 
not from me that she intended to borrow money. 
I confess that it frequentiy happens to me to be 
unable to make out Miss J.’s handwriting, anda I 
sometimes do not exactly comprehend what it 
appears to me that she intended to write. This 
is to be attributed to the celerity with which she 
writes. 

As Miss J. grew older her religious bigotry 
increased ra .er than diminished. She had 
a married sister living in this country, and, 
not longafter the Duke’s death, came over 
to hve with ber. But * her peculiarities had 
developed so uapleasantiy that tne trio could 
not live peacefully 1n the same house.” Ac- 
cordingly, until her death in 1862, Miss J. re- 
sided in New York. These letters in the 
meantime have been preserved in a trunk in 
the attic of a country house within thirty 
miles of the city.

The Wine Indastry Encounters Low Prices 
and a Siow Market— Poor Business. 

San Francisco Letter ip the St. Louis Re 
The foremost topic of discussion on 
the coast just now is the depressed condition 
of the great viticultural interest, and toe ab- 
sorbing question 1s how to tlandie and 
where to find a market for 20,000,000 gailons 
of wine that will be made up in California 
within the coming three months. The State 
Government has for years past been quite 
liberal in making appropriations to advance 
the welfare of this, the leading industry of 
California. Private ente:prise, too, and 
much earnest work on the part of leading 
viticulturists have contributed to bring about 
satisfactory results, but itseems as if the 
industry) was fated to undergo the present 
ordeai of depression. It was foreseen years 
ago, when land for grape-growing pur- 
poses was sold at exorbitant figures, then 
followed phylloxera, a pest which has devast- 
ated many vineyards and necessitated the 
planting of resistant stock on a large scale; 
now come low and unuremunerative prices 
for the grapes and wine, ana with high rates 
ot transporiation and the non-existence of a 
good market, the vineyardist hampered with 
mortgage and debt finds himself in.an un- 
fortunate and troublesome predicament, 
Hence bundreds of grape men are talking 
about tearing up their vines and substituting 
ailtafa, wheat, barley, or something else. 

Various propositions are receiving atten- 
tion in the presentemergency. The erection 
of distilleries and the manufacture af brandy 
will be more vigorously proceeded with here- 
after, and it looks as if this was a good move. 
Even the aidof the much abused and de- 
spised Mongoiian 1s being invoked with a 
view to create a market for dried grapes in 
the far-off Orient. The saying that drown- 
ing men will catch at straws receives a fresh 
exemplificauon here. Kicked and cursed by 
nearly every white resident on the coast, the 
little brown tellow sees a fresh lease of life 
here in this indirect appeal to him for sym- 
pathy. He feels happy, too,in this contem- 
plation of the possibility that the restriction 
act may not restrict to the sxtent it was 
thought it would. Therefore it may not be 
** good-by John” after all. 

In coprection with this subject and as an 
evidence that the industry is still in its in- 
fancy, itmay be pertinently asked why a 
good brand of champagne bas never up to the 
present time been made in California. The 
stuff known as Haraszthy’s *‘Eclipse”’ is not 
just exactly what the cultivated label would 
indicate, and wonder may well be expressed 
why in this land of the prolific Mission, the 
Muscat, and other choice varieties of the 
grape Were is no champagne worthy of the 
name manufactured. | 

lf some of our California wine manufactur- 
era will imitate tne example of the late Ike 
Cook of St. Louis instead of bucking against 
the New York importer they may discover 
that they have the ability, means, and re- 
sources for ministering to cultivated tastes 
and giving civilized wine drinkers an article 
that can be appreciated. 

Probably business of all kinds was never 
duller throughout California than itis at the 
present time. From causes that the average 
newspaper correspondent is not called upon 
to investigate, the patural increase of popu- 
lation 1s great and might, with some sem- 
biance of propriety, be used as an argument 
against furtwer immigration from outside 
sources. There is reaily nothing to justify 
un extended movement of population in this 
direction at the preseat time. 1] daiivy meet 
with persons who came bere from the East 
ten, fifteen, and twenty years ago. Nineteen 
out of twenty of tnese men will admit that 
they have not improved ‘“neir condition by 
coming here. They would giadly return to 
their old homes, bat bave ndt the means 
to muke any kind of a showing in business or 
otherwise when they reach there. They are 
compelled to be content at gaining a liveli- 
hood here, and too many are unfortucate 
enough to be unable todo that. If they have 
families depending upon them for support, 
all their energies are urgentiy demanded in 
working out the great problem of sustenance 
aad how to keep the traditional * wolf from 
the door.””

Reed’s Friends Claim That the Maine Man 
Will Get the Bulk of the Votes from 
New York—Cannon Making No Enemies 
—Hitehcock Will Be Marshal—The Chi- 
cago Offices Still Under Discussion— 
General Washington News. 

WasuincTon, D. C., Nov. 23.—{Special.]— 

Mr. T. B. Reed’s friends are calmly waiting 

for a meeting of the New York delegation, 

which wiil probably he held in Washington 
next Tuesday. They profess to believe that 
their candidate’s conference with Bosses 

Belden and Platt in New York has steadied 

his waveritig lines, and that while it may not 


- be wise to seek to enforce the unit rule they 


will capture eighteen of the nineteen New 
York votes. When the delegation meets 
and resolves to support Reed, they deciare 
the tide whichis now running McKunley’s 
way gwill be-turned, and, thenceforth no- 
body will be in the field but Reed. The Ma- 
jor’s managers in New York, however, have 
not been idle, ana his lieutenants here, who 
have received advices, laugh at tne claims of 
the Reed men. They profess to feel certain 
that Piatt is still keepimg his hends off, and 
they won’t concede fifteen votes in New 


‘York. The Western candidates are not 


much concerned over these rivalries of Mc- 
Kinley and Reed. Each one of them has a 
personal friend or two in the New York del- 
egation, but they have not been disposed to 
reach out for support in that direction. 
Their energies have been given to concen- 
trating the West on the theory that New 
York and New England would be practicaily 
solid for Reed. 

Mr. Henderson’s friends are doing an 
amount of work that is liable to iead to asur- 
prise for those who have not been counting 
on his being a dangerous candidate. His 
cahvass is being conducted quietly, but his 
friends are gathering about him and are 
hopeful.

WORK OF LYNCHERS IN VIRGINIA, 


Robert Biand, a Negro, Taken from Prince 
George County Jailand Hanged. 

Pererspure, Va., Nov. 23%.—[Special. |— 
Robert Bland, the negro who criminally as- 
saulted a little daughter of ex-Senator 
Charles Gee, in Prince George County, Thurs- 
day evening, was taken from jail last night 
by a body of masked men and hanged toa 
tree just outside the court yard. After 
hanging him the contentsof several guus 
were emptied into the body, which was fairly 
riddied with buckshot. Tne body was _ left 
hanging on the tree until this morning. 

Biand was brught to the county jail yes- 
terday afternoon and turned over to Henry 
King, the jailer, who isacolored man. Last 
night about midnight a body of masked men 
armed with dovbie-barreled guns went to 
King’s house, about a quarter of a 
mile from the court-house, and demanded 
the keys of the jail. King refused to open 
the door, and tola them he would not give 
them the keys. The lynchers then replied: 
“We wiil give you five minutes to get the 
keys for us. If youdon’t give them up then 
we wili fire into vour house.” 

The five minutes passed, and as King did 
not make his appearauce the order was given 
to fire, and a voiley was poured into King’s 
house. This hud the desired effect. King 
appeared at the door, and the keys were 
taken from him. The lynchers thes started 
for th2 jail, and went to the cell in which 
Bland was confined. He begged piteousiy 
for his life, but was taken from the cell and 
hanged. ‘The names of the.lynchers are not 
known.

bank system which a Philadeiphian has re- 
cently explained to him. This gentleman, a 
Mr. Horace J. Smith, has prompted the 
formawon of an association, of which -he is 
President. The association is sending pe- 
tiuions for signatures all over the country. 
These petitions will be sent to Congress ask- 


- ing toem to pass a law. Mr. Smith wants 


Congress to authorize a card which can be 
Used as a saving card only. Children or any 
and affix them 
to these cards. These can be redeemed at 
the post-offices, or can be reguiarly deposited 
When the card is full. As un experiment the 
penny provident fund was established by 
the charity crganizution society of 
New York City. Among the directors 
are Abram 8S. Hewitt and Charles S8. 
Fairchild. Children are provided with deposit 
cards. When they have any penniee they 
tuke them to the office. If they have but a 
penny they geta one cent stamp, which is 
‘pasted on the card. If they have five or ten 
cents they get a five or a ten cent stamp. 
When they want to draw out their money 
they surrender the card bearing the un- 
their face 
value. This little institution in. New York 
Was established less than five months ago. 
In that time over $2,000 has peen depdsited 
With one agent. Over 4,000 children have 
taken out cards. 

When it was laid by Mr. Smith before Mr. 
Wanamaker, the Postmaster General said he 
regretted that there was oo law under 


banks. Mr. 
Wanamaker asked what could ve 
done with the money that would be 
placed in the hands of the Government by 
the big and little depositors. In reply Mr. 
Smith proposes first that the savings which 
were deposited at post-oftices could be trans- 
ferred to the treasuries of the the States in 
Which the money originates. This would 
give forty-two savings banks, disburse the 
money, and decentralize its custody. The 
National Government would be responsibie, 
and while the people would.receive a low in- 
terest, say 2 per cent, they would have abso- 
‘lute security, and depositors could deposit or 
draw out their money wherever they nhap- 
pened to be. 

The States could use this money for in- 
ternal improvements orit could ve loaned out 
to municipaities, as is done in England, and 
the interest paid would recoup the National 
Government for its services. In the second 
place Mr. Smith suggests that the money de- 
posited at the post-offices should be. trans- 
mitted to the incorporated savings banks. 
These, Mr. Smith admits, seem to be the only 
suitable places at this time to which the sav- 
ings of the people could be directed.

CHARGED WITH CUTTING THE TUNNEL. 


Grave Accusations Against Johan O’Brien, 
a Water Works Expert. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 23.—Several months 
ago John O’Brien of New York City came 
here with a picked gang of men to Work on 
the new water works tunnel. He was to 
overcome the quicksand. He did what he 
was hired todo. The quicksand, eighty feet 
under Lake Erie and 700 feet from shore, was 
successfully passed and the compressed air 
was let out of the tunnel. One afternoon 
there Was great excitement in the tunnel. 
Bricks tumbidd out of its side, and quicksand 
and water came pouring in. The workmen 
fled for their lives and escaped death ina 
remarkable manner. An investigation proved 
that the brick wall of the tunnel had been 
cut purposely, and O’Brien was suspected of 
having done it. The contractor and city offi- 
cials declared that O’Brien had cut the wall 
in order to prolong his engagement at afancy 
salary. The matter was laid before the grand 
jury, where it is said one of O’ Brien’s picked 
men turned State’s evidence, and the result 
was an indicunent against the New) York 
diver. He was arrested tonight and locked 
up ip the county jail. 


AN IOWA CLERGYMAN COMMITS SUICIDE, 


The Rev. Martin F. Horensen of Council 
Biuffs Takes His Own Life. 

Councit Buiurrs, Ia., Nov. 23.—At noon to- 
day the body of the Rey. Martin Ff. Horen- 
sen, an Episcopal clergyman, was found in a 
woodshed in the rearof his premises with a 
deep gash in the left side of the neck and 
another on the left wrist, from which he 
had bled to death. It was a case of delib- 
erate suicide, as shown by the surroundings, 
He had taken a bedcomfort from the house, 
spread itupon the floor of thé woodshed, re. 
moved his coat and rolled it up so 
as to make a pillow for his. head. He 
then sat down upon the improvised couch 
and inflicted the wounds that resulted in his 
death. Itis supposed he committed the act 
on Friday afternoon, as he had not been seen 
from 3 p. m. that day until his body was dis- 
covered today at noon. Temporary insanity 
is the oniy reason that can be ascribed. He 
was sixty-four years of age aud was rector of 
an Episcopal chureh at Atlantic, la., but 
resided in this city. é 


IMPRISONMENT FOR NINETY-NINE YEARS. 


The Verdict of the Jury in the Waidron 
Murder Case at Sprin efiela. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ili., Nov. 23.—[Special. ]— 
The trial of Theophilus: Waldron, alias 
‘“* Moonlight,” a negro bootblack, 16 years 
old, for the marder of George Murray, a 
Chicago plumber, in the Court-House Park 
the 7th of July last, came to @ close in the 
Circuit Court this morning. ' The jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, and fixed the 
term of imprisonment at nin@gty-nine years, 
The verdict is a general surprise. Murray 
was drunk at the time of the killing, and 
picked a quarrel with Waidron, who claims 
to have killed him in self-defense.

— Folly of the Authorities.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—-Although there is a lit- 
tle bit of stir going on in |the political world 
owing to the natural anxiety of the Glad- 
stonians to find out exactly where they stand 
and to the growing perplexities of the Con- 
servatives, yet the main mterest still centers 
round these dreadful social scandals to which 
I referred last week and to which | am com- 
pelled to return, for although many of the 
great London papers maipjtain silence with 
regard to them, the public/are not Silent. In 
every circle these scandaig and the events to 
which they are likely to give rise form the 
continual subject of discussion. 
be otherwise considering |the names which 
are associated with them. As far as 
supposing that the newsyapers have 
the power, by keeping silence, to 
bush up the whole affair, that is the most 
hopeless of delusions. Thp secret” 1s now 
an open dne, and too maniy: persons are de- 
termined that 1t shall comé out to afford any 
chance of permanent concealment. Let the 
ruilty persons be brought to justice, That is 
the first, last, and inevitable requirement of 
the situation. There is np compromise pos- 
sible, and there ought to be none. The in- 
jury that is caused by the present state of 
affairs is incalculable, Scandai-mongers are 
going about repeating the names of entirely 
innocent persons and accusing them of com- 
plicity with the crimes. In this way the list 
increases hour by hour until, if one listened 
to all that is said, it might |be supposed that 
half the meu of fashion about town were in-. 
volved. Conjecture runs wild, and scarcely 
any one is spared. Fire of this kind soon 
spreads, and it 1s impossible to say where it 
will stop. 

WALES SEEKS THE TRUTH. 

For this reason among others, and guided 
by his usuai discretion and| knowledge of the 
world, the Princé of Wales immediately on 
his return to London this week determined 
to getatthe truth and to use the whole 
weight of his great influence against any 
further attempts at condeaiment. He has 
been absent from London! the greater part 
of the time this vile affair has been the 
theme of public rumor and of course he can’t 
be held responsibie directiy or indirectiy for 
what has been done or left pudone to put the 
offenders in the dock. Helisinot Minister of 
Justice, but he duubtiess has a correct ap- 
preciation of the infinite mischief that would 
be occasioned by efforts to screen the crim- 
inals simply because they occupy high sta- 
tuons in society. If anything could strike a 
deadly blow at what may be called aristo- 
cratic institutons it would be _ that 
fact. The tongue of rumor has now 
been darted at so | many persons 
in the vory highest circles that for the pro- 
tection of society itseif prosecution is indis- 
pensable. There is not th@ least reason to 
doubt that some of the ‘*‘ gentiemen,’’ to give 
them their conventional name, who have 
been traced to the abominable house went 
there innocently. They were taken there by 
friends merely to see what was going on, and 
itis possible that some of them thought it 
was agambling house. t any rate that 
wili be the defense set up. In a few cases, of 
course, it wili be for the jury to decide 
whether this is a credible story. The actual 
proof of guilt cannot bearrived at in all 
cases. That is\a rock on which the news- 
papers that publish names dre likely to come 
to grief. They cannot possibly hold evidence 
which will be requisite to urove their accu- 
sations. : 

TO BE AIRED IN PARLIAMENT. 

But is there no evidence in existence? 
There is, and upon that will hang a good deal 
when Parliament meets, for I may as well 
tell you at once that several members of Par- 
liamentare fully resolved that everything 
shall be dragged into the light of day. They 
will be found, as a rule, on the Radical side 
of the House of Commons. No doubt politi- 
cal motives may inspire the course of action 
in certain instances, but it must be said that 
there is great indignation in many quarters 
over the manner in which) persons who are 
well known to have been guilty have been 
suffered toescape. Home Secretary Matthews 
cannot possibly be ignorant of the circum- 
stances connected with these proceedings. 
At any rate it was clearly his business to 
kuow all about them, Consequently 
there will undoubtedly’ be a § formi- 
dable attack made upon him when 
the session opens. I have heard it stated 
that the Radicals confidently anticipate be- 
ing able to drive him from office on the 
strength of the indictment they are prepared 
to bring forward. But Mr, Matthews is a 
shrewa man, and [I much doubt whether he 
has done anything which can properly render 
him amenable to severe party censure. 

THREATENED MUNRO’S LIFE. 

How the case stands as regards Munro, the 
Chief Commissioner of Pbplice, cannot be 
disclosed at the present moment, but it 1s 
pretty certain that an extraordinary influ- 
ence has been brought to bear upon him to 
restrain him from doing his duty. Thereisa 
story whispered that a friend or relative of 
one of the persons implicated went into Mun- 
ro’s room and threatened to take bis life there 
and then if he proceeded one step further 
in the proceedings, which seemed to be 
pending. It is not likely, however, that 
Munro would have been seriously frightened 
by threats. Entreaties and| arguments may 
have had greater effect. Certain it is that 
he has notacted. Why? That is what the 
members of Parliament in question are de- 
termined to find out, and: I do not see what is 
to prevent them. “The injury to public 
moralis,’’ some one may say}/ but is no injury 
done to public morals by allowing ring !ead- 
ers in the violations of the law. which 
are now “notorious, tt escape scot 
free? Is there no harm done in per- 
mitting rumors which now fill tne town and 
which are spreading all over Europe to 
reach and perhaps destroy innocent persons! 


'These are questions whick have to be con- 


sidered besides the simple issue whether it 
would not be better to bury the entire affair 
in oblivion. It might be better to do so if you 
could. But suppose you cowid and that day 
after day guiltless persons dre being dragged 
into the most hideous scandal of the present 
century. In that case publi¢ morality seems 
to call for action, and to call) for it in a man- 
ner which willtake no reftisal.. That is the 
point we have arrived at. | 
AN AXISTOCRATIC LIST. 

Today @ list has been handed to me of 
alleged guilty persons, and upon it I find 
names of these who are kfhuwn to all and 
whom I, for one, cannot believe to be truly 
charged. [have reason to | believe that this 
list isin the possession of at least four Lon- 
don editors. its existence |and’ circulation 
show the necessity of putting an end to the 
present mystery. Of the persons here set 
down as innocent, as I cannot doubt is the 
case, at least in some instances, what horri- 
bie wrong is inflicted on them by the foul 
stain which is now cast upon their names! That 
is again and again the consideration which 
must recur and which, should the authorities 
foolishly suppose that permanent conceal- 
iInent 18 possible, of course there will present- 
ly be some paper or otner a little boider than 
a local paper which has been hauled up to- 
day vhat will publish tne whole list.

The|/ answer seems 
to be obvious, The’ |) petty unaer- 
lings are not the persons the pub- 
lic wants to get at..Bring out the men 
whose money started’ the house and kept it 
up and by whom the revolting practices with 
catamites were actually committed. That is 
What the public require, and) they will pave 
their Way in the end no matter who may op- 
pose them. At the time I am |writing another 
consultation is going on at the Home Office.

No oppo- 
siuon was offered to issuing tne 
judicial sanction asked for in this case, 
and it was therefore at once granted. Lord 
Euston was not present, but Lionel Hart, on 
hisebehalf, put in an affidavit in which 
he had Euston say: “The atrocious livel 
that I have been guilty of an impossible 
and unspeakable crime is absolutely without 
‘foundation. It is also without foundation 
that I Have left the country and gone to 
Paris.”’

ASKING FOR OSCAR W.:NEEBE’S PARDON. 


for a summons 


Strong Petitions Presented to Gov. Fifer 


Asking for Executive Clemency. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Nov. 23.—[Special.|— 
Louis W. H. Neebe of Chicago was here to- 
day in consultation with Gov. Fifer asking 
for the pardon of his brother, Oscar W. 
Neebe, who is serving a fourteen year sen- 
tence at Joliet for participation in the Hay- 
market riot. The original petition presented 
some time ago bears the signatures of nearly 
9,000 prominent business-men of Chicago and 
others. It states that Neebe always had the 
reputation of a respectable, hard-working 
citizen, whose actions in convention with 
certain labor organizations involved him in 
the consequences of the Haymarket mas- 
sacre; Mat he is innocent of any connection 
with the tragedy, and had no knowledge or 
suspicion that violence was to be offered 
either to the police or citizens; that he has 
already been sufficiently punished for his im- 
prudence or folly for his connection with 
said associations;, that his conviction has 
killed his wife, and his three children need 
the restraining hand of a parent’s guidance. 

Neebe himself makes.a pathetic appeal to 
the Governor, in which he avers his inno- 
cence and relates the circumstances con- 
necting him with the crime. 

Louis Neebe today presented to the Gov- 
ernor a petition signed oy the foreman of 
the grand jury which indicted his brother, 
signed by every member except William 
Bartels, who has since died. He was accom- 
pene by the’ foreman of the grand jury, 

ohn N. Hill ad Ev &. Dreyer, one of its 
members, ) personally appeared before 
the Governor in Neebe’s -behalf. This peti- 
tion sets up that after the reconsideration of 
the evidence presented to the grand jury on 
which the indictment was returned, and rea- 
sons for which they esteemed it their duty to 
indict him, and in the light of additional 
facts presented at the subsequent trial, they 
now deem it their duty for the best interests 
of the State and society to state they consider 
the punishment already inflicted upon Neebe as 
fully commensurate with hiscrime. Personal 
appeals have n made by Senator Farwell, 
Abner Taylor, Francis A. Hoffmann Jr., H. W. 
Lehmann, anda numover of others. Judge 
Gary has also written a letter to the Govera- 
or, but does not unqualifiedly recommend 
pardon, and Judge Grinnell, who prosecuted 
the case, refuses to recommend executive 
clemency. The members of the last General 
Assémbly have also presented a separate pe- 
tition for Neebe’s release. Leonard Swett, 
before his death, wrote the Governor: “It 
is my belief that Oscar W. Neebe is not guilty 
of the conspjfacy alleged. The evidenve 
against him amounted to almost nothing. 
Had he been tried separateiy there is no 
doubt.he would have been acquitted. I think 
he ought to be purdoned.”’ : 

Congressman William E. Mason says: ‘I 
never thought the evidence in his case suffi- 
cient to convict,”’ 

The Governor took no action 1n the case to- 
day, but will set a day for the full hearing of 
the case before taking final actuon.

The Widow of the Late Confederate Lead- 
er Relates the History of Her Marriage 
During the Troubious Times of the Re- 
bellion—Trials That Ended in Happiness 
After the Cruel War Was Over—An In- 


teresting Story. 

New York Herald; In the United States 
Pension Office of Washington, D. C., there 1s 
a lady employé—a tirst-class clerk—whose 

=< history is not only ex- 
ceptionally interesting 
but in a sense nation- 
ally so, for to her be- 
longs the. honor of 
bringing about a fra- 
ternal union of the 
blue and the gray who 
survived the late War 
of the Rebellion. The 
firstinterest, however, 


attaches to her as the 


widow of the late Con- 
federate Gen. George 
Pickett, whove bravery 

MRS. GEN. PICKETT, and manliness both 
sides concede. : 

All mankind—and we grant at once that 
they only are judges of what constitutes 
womanly beauty—consider Mrs, Pickett a 
beautiful woman. She is above medium 


| height. Her figure is all soft lives and 


curves. Her eyes and ber hair are black, the 
first large, melting, or flashing as is her 
mood, Her hands and feet are small, and 
her taste in dress1s good. She 1s still in her 
early forties and as charming as when she 
became a bride at fifteen, with that addition- 


al grace of manner which comes only with 


maturity and experience. 

On a recent occasion Mrs Pickett was per- 
suaded by the writer to go intothe details 
of tiie fact so often simply stated that after 
the close of the war Gen. Pickett and wife 
souxht safety from possible: arrest for trea- 
son by an incognito residence in Canada. 
She said: 

‘*AslItold you once before, I was only 15 
when I was married; my home was in pos- 
session of the Yankees, My lover was on 
the other side—Gen. Pickett. Our wedding 
day was at hand and he could not come for 
me, but he managed to communicate with 


me. All stratagems are fair in love and war. . 


My family got permission to go through the 
lines, and Gen. Pickett with a guard came as 
far on the way to meet me as hedared. We 
met half-way, and were married at Peters- 
burg by the Rev. Dr. Platt. We at once went 
into the field, and I must say I was happier 
in the midst of ‘war’s alarms’ than 1 was 
while at home witb absence and anxiety for 
companions. 
CONVERTED BY GRANT. 

‘TT wus as arrant a little rebel as the 
South ever provided. I did not believe a 
Yankee could be as refined and intelligent a 
gentleman as those on our side; nor did I 
think them as well educated or as brave. I 
would scarcely look at one, much less shake 
hands. All this amused my husband, for he 
was educated at West Point, was a cosmo- 
politan, and looked upon my opinions as the 
ill-formed ideas of a mere girl. A change in 
my sentiments came about after the war in 
this wise. We had become self-imposed 
exiles, because we supposed 
ive participants, such 
would be. punished for 
fled to Canada under 
movher’s family name of Edwards, and we 
were as poor and obscure as church mice. I 
will tell vou about that directiv. Well, after 
various vicissitujes and remaining there a 
year and a half, Gen. Grant heard of our 
case, and he telegraphed to Gen. Pickett that 
he could return to the States, as the ‘terms of 
the surrender wotild be carried out.’ Were- 
turned to New York, and areception was 
given to my husband by, old comraces in che 
city, and so many Union officers came to see 
us and treated us so kindly, were so weil ed- 
ueated, so refined, I was heartily ashamed of 
my former estimate of a Yankee, especially 
after Gen. Grant offered to make my hus- 
band Marshal of Virginia. 

“To give some expression to my feelings, 
on our return to Virginia I thought I would 
have my husbvdand’s watch, which was an 
heirloom, engraved unknown to him and pre- 
sent it to him on the anniversary of the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg to indicate to him my 
changed sentiments. I thought by giving all 
the battles in which he had fougbt during 
the Mexican War and as a Confederate, and 
by crossing the flags to symbolize the union 
of the blue and the gray, that I could do 
so. No jeweler in Richmond would en- 

rave sucha piece of ‘treachery to the South.’ 

ublic sentiment was against any such 
feeling being expressed, and I had to send it 
to Baitimore to have it done, after which I 
had the pleasure of giving it to my husband 
on the anniversary of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, as | had planned. 

IN DESPERATE NEED. 

‘Returning to our Canadian experience, as 
I said, we were without any resources. Our 
home, our country, our cause, 6ach was lost. 
I was only sixteen and a haif years old and I 
felt our situation deeply. I had’‘a young 
child, a voice, and a tolerable education. 
These last I looked upon as capital. My hus- 
band could not get enough to do to support us. 

“One Sunday I was desperate. went 
aloné mito St. John’s Episcopal Church. We 
were at Montreal. I had on my wedding 
dress, which was a dove colored luster with 
a dove colored, drawn silk poke bonnet with 
pink roses under the brim. I wore a wide 
turn down collar and a large black silk visite, 
and I looked like aguy, but it was all the 
finery I had since the war, and close turbans 
had succeeded poke bonnets, while visites 
had gone entirely out of style, ana high linen 
collars only. were worn. Still 1 was 
too proud to make any = sign. I 
waiked daringly into that church and 
up mnto the choir loft and sat down in the 
singers’ seat. When the service began I be- 
gan to sing, and pretty soon the chorister 
noticed me. Coming over he asked me to 
take the contraito’s place, she being absent 
that morning. lt wasa simple service and 
not unfamiliar to me; so | sung my best and 
had the satisfactioa of seeing the faces of 
the congregation turn, one by one, until at 
the close of the service—well, the chorister 
ergaged me on the spot. Ifeltas if my go- 
ing there had been or was a special provi- 
dence, for it kept the wolf from the door. 

‘* Yes, [have seen a greut variety of life 
—had as Many ups and downs as the heroine 
of a romance; but I was most touched by my 
reception at Gettysburg, July 4, 1887, when 
the soldiers’ monument was dedicaied, and 
the blue and the gray veterans met there. 
My husband’s old comrades, and the courte- 
sies shown me by the Pemnsylvania troops 
obliterated all bitterness of feeling, and I 
now feel that for me there is no’ North nor 
South, but my country and my countrymen, 
as all are equally brave and generous.”’

‘A SCHEME TO ROB fHE TAXPAYERS. 

There is one Socialistic-Democratic scheme 
in connection with the election of the Drain- 
age Trustees which must be fought at the 
primaries, in the conventions, and at the 
polls. If itis not defeated it ‘means the im- 
position of such a burden of taxation as this 
city has never known, a permanent blow at 
its prosperity, and the conversion of what 
was meant to be a great sanitary work into a 
scheme which. will tax the gitizen out of 
house and home, The plan is get forth in the 
foilowing resolution of a quasi-labor organi- 
zation: 

Resulved, That we will use our entire fmfiuence 
to elect such men as are opposed to the contract 
system and will .carry oa the work by day's work, 
so that labor will have the benefit instead of the 
contractor. 

The real meaning of this is that the tax- 
payers shall be compelled to pay twice as 
much as the work done is worth, and that 
“sojering’? and politics are to control the 
whole work. | 

Following is the section of; the Drainage 
act which deals with the question of con- 
tracts: 

Seo. 11. Allcontracts for work to be done by 
such municipality, wwe expense of which will ex- 
ceed $500, shall. be jet to the lowest responsible 
bidder therefor upon not less than sixty days 
public notice of the terms and conditions upon 
which the contract is to be let having been given 
by publication ina newspaper of general circuila- 
tion published in said district, and the said board 
shall have the power and authority to reject any 
and all bids and readvertise, | 


The intent of the law is plain enough. It 
is that all work costing over $300 shall be iet 
by contract to the lowest bidder, But the 
consulting lawyer of rhe 3 of Trustees 
which is anxious to make politics out of it 
by the day’s work can easily construe it as 
meaning that the Trustees ara not obliged to 
do any part of the work by contract—that it 
is optional with them, and that if they see fit 
they can hire foremen and overseers and la- 
borers themselves, and pay them whatever 
they please, and allow ‘‘sojering’’ to go on 
until the cost of the work is doubled. That 
interpretation will assurediy.be put on the 
law if a majority of the men who are elected 
next month are 10 sympathy with this. social- 
istic demand, which it is intended to make 
one of the planks of the Demoeratic platform 
if that element can control the convention. 

The substitution of dawdling day’s labor 

for contract work means that the Trustees 
must do everything themselves. They must 
build the dredges that are to be used in tho 
clay part of the channel, and hire by the day 
the men to manage them. They must build 
the derricks, the air drills, the steam en- 
gines, and other machinery, .and make all 
the explosives that are to be used in the rock 
cut. They, with no experience whatever in 
the business, will proceed t6 invest muilions 
of dollars in a@ plant which will be of no 
earthly use when the work is done, or whicb 
will be worn out before it is‘! haif done by 
negligent and careless day-working hired 
méa. 
- This is the smaliest item of loss. Every- 
body knows that the work done for a private 
individual is more efficient than that fora 
city, even under the best of conditions. . In 
this case the conditions will be of the worst, 
for tne Trustees elected on such a platform 
will be “in politics” upto thecyes. Their 
main desire, like that of the men ‘“sojer- 
ing”? under them, will be to make the big job 
last as long as possibie, and to make a place 
fur the greatest number on the pay-roll that 
can be crowded on. Millions of days’ work 
may be charged for. by the bosses that were 
never performed by means of ficti tious pay- 
rolls. Thisisan old trick. Each man, from 
high to low, knowing his job is a “ political” 
one, ana that it is given him as a “soft 
snap,” will exert himseif as liftle as he can 
in order to prolong the job. The timekeepers 
will not be hard on the ‘* boys.”’ 

There wili be frequent demands from one 
set of men for more wages, and always at 
election times in the city or gounty. Thev 
will get the advance of course for political 
reasons. It will come out of the pockets of 
the taxpayers, not of the Trustees. When 
one set asks for more and gets it all the 
others wiil follow suit. Month by month 
there will be more wages paid*for less labor 
and more loafing. | 

That the taxpayers of Chicago may under- 
stand how this will affect them, they must 
bear ia mind that they now pay annually in 
taxes about five million dollars in round 
numbers. The cost of the drainage work, 
econcmically managed, will be at least fifteen 
million dollars, or their total taxes for three 
years. Each man’s share of the expense 
will be thrice what he now pays any year for 
taxes. If the demagogues who want to cut 
the channel by day’s work get control, it 
will necessitate paying six to ten times a 
year’s taxes. Mayor Cregier puts the cost 
by day’s work at thirty millions. But it will 
far outrun his most sanguine expectations. 
There is no telling what sum it will swell to. 
If the patience and purse of taxpayers bold 
out it may run upto fifty or sixty millions by 
day’s work and the scheme, so necessary 
from. a sanitary point of: view, will not be 
finished during the lifetime of the present 
generation. This ig the aemagogic danger 
which is now menacing this city. 


THE INTELLECTUAL GROWTH OF CHICAGO. 

Under the not very refined caption of 
‘* From Hogs to Books” the Cleveland Leader 
pays Chicago a handsome tribute for its 
rapid evolution from ‘‘a rude and boisterous 
town, destitute of real society and devoted 
wholly to money-making,”’ to |*‘a dentre of 
art, literature, and music, as wéllas of wealth 
and population.” It ‘adds to the justness of 
the Leader’s observation that this evolution: is 
not a mere tancy, but something tangible and 
real. It is proceeding so fas$, indeed, that 
the people of Chicago themselves can hardly 
keep pace with it. Few of thefi thoroughly 
realize what a splendid and permanent foun- 
dation is being laid here for the artistic and 
intellectual growth of the city and for all 
those things which make for ‘*sweetness and 
light.”

Such 1s the outlook of young Chicago. In 
a quarter of a century it “has reached that 
degree of taste and leisure growing out of 
the accumulation of wealth which the older 
cities have attained only after) three or four 
times as iong a period. The Leader aptly 
points out one of the indirect) influences of 
this evolution when it savs: ** The Eastern 
people who imagine that the West thinks only 
of wealth and business in its aspirations and 
struggles are destined to be’ as much sur- 
prised as those who have refused to recogaize 
Chicago as aformidable competitor for the 
Columbus Fair of 1892.’’

pocket. The Herald was then asked whether 
tne manufacturers could havé continued in 
business without either cutting the wages 
pail the labor employed in the fidal manipu- 
lation or the price of the materials they 
used, the value of which consists mainly of 
labor. | 

That question it will not answer, because 
it cannot withouteowning jup its gross 
blunder. Instead of honestly) owning up it 
“takes to the brush’ and begins talking 
vehemently about certain cotton/ spinners 
ana their alleged profits. It picks out a few 
exceptional mills, in an exceptiowal industry, 
in an exceptional city, and coycétudes tnere- 
from that the thousands of otner industries 
of all kinds in thousands of other places are 
equally flourishing !

A TARIFF OBJECT LESSON. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 22.—J. F. Wicks, of 
the Wicks Manufacturing Company of this city, 
manufacturers of woolen goods, assigned yes- 
terday for the benefit of his creditors. In a 
published statement Mr. Wicks attributes his 
failure to the discrimination made by the late 
Secretary Manning on the classification of piece- 
dyed worsted, He says that prior to 1856 the 
company did:a good business, but American 
worsteds declined in price after the department 
ruling, as imported worsteds came in under light 
duties, and the demand for the home: articie 

ractically ceased, The mill has eighty-nine 

ooms and employs 175 bands. , 


Thisillustrates forcibly what Tue TRIBUNE 
has been saying uf the effect the repeal of 
the tariff would have on protected industries. 
The ruling of Secretary Manning cut down 
the duty on the class of goods which this 
Worcester firm was manufacturing about a 
half, and threw on the American market 
foreign goods offered for a lower price than 
the home manufacturer could afford to sell 
his products for with the existing rate of 
wages. The Senate Tariff bill provided fer 
restoring the old duty, but it failed to pass, 
and at last, after fighting as long as he could 
and hoping there might come some change in 
conditions, this particular manufacturer has 
gone to the wall. | 

As his line of business alone was affected 
by this ruling he could not force down the 
wages of his 175 hands, as it would be easy 
for them to find workin other mills making 
articles which still had ample protection. 
But if the tariff had been repealed altogether 
and all the 253,000 manufacturers of the 
United States were affected alike, their em- 
ployés would have been compelled to work 
for free-trade pay, as if they did not take it 
there would be no other job for them to fall 
back on. It would be *“*Hobson’s choice ”’ 
with them, 


THE SHARE OF THE WORKER. 

It is surprising that any otherwise intelli- 
gent journalist can advocate and indorse to- 
day the absurd claim made by one of the An- 
archists when on trial in this city for mur- 
der. Itvis true that the statement in regard 
to labor taking only one-fifth of the selling 
value of buildings and movable property may 
apparentiy be supported by reference to cen- 
sus statistics, but that is -only because the 
data there found are egregiously misunder- 
stood. The error arises out of tne fact thar 
each manufacturer maxing returns rates as 
raw material ail that he buys, though that 
may previously have passed through several 
different processes, at the end of each of 
which it was rated as so much finished prod- 
uct. 

A contractor who employs a large number 
of hands in the construction of residences in 
one of our suburbs was. asked the other day 
how large a proportion of the sum received 
by him for those structures was paid out for 
labor. He replied: “It will average just 
about 20 per cent.” But nearly the whole of 
that is paid for work done on the site, He 
stated in response to subsequent questions 
that all the lumber is delivered to him sawed, 
and much of it has gone through the planing- 
mill. His sash and doors anda blinds dre 
bought from the factory, and the hardware 
is supplied ready to be affixed where needed. 
The material which is to him “raw’’ has 
already had ‘expended upon it a vast 
amount of labor. The bricks and tiles 
were molded and burnt, the _ stone 
quarried and hauled, the lumber 
cut down, sawed, cured, transported, and 
worked into shape, the giass and paint made 
eisewhere, the pipes and other material for 
plumbing and gas-fixtures tne results of in- 
telligent labor in this or other cities, and the 
locks, bolts, and nails procured from firms 
making speciaities of their mauufacture. 
Then, for the transportation service itself 
much the largest part is paid in compensa- 
tion for labor. There is not only the man- 


Te 


‘ual exertion required in handling the con- 


tents of cars at each end of the route and in 
working thetrains, but the rolling stock 
and the rails had to be manufactured and 
paid for with money to be realized from 
their use, and their continuous wearing out 
as a consequence of such use has also to be 
paid for out of those transportation charges 
for raw or finished material. 

It is true that each of the processes 
through which material passes pays a com- 
pensation, or should do so, to the emplover 
for the use of his plant and his own services 
as wcll as to the worker. Buta large part of 
even that which is usually talked of as profit 
(not the net, which is usually small) goes to 
pay for past labor expended in producing the 
tools and other appliances needed in the proc- 
ess nd those tools would not be made or 
bouxht but for the expectation that they can 
be so used for profit by the man who invests 
in them. The same rule applies to that as to 
the preparation of partially finished product. 
Payments are made for labor because there 
is reasonable nope of selling the result ata 
profit, and without such stimulus for the em- 
ployment of capital the average worker of 
today would go unemployed unless he had 
capital accumulated by his own exertions ip 
the past with which he couid operate in the 
present.

The German Kmperor, with his 
withered arm, his painfui ear complaint, and 
insomnia, though a\very active young fellow, 
shows a falling off im physique as compared 
with his robust grandfather, who reached a 
ripe and sturdy old age. The Czar of Russia 
is a hypochondriac and the Czarina is even in 
8 worse condition, as it borders upon insani- 
ty. - The Emperor of Austria, though physic- 
ally better off than most of his royal fel- 
lows, has become a melancholy man sincethe 
violent death of nis son and heir, and the 
Empress is a victim to almost identically the 
same complaints which are tormenting tne 
Czarina of Russia, The King of Hulland has 


| been reduced to a wreck by disease 
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with chronic dyspepsia; and the late King of 
Spain left the’ present infant ruler the be- 
quest of a deranged stomach and generally 
disordered constitunon. The King of Belgium 
could probably plead not guilty to tne general 
charge were it nét for lameness. King 
Charles of Roumania and his Queen are both 
the victims of: hailucinations. The King of 
Servia can have no comfort, as he is in daily 
dread of assassination, and the Sultan is a 
melancholy man, fearing the same grim fate. 
Of all the European sovereigns Queen Vic- 


toria, the King of Greece, the King of Sweden © 


and Norway, and the Kingof Belgium are re- 
ported to be the only ones who can boast any- 
thing like good health and untroubled minds. 

But it is not alone the occupants of thrones 
that are outof repair. The thrones them- 
selves are getting shaky. Republicanism is 
in the air, and the people of Europe are be- 
ginning to believe that they should them- 
selves do the governing. It may take them 
some years yet before they reach the logical 
outcome of their growing convictions, but 
they are surely and steadily moving in that 
direction. Thedriftof popular tendency is 
towards the republic. Thedrift of monarchs 
is towards the closing up of business, and of 
thrones, crowns, and scepters towards the 
auction room and the curiosity shop. Napo- 
leon was not far out of the way when he 
prophesied that thé century would close upon 
Europe all Russian or ail republican, and 
the sentiment of Emerson’s Boston hymn 
seems destined to be realized not alone in 
“Columbia of the Rocks,’’ but the world over 
when

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THE SOCIALISTIC SYSTEM REALIZED. 

Tue TRIBUNE has already printed very com- 
plete details of the novel system upon which 
Warden Hatch conducts the penitentiary at 
Jackson, Mich., and administers discipline. 
Corporal punishment has been abolished, 
work has been lightened by all kinds of labor- 
saving devices, the nights are made merry 
with various entertainments; literary s0- 
cieties have been organized; free intercourse 
and conversation between the prisoners are 
allowed; school rooms are fitted up; ali kinds 
of athletic games are permitted.upon the 
campus; a newspaper is to be started and 
edited and published by the convicts; and 
visitors are allowed all over the prison upon 
paymentof an admission fee’ of 25 cents, 
as they would toa museum. Ina word, the 
only embarrassment of the prisoners is the 
restriction placed upon their personal liberty 
and their right to buy, sell, and own property, 
though this is not always an embarrassment, 
as some of them are ungrateful enough to 
improve their opportunities for getting out 
and escaping, and others occasionally blow 
up their quarters with dynamite for the sake 
of diversifying their many amusements. 

We haVe no desire to comment upon Ward- 
en Hatch’s &’ystem beyond the single reflec- 
tion that if this is intended as punishment 
for crime it is certainly a pleasant form of it 
and one that ought to be popular among 
Michigan criminals as well as certain to ex- 
cite envy among the criminals ‘of adjoining 
States who are being punished in the old 
reguiation style. 

Another reflection that occurs to us is 
that Warden Hatch’s system realizes in all 
its details the ideal of the Socialistic scheme 
of society and government as it has been ex- 
pounded by Marx, Aveling, Jonann Most, 
Shevitch, Tommy Morgan, Joe Gruenhut, 
and all the other Socialistic and Anarchistic 
teachers, big or little, conservative or radi- 
cal, wind-blowers or bomb-throwers. 

In Warden Hatch’s prison, or, rather, hotel, 
these gentlemen would be supported at the 
expense of the State, would have all they 
need td eat and wear, no more work than 
they wanted to do, freedum of association 
with each other, plenty of entertainment of 
all kinds, and absolute immunity from 
thinking oor acting oor caring for 
themselves, or their children or wives, or for 
any one else; and from the necessity of hav- 
ing asingle hope, aspiration, or ambition in 
this life. A little work, much play, no care, 
no ambition, no property, no nothing. In 
the matter.of personal liberty—Hatch’s and 
Gruenhut’s—the two systems are alike. In 
the one case personal liberty would be .held 
at the option of the so-cailed *“*State’’; im 
the other, at the option of the real State in 
the persons of the Warden and his officers. 
Socialism gives just what the Hatch peniten- 
tiary gives and withholds what it withholds, 
nothing more, nothing less. Is not the Jack- 
son prison system therefore the ideal of the 
State Socialism for which the Mosts, She- 
vitches, Morgans, and Gruenhuts are pining? 
W by then is it not practical for these discon- 
tents and malcontents to go over into Michi- 
gan and commit some felony which will 
land them in Hatéh’s hotel in Jackson, 
where as wards of<the Warden they would 
enjoy precisely the same kind of existence 
which they would have could they carry out 
their.doctrines into practace in Illinois and 
become wards of their so-called ‘* State ’’? 
Why should they remain outside plotting, 
clamoring, and bowling for something which 
the lllinois public refuses to give when they 
can obtain it in a few days in amanner to 
meet their fondest ideas and most sanguine 
anticipacions over in Michigan by commit- 
ting some offense which will enable them to 
become the guests of Warden Hatch?

SAYS THE MORMONS ARE GOOD PEOPLE. 


President Woodruff Issues a Card in Be- 
! half of the “ Latter-Day Saints.” 

Sait Lake, Utah, Nov. 23.—Wilford Wood- 
ruff, President of the Mormon Church, has 
written a defense of that organization and 
denies the sensational testimony recently 
given in the examination as to the fitness of 
Mormons to citizenship. He asserts that his 
peopie.have the highest veneration for the 
institutions of the Republic. When asked 
about the statements made by two or three ~ 
apostate Mormon witnesses to the effect that 
the endowment. ceremonies involved. the 
death penalty upon those who leave the 
church and disobey the priesthood, Mr. Wood- 
ruff said: 

* Well, there is no accounting for the bit- 
terness and untruthfulness of some men who 
have been connected with an organization, 


especially a religious one, and have turned 


against it. The Catholic and other churches 
have had much to contend with in that line. 
The investigation in progréss shows that no 
such penalty hasever been inflicted. Many 


ex-Mormons are too honorable to make such 


horrible and unwarranted assertions.”’ 
“Why do Mormons, when on the stand, 
decline to disclose the formula of the eg- 
dowment ?”’ 
“Because secret religious rites and cere- 
monies are the property of the individual 


-citizen and°do not belong to the State. You 


might as well ask why a Mason, if he were 
placed on the witness stand, should 
refuse ‘to reveal the rites and signs of 
that order. I myself am a Master Mason, and 
have been informed that many Masons, as 
well as people not connected with that fra- 
ternity, have been indignant at the attempt 
that has been made during the last few 


days to.extort personal information from 


members of other benevolent societies. 
While Mormons have refused to divulge tne 
rites, they have uniformly sworn that there 
is nothing in the endowment ceremonies in- 
consistent with good citizenship.” 

“What is the cause of the present agita- 
tion ?’’ } ' 

“It is purely political, The self-styled 
Liberal party is composed almost entirely of 
anti-Mormons, and they are but asmali mi- 
nority. There will be a municipal election 
next February. ‘The present proceedings 
have been instituted by the anti-Mormons as 
a means of enabling them to carry that elec- 
tion. Doubtless the agitators have also in 
view the approaching session of Congress.”’

“The ‘questions of transportation and irriga- 
tion are the matters which most linterest- the 
people of Arizona at present,"’ said Gov. Wolfley 
of Tucson, who was at the Shermah“yesterday. 
‘“‘The railroads that have been builtin Arizona 
bave not benefited the State one dollar. Why 
is that’ It is because the charges for trans- 
portation have been put up so high fs to just es- 
cape being prohibitory. Local rates are so high 
that there really can be no local business done. 


The people of Tucson, for instance, get their 


goods in this way: They are shipped first clear 
through to Los Angeles on their way from the 
Ewust, passing directly through the Town of Tuc- 
son, They are then shipped buck over the same 
line to Tuc-on. That is much the way business 
used to be done before a certain Inter State 
Commerce law was passed. I suppose that law 
applies to Arizona as well as to the remainder of 
the country, but, law or no law, it is a fact that 
the freight from Chicago to Los Angeles via Tuc- 
from Los Angeles to Tucson is less 
than it isfrom Chicago direct to Tucson. 
a don’t we bring the law to our aid if it 
is soMlagrantly vioiuted? Why, my dear fellow, 
one who talks about bringing thw Pacific 
illroads to book for violating a law simply 
doesn’t know what he is talking about. Leta 
business-man there attempt such a thing and he 
would soon see the mistake he had made in try- 
ing to make a railroad company obey the law. 
But I don’t want to be quoted as saying anything 
against the railroad companies. I wouldn't for 
the world have them get hold of anything 
that I might say against them and 
get after me in consequence. We want some 
new land laws in Arizona. It is all wrong to —_ 
pose that a law wiil apply equally well to 
fertile Mississippi Valley and to the arid regions 
of Arizona and other places in the Far West. Of 
course that land is of no use till water can be got 
on it. Now, men can’t be expected to put bhun- 
dreds of thousands of doliars into irrigation 
ditches without some immediate return. Why 
shouldn't aditch company have land grants as 
well as the railroads’ At least the land law 
should be so amended that a settler could deed 
over part of his homestead in retura for water 
just as soon as he takesup the land.. As it is 
now a settler cannot deed away any of his land 
till he finally gets a patent from the Govern- 
ment, He goes there poor, has nothing with 
which to pay for water, and his homestead is 
valuless till he can get water on it.”’ 


‘* The lead ore decision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment is going to make some surprising changes 
in the vote of several Western States if it is not 
reversed,’’ said a Spokane Falls banker who is 
interested in the Coeur d’Aléne mines. “ That de- 
cision is driving the West to‘the conclusion that 
protection means only protection for the Eastern 
manufacturer and not protection forthe Western 
miner. Ifthe West 1s allowed to fully come to 
that conclusion it will accept Democratic free 
trade in preference to that kind of Republican 
protection. One reason which is given for not 
changing the ruling immediately is that it wouid 
not be in good form to slap Mexico in the face 
just’as we are working up such an era of good 
feeling by the aid of the Pan-American congress. 
But justice is justice, and if that decision is ever 
going to be wrongit is wrong now, and ought to 
be reversed.”’

**There has been a good deal of talk about Chi- 
cago’s hotel capacity,’’ said a trayeler who had 
been wearily waiting for some time for a room to 
be assigned him.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were steadier 
Saturday, with only a moderate volume of trad- 
ing, and that mostly jocal. The weather was 
clearer, and inclining to cold, forming a welcome 
contrast to conditions which pfevailed earlier in 
the week, but the fact made little difference to 
the course of prices. Apparently that was 
mostly governed by other consideration,. 

Deliveries of wheat by English fa rs for the 
week were only 30,000 bu more than for the week 
Satara and the price per quarter averaged 

lower, that being about ‘ec per bu. 

The visible supply of wheat in this country is 
expected to show an increase of nearly 2,000,000 
bu for the week. The receipts at primary points 
were 5,120,000 bu, being about equal to the largest 
movement on the crop thus far, and the exports 
were 400,000 bu less than for the previous week. 

Duhbam wires from Minneapolis that at last 
the railroads in the Northwest have a surplus of 
cars, and that reports say deliveries are falling 
off in all the spring-wheat States. Other advices 
from that section note a falling off in the s 
at country stations, but the fact hardly shows up 
yet at the two principal markets of the North- 
west. Their united arrivals reported Saturday 
morning were 881 cars. Still there is time 
enough. The farmers caphot keep it up all 
winter, and one telegram says Southwestero 
Minnesota is already pretty well exhausted of its 
wheat surplus, 

A good many members of the Board of Trade 
think itis hard: they should be charged with the 
evils of the grain inspection and be called a lot 
of gamblers as a clincher to the argument, when 
the truth is the board end its members have 
nothing to do with the inspection rules or the in- 
terpretation to be placed oh them, They say the 
officers of the State Grain Merchants’ Associa- 
tion ought to know better than to lay the alieged 
faults of the system at the door of the board, 

Jones-Kennett have advices that for the four 
days from Tuesday to Friday, inclusive, freight 
room has been engaged at the sea»oard for a 
total of 3,872,000 bu graia and 18,500 tons of flovr.

flying back to A. There are three transac- 
tuons, aggregating 15,000 bushels, all settled 
with one receipt for 5,000. Instead of having 
three commission housés, in your example, 
make the number a dozen and you see how 
the one certificate settles many transac- 
tions.”’ 

‘* But who does the certi 
stay?’ 

‘+O, to the carriers—the men who buy the 
wheat and keep it to make the difference be- 
tween the elevator’s charges and insurance 
and the premium it brings for a future deliv- 
ery. They must have lots of money to do it. 
Sometimes the wheat lands at houses that 
are not carriers. That’s generally an indica- 
tion that acorneris under way. The first 
hing would-be-manipulators do 
buy all the wheat in the 
elevators. Their next move i 
heavily in the open market, advancing prices 
as they do so. People who haven’tany wheat, 
but who believe the corner will be a failure, 
hasten to sell them. These are the shorts, 
and their sales are called the manipulators’ 
line of options, and from them they expect to 
derive their profit. The shorts have sold 
what they haven’t got, ana when the day 
comes around for them to produce the wheat 
they find they can only bay it from its own- 
ers, who are the manipulators. Like- 
ly the latter haven't got it to 
sell. They have ‘shipped it away under 
an agreement that it shall not be returned. 
Tne short has nothing left him but w settle 
with the manipulators. All this happens if 
the corner is successful. If it’s a failure, as 
it is four times out of six, it ruins the ava- 
ricious men who conduct it, and besides 
hundreds and thousands of smaller men, 
who have risked their all ‘tailing on’—that 
is, bought the cornered future expecting the 
price would be farced high enough to make 
them rich. John, if youspeculate, keep clear 
of cornered futures.”’

The difference 
scalper and aspeculator is that 
latter is a bull outright or a bear outright 
and works for his side, making his deals 
with the intention of reaping a heavy. profit 
in whatever length of cime it requires, the 
scalper is a bull one minute and a bear the 
next, and his deals are made for small profits 
and quick returns. A ‘split’—one-sixteenth 
of a cent—is a good profit for ascaiper ona 
single transacuon. One-eighth isa’ heavy 
one. He buys and sells “constantly. 
He doesn’t care anything” about what 
the forthcoming estimates of the European 
crop will be, but it would be worth hundreds 
of dollars to nim to know what Armour, or 
Ream, or Kent intend doing in the market 
the next hour. He hasn’t any opinion until 
he gets money, then he becomes a specuiator 
with views on the market. There’s Mitchell, 
Woodwara, Germaine, Van Ark, List, 
Wright, and Gifford, good ex les of scaip- 
ers, as Roche, Smith, Cudabs; Bioom; Ream, 
and Young are of s lators. (Nearly 
successful speculators, men 
in millions of | bush- 
els, began as. scalpers in lots of 
10,000. WDhere’s a scalper and a speculator 
talking together near the pillar,” he con- 
tinued, pointing to a young, nattily dressed 
man and an elderiy man rigged out in the 
plainest clothes. I looked over the ey- 
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dences 0 balth the two bore, and asked 
if the younger man was the speculator. I 
was told that he couldn’t carry a fiver over 
night, which meant that he ceuld not margin 
5.000 busheis until morning. The shabby 
old man was the speculator. My later ex- 
perience around the board taught me that 
the real leaders there and elsewhere in the 
world’s work gave little attention to dress.

‘A broker,” Hub said, ‘“‘discloses the 
name of the house for which he is dealing to 
his buyer or seller immediately generaily. In 
times of manipulation he doesn’t, for then 
the quick-witted crowd, knowing what 
houses the manipulators use, would take the 
market away from him. They would bid it 
up above the price he was limited to pay.”’ 

By degrees [ grew accustomed to the 
clamor of the brokers. I covidn’t distin- 
guish anything they said except the occa- 
sional words, “buy’’ and “sell.” Hub ex- 
plained how they learned to read the move- 
ment of each other’s lips. They had a sys- 
tem of signs. Whena hand was thurst up 
with the palm outward it meant sell; with 
the back exposed it indicated buy. Each 
finger uplifted meant 5,000 bushels. He 
showed me how the reporter made a note 
of every price at which an actual 
transaction was completed and _ sent 
it to the elegrapher in the Kiosk 
who put it on the wires so quickly that five 
minutes later it was read in all parts of the 
United States and on the continent of Eu- 
rope.

*“lines,’”’ or **jags” of wheat. Now they 
were about to “play for a break,’ 
or attempt to depress prices. They dian’t 
seem about to do anything more serious 
than play. One jolly young broker lit a 
match and thrust its burning end-up in a 
hole in a comrade’s hat. Another huag a 
card marked, *‘ Piease kick me,’ around his 
nearest neighbor’s neck. Thus time siipped. 
if the brokers had all been *whipsawed”’ as 
Hup said they had, and lost money, their ac- 
tions showed no chagrin. They were nerv- 
ously jolly. About 1 o’clock they plunged in-

ceased all at once and facing the gallery, 
screamed and roared ‘Boo! boo! 
boo !”’ I was the cause

the fuss. 

“PUTS,” “CALLS,” AND “STRADDLES.” 

For several days in succession | satin the 
gallery. Gradually the noises and scenes 
grew more intelligible tome. I learned more 
of the terms in vse among the members. A 
talkative neighbor said one morning that the 
market was influenced by the * calis” which 
had been sola the night previous. He ex- 
piained that a call was a privilege grahted 
the buyer to buy:or *‘call” acertain quantity 
of wheat at acertain price. The man who sold 
the “call”? did it perhaps as an insurance. 
He was maybe “long” of wheat, bought at 
@price above the ruling quotation at the 
close of the day. ‘* Calls”? were always sold 
above the last market prices, so by selling a 
privilege at just about the price his wheat 
cost him he was reasonably certain, pro- 
vided the market the following day rose to 
that figure, of having the wheat “called.” 
Thus he would be able to sell it without loss. 
A “put” was the opposite of a “call.” It 
was a privilege to buy wheatof the “put” 
buyer, and it was soid by the man who was 
short. The small deaiers in “puts” and 
“calls” bought them for the chance they 
offered to operate largely on a small capital. 
Pienty of men I was told had grown rich by 
means of the start privileges had given them. 
There was Leopold Bloom. worth the best 

art of a mullion. The night before the 

ranco-Prussian War was declared he spent 
his last $100 buying a callin wheat. The fol- 
lowing day the market rose ° 10 
cents. Bioom  ‘‘called” his wheat 
selling it out at a profit of $10,000. The 
great operators sold “puts” ana “calls” 


every day before the board prohibited deal- 


ing in privileges. They always were either 
short of wheat to “put” or tong to satisfy 
the call. If the market did not advance or 
decline sufficiently to make either privilege 
good the big men were so much money 
ahead, as privileges were always paid for in 
cash. They took in in some cases $1,000 a 
day from this form of dealera. ‘* Straa- 
dlers” — men who bought wheat in 
Chicago and sold it in New 
York, or ‘bought one future and soid 
another—were pointed out to me. The 
process of “pressing & deal’? which was 
characteristic of the true speculator that is 
using profits to buy or sell more wheat, with 
finaily closing the transaction so as to make 
a “killing” or large profit, was explained. 
I grew more and more interested. Once I 
made a visit to the floor—only once, though. 
When [ mounted the pit steps the brokers 
stopped their yelling Sar, sma tey J around 
me sang a ribaid song, ‘** Where Did You Get 
That Hat?” My hat, too, was perfectly new 
and I was pushed and hustled until glad to get 
away. They asked me where my “ carpet- 
bag’ was. That was a term they usea to 
designate their “ granger’’ visitors, 
DECIDES TO TAKE A DEAL. 

I decided now that I would take adeal. I 
had made several in my mind and had been 
uniformly successful. “If you speculate,” 
Hub said, * keep away from the floor. You 
will onty be confused by the influences pali- 
ing in every direction. Few men can read 
the tendency, and they are natural specula- 
tors. Stay in your brok6r’s office and watch 
the blackboard.”’ 

It was an elegant office in which I made 
my deal. There was a Brusseis carpet on 
the floor, the desks were finely-carved wood, 
and the twenty or thirty leather-covered 
chairs must have cost $40 apiece. A dozen 
men were lounging in the chairs watching a 
boy who was chaiking figures on 
a large blackboard. It must have 
been destructive to the eyesight, 
for the majority of them wore glasses. I 
found the head of the firm and told him [ 
wanted to buy ana put my $500 bill on his 
desk.

Those who 
did not believe the market would continue to 
advance right along I thought were out of 
ttreir senses. I might have sold out that day 
and made $500. But I didn’t. I had caught 
the fever. Iwas on the road to fortune. 
That afternoon Mary, Julia, and I drove 
down on Michigan avenue and selected the 
house I would buy after while. 

The next day my high spirits oozed 
away. The bears “pounded” the market 
and my $500 profit disappeared and a loss 
stared at me.

Judah’s signet-ring. ‘hat they were also in 
use among the Egyptians at that time is evi- 
dent from the 41st chapter of Genesis, where 
we read of Pharaoh taking off his own ring 
and putting it upon Joseph’s hand, when he 
made him ‘ruler over all the land of Egypt.” 
The hands of female mummies, found in 
the tombs of Egypt, are profusely covered 
with rings; the woaithy ladiesof that country 
wearing costly ones upon nearly every fin- 
ger, while their poorer sisters haf to content 
themselves with circles of bronze, glass, or 
pottery. The ancient Chaldeans, the Per- 
sians, and, according to Herodotus, the 
Babylonians wore rings; and it is probable 
that from Asia they were introduced into 
Greece. In the later Greek legends the an- 
cient heroes are spoken of as wearing them, 
and at a more recent date every freeman 
throughout Greece seems to have had one. 
The earher rings appear to have been used 
not so much for ornament asfor the practical 
purpose of affixing seals; but later on tney 
became merely ornamental, and were set 
with precious stones. The Romuns, who are 
believed to have derived the custom from 
the Sabines, wore signet-rings of :1ron—as 
was the case with the Laced#monians-—and 
every freeman had the right to wear one. 
Ambassadors in the early years of the re- 
public used to wear gold rings as part of 
their official dress; this jus annuli aurei 
being afterwards extended to Chief Mazvgis- 
trates, Senators, and, later on, to equities. 
Emperors were wont to confer this right on 
those whom they wished to favor, and the 
privilege became gradually more and more 
extensive, untilin the time of Justinian a)! 
Roman citizens could avail themselves of it. 
Tne later Romans used to wear many rings 
upon their fingers, some even having differ- 
eut ones for summer and winter, while the 
height of “‘dandyism’”’ was reached by those 
who never wore the same ring twice, but 
threw it away when once it had done service.

Apropos of the above eulogy of the tandem 
‘bicycle, a representative of Tug Txiscxe 
called upen a gentieman in this city—dis 
tinguished in many walks of life, as well as 
its rides—who has the honor of owning 4 
bona fide safety tandem He was kina 
enoagh to give tre writer much desirable in- 
formation on the subject of riding, which 
may be useful, like Punch’s famous advice, 
to those who are about totry it 

“The imagination.” began this veteran 
cyctist, “plays an important part im tandem 
riding and adds materially to the enjoyment 
derived fromit. The man thinks the young 
lady shaving a good time and the young 
lady thinks she is working. Bothare wrong. 
“l agree with you that many .and various 
are the giris who ride the tandem,” he ram- 
died on, interrupting himseif occasionally 
with an odd, short, little laugh that was like a 


chuckle, and a peculiar hitch of the 
shoulders and backward toss of the head: 
“There was a young lady who once rode 
with me who complained repeatediy that 
the left pedal would not go round; and be- 


all that time—O! so hard and vizorousiy— 
the step by wich she had mounted. 

“Thea there was one—and she was no 
featherweight—whom I carried. through soft, 
muddy rcads and winding lanes in the varks 
until we were several miles trom home. I 
was just about to turn back of my own ac- 
cord, dreaming and flattering myself that 
she was having a glorious time, when she 
said, languidiy, ‘I think we had better turn 
pack now; I .”

O, you would realize in a moment if 
you could but take the piace of a hard-work- 
ing. panting safety rider, who catches a 
glimpse, as he plows along, of a loving couple 
resting and whispering on their tricycle be- 
neath the shade of some protecting elm. 
Such a sight wouli be like deep ruts and soft 
gravel to you. 

“ There are certain ™ he added, 
musingiy, “ which any man whe codtempiates 
cycling should engrave upon the tabicts of 
his memory. For, if marriage is a lottery, 
tandem riding 1s a game with marked cards 
and loaded dice. 

“If youare weakly and riding is recom- 
mended as an exercise, don’t buy a tandem. 
IF YOU WEIGH OVER MQ, KEEP OFF. 

“If the one young lady in all the wide, 
Wide world weighs over a hundred, don’t 
buy atandem. if you each have your own 
machine she will be so much mors independ- 
ent and youso much happier. Besides, tae 


fairy—wili not be so rudely dispelied. 

“On your firstride with a novice try-and 
persuade her to keep her feet on the foot- 
rests instead of the pedais. You witli then 
find the boulevards much smoother, 

* If the young woman shows a disposition 
to monopolize the conversation, to. laugh or 
to sing, when you are tired and miscrablie, 
lft your feeta little from the pedals. Her 
gentie voice willdic away like the last soft 
sigh of a summer zephyr, and she will settie 
down to the stern realities of life. 

“ Don’t ouy the first tandem in a neighbor- 
hood. By the time you have taught ail the 
desirable young ladies the art-of riding some 
other fellow will buy one afd reap your 
rich. golden harvest. 

“Don’t take out another fellow’s inamo- 
rataif he has a single machineof his own, for 
he will tag along ana do ali the talking and 
you ail the working: and at last, after such 
boneyed but somewhat conventional phrases 
as ‘Thank youso muck—such a nice ride— 
good night,’ as they disappear up the steps 
and are iost in the deep shadows of the moon- 
lighted veranda, you reatize the bitter disap- 


reward of the most heroic exertuons. When 
tandem riding becomes more general it way 
dawn upon wheelmen that the ordinary com- 
mon sense maximsof every-day life hold 
good in wheel life, and that the old mathe- 
matical proposition that ‘Two's company but 
three’s a crowd’ retains allits pristine vigor 
as the original rule uf three. 

“One last word—supertiuons to the old 
rider but useful to the novice--if perchance 
you meet with an acordent and sre both 
thrown pick up the machine first, for it is 
weak and helpless.” 

And with this parting admonition, -and 
muttering something about **‘ the last train,” 
the whee!man left meto meditate upon the 
Vanity of human hopes.

It is a land of 
apples and its hill slopes might be a land of 
grapes, the moisture of the rivers nursing 
fruits witn peculiar sucess. Yousee houses 
of all grades—the cabin, the large white 
farmhouse, the old mansion of cemented 
rock. You see people and objects with the 
thoughts and appearances whict people and 
objects bad fifty years ago. No Queen Anne 
cottages or other architectural freags; no 
girls painting on china; no dog-carts and 
ponies on that road which the overtopping 
cliffs themselves have by long process mac 
adamized. 

Bat, on the other hand, every man and wom- 
an is in love with Calhoun County. They 
grant it has been passed by the railroads, but 
they are confidently expecting the railroads 
to come. One is indeed now pausing on the 
opposite side of the Lilinois; but this year 
and the year before it failed to make the 
leap. The Caihoun people say mat their po- 
sition between two great rivers which must 
be bridged has kept railroads away. But 
their neighbors hint that they have them- 
selves opposed the course of the iron track 
with that same Dutch. stubbornness which

air. : 

IT WAS AHEAD A LONG TIME AGO. 

Ir old times Cathoun was abead of its 
neighbors. It had river transportation on 
both sides, while they lay iniand, locked in 
woods and mud. It is tull of traditions of 
the rivers. Ona headland not far north of 
Hardin an ola Captain is buried-—“so he 
could see the boys as they eo by.” He 
begged that ail the pilots would look that 
way and think of him. And they do. They 
make a habit of speaking about bim tochance 
visitors in the pilot-house as they pass that 
biuff. and thus keeping him in remembrance. 

You occasionally see a barge set at the cil? 
foot—stranded there by the necessities of 
man, and turned into a habitation. The 
square prow projects and is covered as 4 
porch. A woman looks through one swing- 
ing window, and the stovepipe through the 
top sends forth as tranquil a plume of smoke 
as if this flat-bottomed craft had never been 
afloat. A quantity of children dive out of it, 
and the suppiy of dogs is much greater tuan 
Noah thought necessary in his venture. 

This kind of residence seems weil taken 
when you look in the bottoms and see a two- 
story lug house with a water-mark at the 
base of its lower windows, and a flight of 
outside steps ascending to its upper ftloor, 
evidently for use in tame of flood. 

There are two newspapers in the county, 
one established fifteen years ago. 

The mail travels on horseback in the 
pouch ofa carrier. We overtook one fine 
young fellow who connects Pear! and Kamps- 
ville by his constant journeys along the biuff 
roads. The mail-carrier is as aiert and full 
of world’s news as the peddier used 
to be. And even the peddier is not missing 
in Caihoun County. But you fisd him strag- 
giing, dejected, iooking old, and carrying his 
goods in big valises instead of the time-hoa- 
ored linen pack. The Cainoun wives must 
be close in dealing with him, though it is a 
Saying that the inhabitants of this county 
always pay cash—tiey have their moncy with 
them. 

‘“*How do you manage without banks?’ I 
inquired of the schoolmaster of Kampsviile. 

‘When it is necessary todo Dusiness with 
banks,”’ he gaid, “we goto the pext county 
—to Carrollton, orsome other place.” 

No agricuitural fair is ever heid in this 
singular region. The prize fruit hangs on 
the hillsides or bDasks in the holiows—it does 
not adorn the booth of Pomona for Wappy 
rustics to gaze upon. The orchards show 
care; they are white with wrapped grafts; 
many trees have. .a socket. of cornstalxs 
packed around their base asa winter over- 
coat. 

We drove through one cove dipping close 
to the river’s edge which is stiil caiied French 
Hollow. Here old Antoine Dejarnet—whose 
name was long ago corrupted Dy local pronun- 
ciation to De Zbirly—used to bold sway. He 
owned @ great tract of land and was the 
mightiest French pioneer of Calhoun County. 
His bouse, the foundation of which stil 
stands, Was @ log one, two stories high and 
fifty-two feet square. The iower story was 
allinone room, for dancing, and manya 
joyful youth and maid capered there Sunday 
after mass. Antoine Dejarnet kept no cows. 
Instead he had forty goats, which his many 
daughters milked, one girl holding the coat 
by the head while anotwer milked it. There 
is no prettier nest in ali that lineof cliffs 
than French Hollow. Calhoun is still a Cath- 
olic county, though so many German names 
replace the French ones. 

The French have not been at all tenacious 
oi their old names, Dut readily accepted the 
corruptions ef Amercan pronunciation.

{a Hardin Xou meet a product of Calhoun 
County which other counties might Dorrow 
to advantage—a man with the courteous 
manners of a Southerner. and a most ardent 
belief in the region where bis life is passed. 
He velbeves the resources of Caiboun County 
will be mightily developed. But meastme, 
it lies im a state of primitive rectitude of 
which be is proud. “* You may ride from one 
end of the county to the other uamoiested at 
any time. The house of wwe Dutch farmer is 
always opes to you. It is the most law-abic- 
ine county in the State.” 

Former leaders of Calhoun were not 50 
law-abiding. Old neighbors teil of one nead- 
strong, daring rivermasa who built a steam- 
boat, calied it The Ark, and started to make 
a trip to New Orleans.

diligence have accomplished better results 
than have been observed in the work of any 
chamber-music organization that has been 
heard in this city for many years, if ever. 

It is to be hoped that the club may visit 
Chicago again, for those who listened to the 
superb playing atthis concert will always 
be ready to give ita warm welcome,

It was played by Messrs. Wolfsohn, 
Marum, an@ Hess in @ manner 
which afforded abundant evidence 
of earnest study, for the work 
is of extraordinary difficulty, making great 
demands on the skill cf the performers. 
In view of its purpose, it was not surprising 
to find many suggestions of the composer 
whom it was designed to honor, mingled with 
much of the wild Russian nature. The first 
movementis of an elegiac character, full of 
varied coloring and broad contrasts. The 


second is a tneme with eleve varia- 
tions in different styles, whic again 
show a variety of design. and 


treatment which is quite remarkable im 
view of the limitations imposed by the sub- 
ject matter. The third and last movement is, 
like the preceding, of extensive proportions, 
and contains in its developmerxt a climax ad- 
mirably introduced and gradually led up toa 
point where a truly overpowering effect Tr} 
produced, a climax which for magnitude 


of design and general impressive- 
ness appears to surpass Anything 
bitherto written for piano, violin, 


and violoncello. Certainly these three. in- 
struments produced a truly astonishing ef- 
fect im the passage cited. The trio is, how- 
ever. somewhat too long, occupying three- 
quarters of an hour in performance, and 
there are passages which it would seem 
might wisely have been eliminated s0 as to 
condense the work into more reasonable 
limits. 


A New Church Hymnal. 

A new hymn book, entitled ‘‘ Church Song,” 
has been prepared by the Kev. M. W. Stryker 
of this city and is published by Bigelow & 
Main, New York and Chicago. It is hand- 


permitted to find a place in the work. Due 
respect has been accorded to old, familar 
tunes and such as are * truestin musical and 
worshipful feeling have hearty recognition.”’ 
It is to the credit of the musical 
taste of tne American people that those 
tunes which have received universal a 
proval and the sanction of long usage are al- 
most without exception such as possess a 
genuine musicai value. In the choice of what 
will necessarily prove new material to many 
congregations preference has been given to 
the dignified chorals of the olde nglish 
writers and those of the German 
choral literature which have borne the test 
of time in their respective (countries. 
The grandeur and strength of these meiodies 
and their essentially religious coloring ren- 
der them especially suited to the purposes of 
Worship, and they constitute the type ot that 
which is truest and best in church |psaimody. 
Of the tunes there are of English origin 203, 
of American 130, from German sources 100, 
French 14, Iteiian 8, Swedish 5, Russian 4. 
Of the tunes 30 belong to the sixteenth cent- 
ury, 35 to the seventeenth, 79 to the eight- 
eenth, and 312 to the nineteenth. 


Theodoré Thomas in Philade!phia. 

The Philadelphia Telegraph published the 
following in a review of the symphony con- 
cert given by Mr. Thomas at that city: “A 
splendid demonstration was ‘madé by Phiia- 
delphia music-iovers last night of their ap- 

reciation of the lcng and important public 
abors of Mr. Theodore Thomas. A finer 
tribute to an artist has never been 
paid in this locality. It was not only 
that the spacious Academy was thronged 
in every part, anc that good music was seen 
for once to be coinable into good money, but 
that the audience took every opportunity to 
show the leader that they m.eant especially 
to honor him, to show him their lasting re- 
gard and gratitude. It was an hour to make 
an artist tnrob with a justifiable emotion of 
gratified ambition—to make him forget many 
‘ bitter season of misapprehension and neg- 
ect. 


The Sherwood Lecture-Recital. 

Mr. William H. Sherwood gave another 
lecture-recital in his highly interesting and 
instructive series last Friday morning in the 
Auditorium Recital Hall. He discussed points 
of technique and interpretation, illustrating 
his remarks with examples at the piano. 
The numbers selected for this occasion 
were Beethoven’s ‘**Moonlight” Sonata, 
Mendelssohn’s *“‘Hunting Song,” Handel’s 
‘*Fire” Fugue, Schumann’s Romanzo in 
F sharp major, Chopin’s Barcarolle, op. 60, 
and Rubinstein’s Staccato Etude, all of 
which were played with suverb artistic finish 
and spirit. As an illustration of the various 
technical resources and methods of interpre- 
tation available to the artist these lecture- 
recitals. are of the highest value to the stu- 
dents of piano playing.

Lawyer C. M. Hardy: Thackeray, in “ The 
Virginians,” made Mr. George Warrington, in 
describing his escape from Fort Du Quesne 
along the western slopes of the Alleghanies, say 
that**the leaves were beginning to be tinted 
With the magnificent hues of our autumn. 

As we advanced the woods became 
redder and redder. The frosts nipped sharply of 
nights, We lighted fires at our feet and slept in 
our blankets as best we might. Al this lime of 
the year the hunters who live in the mountains 
get their sugar from the maples. Wecame upon 
more than one such family camping near their 
trees by the mountain streams.” 

Evidentiy neither Thackeray nor George had 
ever “gathered sap.” 

A special correspondentin his historical com- 
munication of last Saturday says La Salle built 
the Griffin at the mouth of the Niagara River, 
sailed her through the upper lakes to Green Bay, 
there loaded her with furs and sent her back to 
Fort Frontenac, and that she was never heard 
of again. 

The correspoadent is as far wrong in hie physi- 
cal geography as Thackeray wasin his seasons. 
If La Saile in 1679 could sail bis schooner from 
the mouth of Niagara River up to Lake Erie and 
down again to Lake Ontario the Canadian Gov- 
ernment should have invoked his ghost as a pilot 
instead of building the Weéliand Canai. 

Seriously, while there is much pleasing and 
correct matter in the communication there is 
more romance than history. The discoveries of 
these antiquarians of Peoria savor of “ Bill 
Stump’s X, His Mark.” If these gentlemen and 
their historian had consulted the archives of 
the Chicago Historical Society, or our own 
Mr. Mason, to whom that society is 
so greatly indebted, or the Hon. Benjamin 
Prettyman of Pekin, iL, who for nearly fifty 
years has sought and is still seeking for the site 
of Fort Créve-Coeur, they would not have been 
so swift to declare Bancroft and Parkman at 
fault. And if they had known the skill of La 
Salle and Tonti as military engineers they would 
never have suspected either of the guilt of plan- 
ning such a fort as they imagine they have dis- 
covered—a fort which could have been taken 
easier than an Illinois corn-crib,

He has been in Chicago for tne last 
week or ten days calling upon the “ gentlemanly 
newspaper’’ writers, always telling them an in- 
teresting story, for he 1s # wonderful talker and 
a traveler of world-wide observation. He came 
into one office the other day, but the writer 
headed him off at the start, as he supposed. 

“Davis,” he said, “Iam glad to see you per- 
sonally, but confound your show and your way 
of advertising. You can’t work me this time.” 

Mr. Davis declared that he had no intention 
that was not in strict accordance with the most 
approved ideas of journalism.

A 
smailer tank will be introduce( in the third, into 
which some person from the audience who really 
wishes to commit suicide will leap and be res- 
cued by areal policeman. There will be a street 
scene in the second act in which a real street- 
sweeping machine will be introduced. It will be 
the last appearance of the sweeper on any stage, 
though it has been rehearsing fur some time. 
There will be a real letter-box fastened to a 
lamp-post, and the audience can step forward 
and mail their letters, as a real letter-carrier will 
come along and get them in the last act. A real 
street-car will have a collision with a real ash- 
cart and the drivers will indulge ina real fight. 
A man who has swung a bunch. of shoestrings at 
State and Madison streets for the last two years 
will appear as a real shoestring peddier. He 
will be blown up by a real dynamite explosion in 
the fourth act. There will be a teal cocking-main 
anda real Nevada stage robier will ‘ hold up’ 
the orchestra. At the end of the last act there 
will be a real fire scene. A man now serving a 
ten years’ term for arson in Joliet, but whose 


sentence will expire before the first 
night, will come in and in full 
view of the audience set the theater 


on fire. It will be burned to the ground, and as 
the delighted spectators escape their pockets 
will be rifled by real pickpockets, those having 
orchestra seats being sandbagged in the lobby, 
while patrons of the dress circle and balcony 
will be ran over by the real fire-engines coming 
to attempt to subdue the conflagration. The 
cost of procuring a new theater for each per- 
formance will be great, but Manager “Spike” 
is notaman to falter at expense. The only 
fear evinced for the success of this play is that it 
does not present enough novelty. It is to be 
hoped, however, that after Mr. Hennessey has 
given the subject more thought he will be able 
to impart more thrillimg realism to the pros- 
pective play than is now given out.”

And all the while the artist knows that thisshow 


of feeling is a shame. a fraud; that the knowing 
expositor has never felt the witchery of color or 
comprehended the meaning of the terms which 


Slip so glibly from his tongue. Thereisa quality ig ee . 


sinccrity which cannot be imitated. a last touch 
which is beyond the reach of the pretender, and 
whicn the artist always recognizes. He does not 
expect the highest sympatnetic sppreciation 
from all who approach his work, but be has a 
right not to be patronized by ignorance. He de- 
mands only the same courtesy which he is will- 
ing toextend. In the wheat pit or the counting- 
house he does not assume to know the rules and 
dictate to traders and financiers. Why should 
they take his kingdom for their province and 
think their glory incomplete until they can reign 
therein?” 

But why did the barbarous hordes of the North 
hunger for Rome, whea she capital of the world 
was throned in majesty and clad in the splendid 
spoils of a thousand nations? Why did they push 
down from the frozen rnvers, cross forbidding 
mountains, only to pillage and destroy the glory 
they could not understand? They had heard the 
tale of unutterable svlendors lying at peace in 
Sunny Italy, splendors enriched, and mellowed, 


and consecrated by centuries of power and fame; ~ 


and the spiritof conquest bade them conquer 
these as well as the ruder kingdoms. It did not 
matter that they could not comprehend the mag- 
niflcence they invaded, that their barbarie 
presence was a brutal discord in the midst of ex~ 
quisite barmories. They knew no means save 
violence of gaining knowledge of this new de 
light, ignorant that violence could only ruin it. 

Today the arts are the seven hills on which the 
glory of the worid is throned., And those whe 
dwelt afar from the city of beauty hear strange 
tales of its marvels, until, like the barbarians 
of old, they must see and possess it, capture its 
inviolate treasures. It is thus that the Phuilis- 
tines conquer the second citadel, that curious 
throngs crowd out the devotees, and trat art isin 
the hands and on the tongues of the ignorant, in- 
stead of in the hearts of the sympathetic dew 
alone. The aspiring materialists who prate 
learnedly about art may not understand it, their 
eyes may be blind and their ears deaf toits finer 
mysteries, but they dimly perceive that there is 
something in it worth striving for, and so they 
study and etalk im the hope that learning 
and observation may supply the lack of spiritual 
insigiit- They expend a commendable amcunt 
of labor in the process, and usually feel entirely 
satistied with the result, not realizing that all 
their superficial knowledge lacks the vital prin- 
ciple of sympathy, and that to a true artist their 
professions o!1 feeling are as dead as a woodea 
image. They may deceive themselves, but they 
cannot deceive him, though courtesy forbids his 
crying out in their presence against a pretense 
whica they believe to be sincerity. He is bound 
to revolt, however, when they begin to impos¢d 
conditions, to dictate the path he shall follow, 
the means he shall employ, either in general or 
in any special work. The artist who submits te 
the commands of the Philistine, who in other 
words thinks of the saiableness of his work, may 
gain temporary applause and advantages, but he 
is lost to himself, to art, to the enduring love and 
sympathy of ali high natures. 

The length to which self-deception can go in 
the mind of the would-be amateur of the arts is 
illustrated by a remark of a lady who professed 
special knowledge of the Latin poets withou} 
ever having studied them in the original. When 
an objector remarked that one could gain ng 
idea of a poet through translations, this Philis- 
tine insisted that translations were entirely 
adequate, and even went so far as to say that 
she preferrec to read Shakspeare in Italian, be» 
cause the Tuscan tongue 1s forsooth so musical, 
It is evident that to a mind capable of such @ 
preference the kingdom of the arts will alway’ 
be an unknown realm. She will never 
penetrate its remotest outskirts, pluck on¢ 
flower from its green meadows, or watch 
the bright clouds sailing softly through its pure 
blue wealth of air. Yet she fondly imagined thag 
its most ineffable glories were revealed to her, 
that her scientific mind could unravel the most 
delicate of its mysterics, and her firm tread pen- 
etrate to its secret regions of loveliness. She nad 
no conception of her own limitations—of the ex 
istence of a world she could not enter. It was 
not hypocrisy she was guilty of in professing love © 
of poetry. She had made a mistake in choosing 
to study poetry instead of chemistry, but she ex- 
tracted the same kind of pleasure from the one 
pursuit which would have rewarded her in the 
other, a pleasure in both cases purely scientific, 
never imaginative. But however satisfactory te 
herself, to the artist such teeling as herg 
passes for hypocrisy, for it is an utter 
ly unintelligent and false profession of knowl« 
edge; and it leads to an affectation of superior: 
ity, an airof patronage which are extremely galls 
ing. It was the prevalence of such feeling whic 
Whistler satirized when he wailed because th¢ 
dull world has taken to such mad pursuit of art, 
when he begged respectable England to return tq 
its beef and ale, is complacent ignorance, and ita 
solid ugliness, and leave art to her votaries. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that the 
capacity for sympatby with art often lies dom 
inant in minds trained exclusively to other pur 
suits. Men and women educated wholly am 
material influences often possess the germ 
fine artistic feeling, which a more favorable ak 
mosphere may develop in later life. There ig 
more hope of this artistic intelligence in the m 
who confesses that he knows nothing abou 
art than in the cultivated Philistine w 
has the terms at his. tongue’s end, 
though he whoily misses the spirit: The beauti- 
ful virtue of humility must be striven for bere 
as elsewhere. The man who knows it all cag 
learn nothing. He who knows nothing may 
learn much. 

Even intelligent connoisseurs are not beyond 
the need of this virtue. In Thurber’s gallery hung 
lust week @ beautiful landscape by Montenard, 
who works in the impressionist manner. A cul- 
tivated man and a geauine lover of art passed 
this canvas by with scarcely a glance, exclaim+ 
ing that he did not like that school. Yet if he 
had kept his mind open to all influences of

BLAIR’S EDUCATIONAL SCHEME 


By Which He Would Pauperize Southern 
Schools and Destroy Self-Support. 

New York fost: The scheme of Federai aid 
to Southern schools was Originaliy conceived 
and has always been advocated on the 
ground that such interference was needed 
to secure proper education for the 
negroes. It is therefore a reductio ad 
absurdum, quite characteristic of the 
man, when Senator Blair urges the pas- 
sage of the *“ Bill to Promote Mendicancy,’’ 
as he did in his speech before the Republican 
Club of this eity last evening, on the ground 
that Federal aid is needed in some counties 
of Eastern Kentucky, where there are hard- 
ly any negroes, and hardly any school- 
houses, either, But these mountain counties 
of Kentucky are as well able to sustain 
schools as the mountain counties of New 
Hampshire or Vermont, and it isan outrage 
to tax the people of New Hampshire or Ver- 
mont for their benefit. Moreover, in the 


long run it would dothe Kentucky mouptain- | 


eers no good to have other peaple pay for the 
schooling of their children. They will never 
have a school system which amounts to any- 
thing until they become convinced that they 
ought to maintain schools. Nothing does 
more to prevent the development of this frame 
of mind than the proionged agitation of 
the scheme of Federal aid. Pror W. 
E. C. Wright of Berea College, in Kentucky, 
an institution where thousands of negroes 
have been educated, made the best possible 
answer to Mr. Blair’s present argument two 
years ago, when he saidin a review article: 
“The most serious objection to this bill 1s 
the fear that it would diminish rather than 
increase local exertions for the support of 
schools. Already the agitation of the meas- 
ure is used as a reason for not increasing 
State funds. . Southern candidates for Con- 
gress have been heard saying to their con- 
stituents: ‘Your children have got to be 
educated; wouldiyou rather pay for it your- 
selves, or have the Nation pay for it?’ ”’

some one from somewhere was cruel 

enough. to intimate at one time 
that Chicago society was all “ weeds ’’—gild- 
ed, to be sure—and that Milwaukee society 
was the pure metal. The bravest member 
of Chicago society had never dared to deny 
the accusation becduse——welk it took a 
good deal of courasre tO assert that the smells 
that are wafted wo us from Bridgeport are 
any more refining in their effect than are the 
odors of condensed barley or concentrated

regardiess of the bank account. There is a 
general feeling of hospitality ang kindness 
towards all, according to ‘the individual 
merit, be they rich or poor.”’ 

“Do you mean to say Milwaukee has no 
snobs! People with plenty of money who 
ar> never quite sure enough of their own po- 
sitio i to dare to refer to their own ancestors, 
but make it a point to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the pedigree of every one 
else or the reverse—people who HY, to build 
up theirown position by continually dragging 
their great-grandfathers or dead-and-gone 
ancestors in general out of their graves!”

Armed with a letter of introduction I called 
upon this sculptor, anxious to see one who 
could put such life into cold clay. In a velvet- 
carpeved room of the Plankinton House I 
found a heavy-set, rather below-the-medium 
height, joily, successful-looking man, with 
princely manners, dressed ina corduroy work- 
ing suit, and surrounded by all the clay, 
inortar, hammers. and chiseis usually found 
in’ sculptor’s studio. On one pedestal was a 
wonderful reproduction of the late Emil 
Schandein; on another was a bust ef Pabst, 
the well-known brewer. I also saw the de- 
sign of the statue of Fritz Reuter, the 
“Dickens of Germany,” which is. to be 
erected in our Lincoln Park, the ordef®having 
been given to Mr. Loener through his having 
Won tne’ competitive prize. The studio 
seemed filled with half-formed and fully-de- 
veloped ideas. On a table was a photograph 
of the immense statue of Count Hapgwitz, 
one of the largest monuments in the world— 
the memoria! to Maria Theresa that was un- 
veiled last May in Vienna, and designed by 
Mr. Loeher. 

Mr. Loeher calls himself an American 
sculptor, having adopted our country as his 
home. He came to New York six years ago 
from Vienna, .turough the advice of -Ameri- 
cans, for whom he had executed several or- 
ders, his first American order being from 
our Minister to Vienna.

ICATED ON MEMORIAL DAY. 


It Willi Be One of the Most Imposing 
Statues in the United States, Being ® 
History of the Progress of the Man 
from His School-Koom to the Taking 
of the Oath as President—The Funds 
for Its Completion Contributed from 
Every State and Territory. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 22.—[Special Corre-

events of next year will be tne dedication of 
the magnificent monument erected in Lake 
View Cemetery iv this city in memory of 


‘ President James A. Garfield. The program 
of ceremonies is fiow.bemg arranged, and 


enough is already known to warrant the con- 
clusion that every detail will be carefully 


planned and that the services asa whole 
will be imposing and elaborate. 
Memoria!-Day, 1890, has been selected from 
the catalogue of American holidays for the 
dedication ceremonies. The monument was 
to have been dedicated Sept. 19 of this 
year, that being the eighth anniversary of 
President Garfield’s death. A postponement 
was made necessary by an event that hap 


pened in Italy six months ago. The mar ble 
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Van Bro of Boston and Mr. Calvin Vaux 


‘of New York were selected as experts to de- 
cide between the manv credita Seclian. 
Although the entire fifty Were examined in 
detail by each artist by himself their report 
was the same. The contract was let in Octo- 
ber, 1885, and the monument is now com- 
pleted with the exception of the statue soon 
to be pluced in position. 

REPRESENTATIONS OF THE VARIOUS PANELS. 

The first panel on the north side of the 
portico shows an ordinary country school in 
early days. The figure of the young teacher 
is a good portrait of Garfield as a youth of 20 
years. The desks, biackboards, the eager 
children, and their young. teacher form a 
striking picture. 

The secoud panel represents Gen. Garfieid 
when as chief of staff of Gen. Rosecrans at 
the battle of Chickamauga be rode to Gen. 
Thomas with dispatches. The portrait of 
Thomas is excellent. Garieid’s horse 1s 
represented as dropping dead on the spot 
where Thomas and his staff are awaiting the 
dispatches. : 

The third panel shows Garfield as an ora- 
tor. He is addressing the people at an out- 
door mass-meeting, rousing them by his elo- 
quence. He stands in the center of the 
composition on an impromptu platform deco- 
rated with the Atierican flag.

The series begins with Ohio 
bearing the log cabin in which President Gar-

scroll; then Khode Island decked with jew- 
elry and lifting upa jewel casket. At her 
feet are cotton goods, looms, and spindles. 
Connecticut, with the famous Charter Oak, 
school books, and clocks follows. The figure 
op ieee New York holds the Statue of 
Liberty above an ocean steamship. New 
Jersey’s tigure exhibits silks and potteries. 
Then comes Pennsyivania, lifting up a 
miner’s lamp; Delaware laden with frnit; 
Virginia exhibiting the tobaceo plant; South 
Carolina showing rice, sugar-cane, and South- 
ern fruits; Georgia with her pine forests; 
Maryland 1s last, and in her hand is a model 
of the White House. 

The plain surface of the walls is prettily 
frescoed in oil to harmonize with the other 
decorations, whilst the elegant moldings 
and carved work are sharply pictured out in 
color and gold. 

The whole purpose of the interior arrange- 
ment was to make the statue of Garheld the 
soul of the memorial. The statue will oe 
enshrined in the very heart of the monv- 
ment, and the tower rising above its broad 
and massive base gives dignity and character 
to the mortuary shrine within.

Memorial Day is a day of flowers, and they

When the dedication services take place 
the great metal casket containing the re- 
mains of the late President will be carried 
from the*monument where it now reposes 
just inside the door of the monument. A 
mammoth hiarbdle slab will be lifted and the 
casket lowered to the crypt underneath. 
The casket containing the remains of the 
President's mother will be placed within the 
monument at the same time. It was her 
often expressed ‘wish that in death she 
should be placed near the son she loved with 
so much fervor and tenderness. 


SURE DEATH FOR DOGS. 


How Louis Harrison Saved Zab from the 
Pound, bat Hilied All the Others.
